en te, Calif., to discu ss the fu ­ 
tu re o f war-to rn Vietn am. 
Bo th co n feren ces are aim ed 
at co n siderin g eco n o mic assist­ 
an ce to b o th No rth an d So u th 
Vietn am in the afterm ath o f the 
lo n g war, he said. 
In a 30-min u te n ews co n fer­ 
en ce, his first sin ce Oct. 5 , the 
Presiden t also rep eated that he 
had n o in ten tio n o f g ran tin g 
am n esty to draft-do dg ers an d 
deserters. 
Nix o n said he wo u ld m eet 
with Thieu , their first sessio n 
sin ce a m eetin g in Saig o n o n 
Ju ly 30, 1969. at the W estern 
White Ho u se in San Clemen te at 
an u n sp ecified tim e in the 
sp rin g . The White Ho u se an ­ 
n o u n ced earlier to day that Kis­ 
sin g er, chief architect o f the 
Vietn am cease-fire sig n ed in 
P aris last Satu rday , wo u ld b e 
in Han o i Feb . 10-13 fo r co n v er­ 
satio n s with to p No rth V ietn am ­ 
ese leaders. 
Nix o n declin ed to sp ecify a 
fig u re fo r U.S. assistan ce to 
Vietn am, 
say in g the am o u n t 
wo u ld hav e to b e wo rked o u t 
with Co n g ress. 
Bu t he said the assistan ce 
was an essen tial in g redien t in 
arran g in g in cen tiv es fo r b o th 
No rth an d So u th Vietn am to 
ab ide b y the ag reem en t. He

o f In do chin a. This wo u ld in ­

Vietnam Fighting Is Tapering Off 


SAIGON (UPI) - Fighting 
and casualties in Vietnam's 
four-day-old cease-fire dropped 
off for the third consecutive day 
today in what could be the 
prelude to total peace, although 
a Saigon military spokesman 
said the decrease was insignifi­ 
cant. 
Reported Communist attacks 
across the country dropped 
from 426 the first day of the 
cease-fire, to 311 Tuesday and 
209 today. 
In one incident, a U.S. Army 
adviser suffered slight wounds 
Tuesday in both arms when 
Communists fired on his heli­ 
copter in the Quang Ngai coast­ 
al province north of Saigon. But 
the U.S. command said he re­ 
turned to duty after treatment. 
The magnitude as well as the 
number of attacks was on the 
downswing. In one battle Sun­ 
day, 28 South Vietnamese were 
reported killed and 85 wounded 
but no single clash since then 
has claimed more than 40 South 
Vietnamese casualties. 
Those casualties were report­ 
ed today by UPI correspondent 
Donald A. Davis, who said the 
North Vietnamese launched 
three ground attacks on govern­ 
ment marine positions just

Deliberating only 90 minutes, 
a jury of eight women and four 
men brought the 16-day-old trial 
to an end Tuesday by finding 
James W. McCord Jr. and G. 
Gordon Liddy guilty of all. 
charges brought against them 
in the raid against the Demo­ 
cratic National Committee’s 
Watergate headquarters June 
17. 
Five other men earlier plead­ 
ed guilty. 
McCord, a former CIA and 
FBI operative who was chief of

Sirica during the trial fre­ 
quently complained that the at­ 
torneys were not properly de­ 
veloping the case. From time to 
time, he took over questioning 
of witnesses himself. 
The trial did not answer all 
the questions raised by the rev­ 
elation of the break-in at the 
Democratic offices and subse­ 
quent press reports that the 
Republicans had organized a 
campaign to sabotage the Dem­ 
ocratic presidential primaries. 


A Senate probe of the allega­ 
tions is scheduled later this 
year and may make new reve­ 
lations. 
McCord and Liddy took the 
news of their conviction with no 
visible emotion. 
Liddy stood with his arms 
crossed in front of his chest as

From Everywhere 
Nixon Still Firm 
In Amnesty Stand 


Minh supply trail through Laos 
today but the bombing since the 
cease-fire took effect has been 
halted throughout South Viet­ 
nam and Cambodia. U.S. advis­ 
ers are being brought in out of 
the field and the 21,000 troops 
still in South Vietnam are going 
home at a rate of 400 a day.

Teen-Agers Shot 


BELFAST (UPI) - Two Bel­ 
fast Roman Catholic teen-agers 
were found shot to death in 
execution-style killings today, 
the fourth and fifth victims 
within 36 hours of Northern 
Ireland’s latest surge of slay­ 
ings. 
A telephoned tip to police led 
to the discovery of the body of a 
14-year-old in the car park of an 
ancient stone circle beauty spot 
known as the Giant’s Ring, four 
miles south of the city. 
He had been shot through the 
ead and the hood of his blue 
parka pulled over his head. 
A few hours later a British 
army patrol found the body of a 
17-year-old, also shot through 
the head, near an approach 
road to the Belfast-Dublin high­ 
way. 


Airman Guilty 


SAN DIEGO (UPI) - Airman 
Donald Ricks, 20, of Roxbury, 
Mass., was found guilty by Na­ 
vy court martial yesterday of 
assault and rioting, the fifth of 
27 accused crewmen of the car­ 
rier USS Kitty Hawk to be 
convicted. 
Forty-six crewmen were in­ 
jured in rioting aboard the car­ 
rier as it sailed toward Vietnam 
Oct. 
12-13. Navy prosecutors 
and a congressional subcom­ 
mittee that investigated the in­ 
cident said a comparative 
small group of black sailors ran 
amok, beating up white crew­ 
men. 


Seat Belt Law 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - With 
less than 20 per cent of the 
nation’s motorists using seat 
belts, safety advocates have 
launched a nationwide cam­ 
paign for passage of state laws 
making it mandatory to buckle 
up or face a fine. 
Bills have been introduced in 
legislatures in Georgia, New 
York, Maryland, and Virginia 
to make the use of the seat belt 
mandatory. 
Seventeen other states are 
expected to follow suit, The 
American Seat Belt Council, a 
trade organization representing 
seat belt manufacturers, said. 


Volcano Woes 


REYKJA VIK (UPI) - Ice­ 
landic government officials on 
a first inspection tour of the 
volcano stricken island of Hei- 
maey said today the town of 
Vestmannaeyjar would be unin­ 
habitable for years. They said 
eruptions could go on for 
months. 
The officials said the deserted 
town —once the thriving fishing 
capital of Iceland — was cov­ 
ered by four million tons of 
ashes. 
Hundreds of houses have 
been gutted by fire, buried un­ 
der hardened lava or have col­ 
lapsed under the weight of the 
ashes from the Helgafjell vol­ 
cano. 


Arab Summit

Political sources in Cairo said 
today Arab defense and mili­ 
tary leaders have abandoned, 
at least for the time being, 
plans for an Arab summit con­ 
ference to plan strategy against 
Israel. 
The report came as President 
Anwar Sadat of Egypt prepared 
a major address today to out­ 
line steps he will take to deal 
with domestic unrest and unity 
in the face of the Middle East 
crisis. Political sources said 
Sadat would address the coun­ 
try before a special parliamen­ 
tary session at 6 p.m. (11 a.m. 
EST). 
Instead of an Arab summit, 
the sources said, delegates to 
an Arab League joint defense 
council decided to arrange a 
series of lower-level meetings 
over the next few weeks to 
attempt to coordinate Arab ac­ 
tion against Israel. 


First Contact 


VIENNA (UPI) — Negotiators 
from East and West made their 
first contacts on Mutual and 
Balanced Force Reductions to­ 
day in a busy attempt to get 
formal talks going before the 
day is out. 
“ We hope that the conference 
will develop in a constructive 
spirit,” said chief Soviet nego­ 
tiator Oleg N. Shlestov, who 
flew in from Moscow. 
North Atlantic Treaty Organi­ 
zation (NATO) allies delegated 
Dutch officials to make first 
contacts with the Russians. 


Space Meeting 


CAPE KENNEDY (UPI) — 
Brig. Gen. Thomas P. Stafford, 
Mercury astronaut Donald K. 
Slayton and rookie Vance D. 
Brand have been selected to 
meet two Russians in earth 
orbit in 1975 in the first interna­ 
tional manned space mission. 
The Space Agency named the 
crewmen Tuesday and said 
they will start joint training 
with Soviet cosmonauts this 
summer at the manned space­ 
craft center in Houston. 


Bungled Plot 


JACKSON, Tenn. (UPI) - 
Donald O’Neal Holt, a 29-year- 
old carpet layer, was charged 
Tuesday with being the abduc­ 
tor dressed in women’s clothing 
who bungled a $200,000 kidnap- 
extortion plot. 
Mrs. Rebecca Arendale was 
abducted Monday. Her hus­ 
band, Charles Arendale, chair­ 
man of the board of the Jack­ 
son State Bank, twice left 
$200.000 ransom beside a high­ 
way, only to have passers-by 
pick it up. Mrs. Arendale freed 
herself and escaped. 
The FBI charged it was Holt, 
dressed in a wig. high heels and 
a pair of black women’s slacks, 
who grabbed Mrs. Arendale 
from her ranch-style home, 
took her to an empty house and 
left her tied up. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
White House says President 
Nixon has not changed his cam­ 
paign position that he will “ nev­ 
er” grant amnesty to Vietnam 
war draft dodgers and desert­ 
ers. 
Ronald L. Ziegler, Nixon's 
press secretary, was asked 
Tuesday what was Nixon’s posi­ 
tion in light of the Vietnam 
cease-fire. 
“ Our 
position 
has 
not 
changed,” Ziegler said. 
Nixon took a hard line posi­ 
tion on the issue during last 
fall’s presidential campaign. 
‘‘Don’t worry about-Jhat am­ 
nesty—never,” Nixon told an 
Ohio couple who had lost a son 
in the war. 
The statement contrasted 
with a position Nixon took on a 


television interview in January, 
1972. At that time, Nixon said 
he expected he would be “ very 
liberal in regards to amnesty.” 
It is estimated there are 


about 500 draft resisters and 
deserters serving jail terms in 
the United States and perhaps 
as many as 70,000 others in 
exile in other countries. 
An aide said Monday that 


Sen. Robert A. Taft Jr., R-Ohio, 
is contemplating re-introducing 
legislation that would provide 
at least a partial amnesty. Taft 
has suggested letting deserters 
come back home if they agree 
to spend time in the military or 
public service. 


Taft, who generally is a sup­ 


porter of Nixon, introduced 
similar legislation in the last 
session of Congress, but it did 
not pass. 


Third Term Decision 
Final, Governor Says 


SACRAMENTO (AP) - Gov. 
Ronald Reagan says his deci­ 
sion to serve only two terms is 
final and absolute. 
Reagan told a news confer­ 
ence Tuesday he expects no 
widespread attempt to “ draft 
him to seek a third term in 1974 
and he wouldn’t respond to it 
even if it did develop. 
But the Republican chief ex­ 
ecutive, who will be 62 next 
week, still is pondering whether 
to run for the seat of Sen. Alan 
Cranston, D-Calif., in 1974. 
There have been recurring 
reports that some party leaders 
and Reagan backers are trying 
to convince Reagan to relax his 
two-term pledge and run for 
governor again even though on­ 
ly one man, Earl Warren, has 
ever been elected to a third 
term as governor of California. 
“ No,” Reagan replied firmly 
when asked about that. 
Absolutely not? he was asked. 
“ No” . 
Would he respond to a draft? 
“ No. Nor do I think there's 
going to be any such thing,” the 
governor added. 
Reagan said he hasn't decid­ 
ed yet whether to run for the 
Senate. Cranston, who plans to 
run for a second term, says he 
is sure Reagan will oppose him. 
Reagan said, “ I think I said I 
would probably have an answer 
before the snow melts in the 


Sierra... The snow ‘way up 
high on the mountains.” 
In recent weeks, Henry Sal- 
vatori of Los Angeles, a promi­ 
nent Reagan supporter, said he 
nad encouraged Reagan to “ sit 
out" the 1974 elections and pre­ 
pare instead to run for presi­ 
dent in 1976. 
Reagan dropped any possible 
presidential ambitions in 1972 
and was Richard Nixon’s Cali­ 
fornia re-election chairman. His 
name has been included in 
speculation about 1976, howev­ 
er, since last November’s bal­ 
loting. 
He has brushed aside any 
such suggestion by saying he 
Hadn’t made up his mind about 
1974 yet, let alone 1976. 
In response to the Salvatori 
comment. Reagan said: “ I 
don’t know that Henry Salvatori 
said anything of that kind.. . so 
no comment.” 


Unsolicited Razor

Report On 


Handicapped 
Education 


With 40 children currently in 
classes for the educationally 
handicapped and another 45 
children on the waiting list, the 
Old Adobe School District board 
last night heard a detailed 
progress report on the district’s 
school psychologist program 


Commenting that the pro­ 
gram is comparatively new to 
school districts and that Petalu- 
ma’s Old Adobe District is 
breaking fresh ground, trustee 
William V. Young suggested the 
board schedule a meeting to 
decide “ what psychological 
services should provide to the 
schools.” 


Barbara Cochran, school psy­ 
chologist, and Nina Manrath, 
education specialist and profes­ 
sor of child development at 
Sonoma State College, reported 
that half the students this year 
spent some time in regular 
classes. 


Students are reevaluated at 
least once a year after return­ 
ing to normal classes, said pro­ 
fessor Manrath. “ We have the 
psychological data on the child, 
we talk with the teachers and 
watch how they function within 
the group.” The goal, she said, 
is a well-rounded, well-function­ 
ing individual. 
Mrs. Cochran said that al­ 
though cooperation and commu­ 
nication from regular teachers 
had been good, many still have 
questions about the program. 
She suggested teachers attend 
and observe the work in the 
special classes. 
Trustee Margaret Kullberg 
warned against spreading the 
program thin by acting as so­ 
cial workers. She said that be­ 
cause the City of Petaluma 
lacked counseling clinics for 
parents and children, the school 
psychologists may be called to 
work out of the classroom. 
The Old Adobe School District 
board also:

Plans for major shopping 
centers in Corte Madera and 
Larkspur run counter to the 
proposed Marin Countywide 
Plan which those cities, along 
with others in the county, are 
being asked to approve. 


That, at least, is the conclu­ 
sion of Walter Patrick Smith, 
general manager of the North- 
gate Mall shopping center, in 
an analysis of some effects of 
the countywide plan from a 
business standpoint. 


Smith’s analysis notes that 
the propsoed 75-acre center in 
east Corte Madera is based on 
estimates of $30 million to $50 
million annual sales volume, 
and the proposed expansion of 
the Bon Air Center in Larkspur 
calls for $50 million in annual 
sales. 


To divert that amount of busi­ 
ness from existing shopping 
areas in Marin would result in 
widespread blight, he holds. 
The combined total of the two 


proposed centers calls for an 
increase of about one-third in 
the county’s total retail sales. 
This would mean that “ 69,000 
more people will have to move 
into the area and do all of their 
retail store buying— including 
groceries — at these two new 
shopping centers; a population 
increase of one-third” to justify 
the developments, says Smith’s 
analysis. 


The countywide plan, howev­ 
er, calls for an increase of only 


60,000 people in the next 10 
years. 


Creation of such large shop­ 
ping centers also would require 
new highway linkups, and new 
street patterns and street wid­ 
ening in both Corte Madera and 
Larkspur, Smith holds, noting: 
“ Most of the problems of con­ 
centrating people and com­ 
merce into one corridor” (as 
proposed in the countywide 
plan) “ will be problems of 
transport. The people must be 
allowed to move around within 
the corridor, frequently in cir­ 
cumstances requiring auto use 
rather than public transit.” 


He quotes Division of High- 


ways figures that 6,000 cars 
daily leave Highway 101 at the 
Tamalpais Drive interchange in 
Corte Madera and 17,000 daily 
leave at the Sir Francis Drake 
Boulevard interchange in Lark­ 
spur. Both these figures would 
be substantially increased by 
adjacent major shopping cen­ 
ters, he contends. 


However, the countywide 
plan calls for minimal road 
improvements to try to force 
people onto public transit. It 
also calls for scenic open space 
between communities and rec­ 
ommends that the “ eastern cor­ 
ridor” communities “ stop con­ 
tinued 
dispersal of new 
shopping centers.”

Bill Seeks 
Funds Now 
For Approach 


I-J Special Repo rt 
SACRAMENTO - A bill to 
require the California Highway 
Commission to appropriate 
funds to rebuild the deadly San 
Francisco approach to the 
Golden Gate Bridge was intro­ 
duced today by Assemblyman 
John F. Foran, D-San Francis­ 
co. 


Calling the Doyle Drive ap­ 
proach “ blood alley" and a 
form of “ Russian roulette,” the 
legislator said his bill would 
order immediate funding of the 
project. 
The commission’s present 
plans call for funding the 
project in 1977, while Foran 
noted efforts to improve the 
roadway have been made since 
the end of World War II. 
He pointed out that there 
have been 17 fatalities since 
1969 and 409 accidents since 
1967 on the short stretch. 
His bill calls for widening the 
lanes from 10 to 12 feet, con­ 
structing a concrete median 
barrier and addition of ade­ 
quate merging lanes. 


The Humanities 
Major To Find 
Jobs Difficult 


STANFORD OJPI) - Jobs 
will be more plentiful for June 
university graduates, except for 
those majoring in the humani­ 
ties. a Stanford University re­ 
searcher said Tuesday. 
“ It appears as though liberal 
arts and humanities majors in 
general will require two educa­ 
tions in the immediate future- 
one for the good life and the 
other for a salable skill,” Ralph 
Keller reportedl 
Keller, who directs the uni­ 
versity’s Planning and Place­ 
ment Center, said prospects ap­ 
pear good for “ engineering 
majors, especially at the bache­ 
lor of science level.” 


Rabbi Proposes 
Paying Arabs 
To Leave Israel 


TEL AVIV (UPI) - Rabbi 
Meir Kahane, head of the mili­ 
tant Jewish Defense League, 
said Tuesday the government 
should pay Arabs to leave Is­ 
rael. A Christian Arab said 
many of his brethren would go 
if they could afford it. 
Kahane said he was working 
in Arab villages in the hills of 
the Galilee region to sign up 
Arabs wishing to leave. 
“ I do not want to live in an 
atmosphere of tension caused 
partly by the activities of ter­ 
rorists," said Emanual Kuri, 
46, a Christian Arab and a 
teacher from Fassuta, a village 
in Western Galilee. 


Navy Is Cutting 
Food Bill Down 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Navy has substituted hamburg­ 
er for steak on its menus be­ 
cause of rising food prices. 
In a Navywide message, 
Adm. Elmo R. Zumwalt cited a 
20 per cent increase in the cost 
of Navy chow over the past six 
months and he, like many a 
housewife, ordered the food list 
changed to keep the budget 
more in line. 
Zumwalt, chief of naval op­ 
erations, told food managers to 
stop getting “ selected high-cost 
luxury and convenience items.” 
These include steak, roasts, 
lamb chops and lobsters.

Celebration over one legal 
victory apparently led to the 
arrest in Marin of one-time 
night club operator Uoyd K.

Describing herself as “ a nat­ 
uralist of sorts” Mrs. Shargel 
entered the fight when it was 
suggested the condominium site 
housed “just a few deer.”

They’re the 
same people that put up Shelter 
Ridge in Mill Valley, and who’s 
ever heard anything compli­ 
mentary about that?” 


Once the momentous decision 
to go to law had been taken, the 
question of paying for it contin­ 
ued.

The Haehls collected art 
works from friends and cleared 
over $400 for the court fund 
from a two-day sale at the 
Redwoods Presbyterian Church 
in Larkspur in November. 
The next fund-raising project 
will be a benefit performance of 
the Ross Valley Players pro­ 
duction of “ How the Other Half 
Loves” at the Bam in the Art 
and Garden Center in Ross on 
March 2, at 8:30 p.m. All pro­ 
ceeds will go to help pay court 
costs.

At Mill Valley Library

The Mill Va lley City Co uncil 
refused la st nig ht to cut ho urs 
at its fina ncia lly sha ky libra ry 
and a g a in a sked the chief li­ 
bra ria n a nd city ma na g er to 
wo rk o n reducing libra ry co sts. 
The two are to report the 
results at a fourth special meet­ 
ing on the library’s financial 
crisis on Feb. 27. For several 
months the library had been 
overrunning its annual budget 
of $153,878 by as much as $2,000 
per month. The city staff now 
estimates the monthly deficit at 
$800 to $900. 
La st night, the council and 
library board heard librarian 
Alberta L. Hankenson sug g est 
that the library could cut back 
its ho urs from 60 to 42 per 
week, lay off seven part-time 
employees to get within its 
budget. 
Most of the council and the 
city manager rejected the idea 
as too drastic. 
“ It would be like having the 
police department open only 17 
hours a da y and having all of 
them run around like cra zy to 
protect the town during those 
hours,.” said City Mgr. William 
H. Cunningham. 
Councilman R obert E. Burton 
objected that cutting hours 
would be a temporary stopgap 
that would not deal with in­ 
creasing costs of the library in 
the future. 
Cunningham himself recom­ 
mended that he could maintain 
present library service while 
cutting costs if allowed to jug­ 
gle tasks and fire two full-time 
library staff members. Cun- 
ningiiam presented cost and 
employee statistics from other 
Bay Area municipal libraries 
and maintained that the Mill 
Valley library was being oper­ 
ated more expensively than the 
rest. 
Library board member Eu­ 
gene W. McGeorge also report­ 
ed to the council that it would 
be difficult to have the county 
take over the Mill Valley li­ 
brary. “ It would be problemati­ 
cal at this point whether the 
county would want us,” he said. 
“ We’re not in a terribly good 
bargaining position.” 
The council and library board 
finally voted unanimously to 
have Miss Hankenson and Cun- 


Peru Th re a te n s

LIMA, Peru (UPI) — The 
military government said today 
it will impose more drastic 
penalties, including the death 
penalty, to curb an “ alarming” 
increase in the crime rate.

Reagan Raps 
U.S. Action 
In Vietnam 


<r SACRAMENTO (UPD - Gov. 
Ronald Reagan yesterday criti­ 
cized America’s fighting of the 
Vietnam war because it was 
“ unwilling to win it and unable 
toend it.” 
I “I question the right of any 
government to ask men to fight 
for their country and die for 
jpieir country if that country 
isn’t willing and doesn’t believe 
In a cause enough to g o forward 
and end the war by winning it,” 
Said Reagan. 
The Republican governor, 
who wears a bracelet of an 
American soldier still listed as 
missing in action, noted with 
some emotion in his voice that 
••there’s a great uselss sacri­ 
fice ” in any war. 
* 
* Reagan commented on the 
#ar in reply to a news confer­ 
ence question. It was his first 
public comments on the con­ 
flict-other than a prepared 
statement—since peace was an­ 
nounced. 
*' Reagan, regarded as a Viet­ 
nam “ hawk” when such char- 
fffterizations were popular, was 
asked whether he considered 
the war worth it for this coun­ 
try. He did not answer directly. 
“ I think the war was badly 
fought for many years,” he 
said, adding that President 
Kennedy committed troops con­ 
trary to President Eisenhower’s 
policies. 


“Once in it was a constant 
case of escalating,” he said. 
“ My greatest criticism down 
through the years of the war is 
that under two administrations 
they apparently were unwilling 
to win it and unable to end it.” 


Reagan also commented on 
these topics: 
Future—“ I’m just a fellow 
who can’t make up his mind,” 
the governor said when asked if 
he had decided whether to run 
for the U.S. Senate next year. 
Reagan replied flatly “ no” 
when asked whether he was 
considering running for a third 
gubernatorial term. He said a 
decision on the Senate race was 
“ not that pressing.” 
Surplus—The governor stood 
by what he told a group of high 
school students Monday, that he 
is leaning toward an income tax 
rebate and a delay in the sales 
tax as a combination way of 
returning an 1 million surplus 
to the taxpayers. 
Spending—He insisted “ I’m 
just as ‘scroogie’ as I always 
was” when it comes to govern­ 
ment spending, despite a nearly 
$9.3 billion budget proposal 
twice as big as his first one 
seven years ago. 
Reapportionment—He said he 
will oppose any legislative at­ 
tempt to “gerrymander” dis­ 
tricts in their rush to reappor­ 
tion the Senate and Assembly 
before the State Supreme court 
acts. He also said “ there is a 
built in conflict of interest” in 
the legislature reapportioning 
itself. “We’ve got to come to an 
end to this every 10 years 
cutting up the state like a 
melon to suit whoever happens 
to be in power.”

prisoners of war and missing 
should do so by letter or tele­ 
gram rather than by direct 
telephone calls to the families.

On Fund Direction 


The Novato City Council is 
going to make a random survey 
of about 500 city residents on 
what they believe 4)ie city 
should do with its $115,000 in 
federal revenue sharing funds. 
Councilman George C. Quesa 
da, who voted against the sur­ 
vey last night, called it an 
“ exercise in futility” that 
“ frustrates representational 
government.” He said the coun­ 
cil was elected to “ do this job” 
of determining how the funds 
should be allocated.

A Citation 
On 'Shaggy 
Dog' Story 


I-J Special Report 
SAN ANDREAS - The pub­ 
lisher of a small mountain 
newspaper goes to court Feb. 21 
to fight a contempt citation 
issued in connection with an 
editorial he wrote criticizing 
the local judge. 
The case is the first in the 
nation in which a newspaper 
has been cited for contempt in 
connection with an editorial, 
said Oscar A. Mellin, publisher 
of the Calaveras Enterprise, a 
weekly newspaper in this old 
Gold Rush county which was 
made famous by Mark Twain’s 
story of “ The Celebrated Jump­ 
ing Frog of Calaveras County.” 
(Mellin is the father of Lois 
Truett of Novato, whose hus­ 
band, Harold, is Marin County 
public defender.) 
“We won’t be suppressed,” 
said Mellin, who is also a law­ 
yer. “ We’re going to fight this. 
If you don’t fight the little 
fights, you lose the big ones.” 
he said. 
The Enterprise printed an ed­ 
itorial on Jan. 17 in which it 
suggested that the local justice 
court of Judge Howard Blewett 
resembled a “ kangaroo court.” 
The editorial was signed by 
Mellin. 
The editorial specifically crit­ 
icized the handling of a case in 
which Judge Blewett ordered 
seizure of a dog trespassing on 
his property, then brought 
charges against the dog’s own­ 
er and presided over the pretri­ 
al hearing even though he him­ 
self was the complainant. 
Mellins’ editorial described it 
as a “ ludicrous situation where 
the judge deliberately had a 
neighbor’s dog trapped and 
then hailed the owner into his 
court, set the bail and then 
tried to sit in judgement on the 
case.” 
“ In our view,” the editorial 
said, “ this gives credence to 
some local lawyers’ opinions 
that our local judicial courts 
have a strong resemblance to 
kangaroo courts.” 
“ Despite the fact that that 
this case shows the ludicrous 
actions of the court from a 
legal standpoint,” the editorial 
adds, “ it is one of the funniest 
‘shaggy dog’ stories we have 
heard in years.” 
Mellin said he was served 
with the contempt citation Sun­ 
day. 
Mellin said he had contacted 
the Publishers Auxiliary in 
Washington, D.C. and was told 
his was the first case on record 
of a newspaper being cited for 
contempot in connection with 
an editorial. 
Judge Blewett could not be 
reached for comment.

Rail Sandbagging Blamed 
For Novato Flood Water 


City Mgr. Charles A. Brown 
reported to the Novato City 
Council last night that sandbag­ 
ging of the Northwestern Pacif­ 
ic Railroad Co. trestle was 
“ probably the single most im­ 
portant contributing factor to 
the high level of flooding expe­ 
rienced two weeks ago. 
The sandbagging raised the 


level of Novato Creek nearly 
two feet at the trestle by pre­ 
venting water from spilling 
over into adjacent fields “ and 
added one to one-and-one-half 
feet to the water surface eleva­ 
tion through Nave Gardens,” he 
said. 
“ This caused water to spill 
out of Nave Gardens along its 


south side and flood the Auto­ 
mart subdivision, Yukon Way 
and Scottsdale,” Brown report­ 
ed. 
Novato is working with the 
flood control zone “ to persuade 
the railroad to find alternate 
means of protecting their tres­ 
tle so sandbagging with its re­ 
sulting increase in the creek 
level will not be necessary,” 
Brown said.

American Savings had want­ 
ed the 20.5-acre site on the

’ 209 units. 
But at its meeting last Nov. 
20 the council voted 3-1 to re­ 
zone the quarry to R - l Planned 
Unit Development, a category 
which will permit up to 111 
housing units clustered in the 
site's center. 
The decision was greeted 
with wild applause from a large 
audience that had long opposed 
the proposed denser housing on 
a ^site which is included in the 
Northridge Open Space Plan. 
In the suit, which Corte Ma­ 
dera Town Mgr. Ronald E. 
Bartels said was filed in Marin 
Superior Court last week, Re­

Delayed 


Oft-postponed completion of 
the Warm Springs dam in 
Northern Sonoma County was 
set back another year this week 
when a third of its scheduled 
outlay was slashed in the feder­ 
al water resources budget. 
Gordon Miller, chief engineer 
of the Sonoma County Water 
Agency, said $3,850.000 was 
budgeted for dam construction 
while $9 to $10 million was 
expected to keep the project on 
the latest schedule. 
The water conservation dam 
near Cloverdale was originally 
approved in 1962, at which time 
completion was exptectd by 
1968. Miller said the funding 
loss now defers the finish date 
to 1978-79. 
The budgeted funds will per­ 
mit continued relocation of 
roads and construction of a 
conduit, but will not allow con­ 
struction of the main dam 
structure as planned. 
When completed, the project 
by the Army Corps of Engi­ 
neers will be known as Lake 
Sonoma, and recreation areas 
will cover 17.440 acres.

American Savings and Loan 
paid $442,289 for the quarry in 
July 1967, acquiring it by fore­ 
closing on money they’d lent on 
it.

Cheese demands pro per care 
fo r g o o d taste and max imum 
shelf-life, acco rding to Dairy 
Co uncil o f Califo rnia. 
“ To preserv e o rig inal flav o r 
and appearance, cheese sho uld 
be well wrapped and refrig erat­ 
ed at all tim es,” said Miss Sara 
Cina, Dairy Co uncil nutritio n 
co nsultant. 
Acco rding to Miss Cina. the 
ty pe o f cheese and care g iv en 
dictate cheese shelf-life. Hard 
cheese, such as Cheddar, Swiss, 
Edam and Go uda, may be kept 
up to eig ht weeks. So ft cheeses, 
like cream and co ttag e, do no t 
impro v e with ag e and sho uld be 
used within a few day s o f pur­ 
chase. 
The lo ng er so me cheeses are 
held, ev en under the best re­ 
frig eratio n, the sharper the fla­ 
v o r beco mes. This is due to the 
co ntinuing curing pro cess o f 
cheese 
"WHATEVER ITS v ariety , 
ch eese sho uld be kept well 
w rapped,” said Miss Cina. 
“ The o rig inal wrapping is ade­ 
quate until the cheese has been 
unwrapped. Once the cheese is 
cut. ho wev er, it beco mes neces­ 
sary to co v er with a plastic 
wrap o r fo il to ex clude all air." 
Wrapping the cheese keeps it 
mo ist and fresh. It also causes 
mo ld to g ro w but this is g ener­ 
ally no t harmful and do es no t 
affect the eating quality . 
"If mo ld sho uld dev elo p, cut 
o r scrape it o ff with a clean 
knife,” said Miss Cina. “ And 
then wash the knife so the mo ld 
w o n’t 
spread, 
rewrap 
the 
cheese in fresh wrapping and 
refrig erate.” 
Blue, Brie, Camembert and 
o ther stro ng -flav o red cheeses 
sho uld be well wrapped as well 
as sto red in air tig ht co ntainers 
to keep flav o r fro m spreading 
to o ther fo o d.

As tronaut Sees 
Space As Ke y 
To Earthy Woe s 


TOPEKA, Kan. (UPI) — Apol­ 
lo 17 astronaut Ron Evans told 
the Kansas legislature Tuesday 
all governments should use 
space exploration to improve 
the quality of life on Earth. He 
said the idea occurred to him 
during a space walk on the way 
back from the moon last month. 
“ When I came out of the 
spacecraft, the first thing I saw 
was Earth,” said Evans, a Na­ 
vy captain who is a native of 
Kansas. “ It came to mind that 
we have only so much water 
and so much air, and we ought 
to see how we can save that 
water and air.

Catholic Asks 
Abortion Law 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Rep. 
Lawrence J. Hogan, a Roman 
Catholic, proposed Tuesday a 
constitutional amendment that 
would overturn the Supreme 
Court decision legalizing abor­ 
tion. 
The Maryland Republican’s 
proposal would have to be ap­ 
proved by two-thirds of the 
House and Senate before it 
could be sent to the states and 
then would have to be passed 
by 38 states before it could 
become an amendment to the 
Constitution. 
The proposed amendment 
reads in part: “ Neither the 
United States, nor any state, 
shall deprive any human being, 
from the moment of conception, 
of life without due process of 
law: nor deny to any human 
being, from the moment of con­ 
ception, within its jurisdiction, 
the equal protection of the 
laws.”

“ When do I get paid,” a 
young employe asks, tagging 
behind an equally youthful per­ 
sonnel manager hustling down 
the hallway. 
From an open doorway float 
the voices of accountants por­ 
ing over company books. In 
another room workers hover 
over a sand mold used in pro­ 
ducing candles and delight in a 
nearly perfect finished product. 
The building is a beaver dam 
of activity. Everywhere there is 
discussion on production, mar­ 
keting, personnel deployment, 
safety —all the kinds of things 
talked over daily in any large 
corporation. 
The difference in this case is 
that in this building, which 
houses 10 going concerns, all 
personnel — from company 
presidents to workers — are- 
Marin County high school stu­ 
dents participating in this 
year's Junior Achievement pro­ 
gram. 
A total of 140 youngsters staff 
businesses such as Handcraft, 
producers of candles and plas­ 
tic flowers; Imagination Unlim­ 
ited, which creates handmade 
jewelry; J. A. Broadcasting, 
responsible for a 15-minute ra­ 
diocast each Saturday over 
KTIM in San Rafael. 
Odyssey Art specializes in 
wood and mosaic serving trays, 
Rippoff in turning discarded 
bottles into tumblers, Youth of 
Marin makes leather key 
chains, Reflectron manufactur­ 
ers emergency highway reflec­ 
tors. 
There is even a bank, which 
handles all financial matters of 
the companies under the super­ 
vision of the Bank of Marin, 
right on the grounds of the San 
Rafael Junior Achievement 
Center at Mission and Cottag^ 
avenues, San Rafael. 
The point of all this is to offer 
students an opportunity to find 
out about corporate finance and 
structure and to acquaint them 
through real experience in real 
businesses with the workings of 
the free enterprise system. 
Each miniature company is 
sponsored by a local firm, 
which provides assistance in 
design, manufacturing, packag­ 
ing, advertising and marketing 
of products. The students keep 


Grass Plants 
Bring Fines 


Two Novato residents, arrest­ 
ed because eight marijuana 
plants were growing in their 
home, have been fined $500 
each in Marin Superior Court 
on misdemeanor pot possession 
charges.

their own books, sell stocks at 
$1 a share to pay for materials 
and, if profits allow, return 
SI. 10 per share at the end of the 
school year. 
As in real life, some corpora­ 
tions are forced to recoup loss­ 
es by changing products in mid­ 
stream. For example. Musical 
Chimes of Marin kept its name 
but scrapped musical chimes, a 
loser, to produce firestarters, a 
hot item. 
“ The program has given me 
an opportunity to function in a 
free enterprise system and 
helped me in my comprehen­ 
sion of the business world,” 
explained Dinu Gray, a 17-year- 
old senior at San Rafael High 
School. 
Born in Rumania, he came to 
the U.S. with his family in 1965/ 
“ This seems to me to be the 
best system there is,” he said. 
“ Of course, there is always 
room for improvement, but we 
should be proud of the system 
and support it.” 
Gray heads Monopolee. a 
firm that produces a variety of 
items, including handmade ties, 
cloth lunch bags, first aid kits 
and candles suspended by ma­ 
cramè ropes. 
His company, sponsored by 
Pacific Telephone, has no trou­ 
ble selling items; hangups stem 
from not being able to produce 
them fast enough, he said, 
pointing to empty bins that 
once bulged with merchandise. 
Along with youth comes en­ 
thusiasm. 
“ My company has been 
great,” said Mary Meyskens, 
15, a sophomore at Terra Linda 
High School. “ We even put in 
overtime.” 
Students normally work two 
hours each Tuesday night, con­ 
ducting a business meeting be­ 
fore breaking up into their var­ 
ious functions as company 
members. 
There is plenty of fun, but the 
young people are serious when 
it comes to the responsibilities 
of running a profitable organi­ 
zation. 
“ Part of my job as president 
includes coming down on people 
who are not keeping up with 
their responsibilities,” ex­ 
plained 16-year-old Karie Jones 
with a twinkling smile that 
would direct most young work­ 
ers’ noses straight to the grind­ 
stone. 
The bulk of the products are 
sold by going door-to-door, ac­ 
cording to Clyde Chevrette, 
manager of the Marin County 
Junior Achievement Center. 
He noted, however, that at 
least two companies will partic-' 
ipate in a sales campaign this 
weekend at a Daly City shop­ 
ping center and plans are under 
way to sell Junior Achiever 
goods at an upcoming trade fair 
at Northgate Industrial Park. 
Junior Achievement is a na­ 
tional program with more than 
7,000 companies being organ­ 
ized each fall throughout the 
U.S. Programs based on Junior 
Achievement have been organ­ 
ized in Canada, Finland, Mexi­ 
co, the Netherlands, and in six 
other countries. 
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Rights Chairman Claims Secret 
Session Legal Under State Law

The chairman of the Marin 
County Human Rights Commis­ 
sion said yesterday that he 
considers last week's secret 
meeting of his commission le­ 
gal under state law as inter­ 
preted by the county counsel. 
His announcement came just 
hours after the county board of 
supervisors agreed to postpone 
consideration of a pilot pro­ 
gram on consumer protection 
which was the center of discus­ 
sion at the commission’s secret 
meeting. 
In a letter to county supervi­ 
sors, commission chairman Er­ 
nest J. Gray said he based his 
conclusion of the meeting's le­ 
gality on an opinion given him 
last fall by Asst. County Coun­ 
sel Richard V. Godino, who said 
committees made up of less 
than a quorum of the full com­ 
mission need not give public 
notice of meetings. Moreover, 
according to Godino's opinion, 
other commissioners could at­ 
tend those private committee 
meetings as long as they at­ 
tended in “ an unofficial capaci­ 
ty.” 
By attending in “ an unofficial 
capacity,” Godino reasoned, 
the intent of the state's antise­ 
cret meeting law, the Ralph M. 
Brown Act, could be circum­ 
vented without violating the let­ 
ter of the law. 
(The Brown Act merely says 
24-hour notice must be given to 
press and public before a quo­ 
rum of any agency can meet 
legally, except in certain emer­ 
gencies, and makes no distinc­ 
tion between members of an 
agency as to “ official” or “ un­ 
official capacity.”) 
As reported Monday, a four- 
member quorum of the human 
rights commission met last 
week under the guise of a three- 
member committee. 
During the secret meeting, 
commissioners Joaquin P. Gal­ 
lardo, J. Barton Sarjeant and 
Gray'agreed to withhold sup­ 
port of a controversial consum­ 
er protection program and re­ 
quest a postponement by the 
board of supervisors. 
The lone voice of opposition 
to withdrawing support was 
commissioner June Weden, 
who, like the press, had been 
told the meeting was to be 
simply a committee meeting. 
Gray's letter to supervisors 
admitted that a quorum of his 
seven-member commission was 
present at the session, but said 
it was permitted because “ ac­ 
cording to county counsel, this 
is legal under the Brown Act.” 
Gray, when asked Monday 
about the meeting, told the I-J 
that Gallardo had attended only 
momentarily and had not taken 
part in any discussion or deci­ 
sion. 
However, a memorandum 
shewn to the I-J the same day 
by Gerald J. Hood, executive 
director of the human rights 
department, indicated Gallardo 
and the others had discussed 


the matter and “ voted 3-1 to 
withdraw support.” 
That original memorandum 
disappeared shortly after the 
secret meeting story was pub­ 
lished and has been replaced by 
a watered-down version saying 
the three commissioners “ inde­ 
pendently expressed” reserva­ 
tions about the consumer pro­ 
gram. 
“ Mr. Gallardo did take some 
part in the discussion.” Gray 
acknowledged in his letter. “ My 
statement to the press was that 
he did not take part in any 
decisions, as no decisions were 
made . ..” 
He added that there was only 
one memorandum, apparently 
forgetting that Hood had read 
the first memorandum to him 
over the phone before its mys­ 
terious disappearance. 
Meanwhile, Weden, while 
confirming the accuracy of 
Monday’s story, said she had 
not used the words “ secret 
meeting'’ in describing the se­ 
cret meeting. 
Executive Director Gerald J. 


Hood, confronted by a split on 
his commission, requested yes­ 
terday that supervisors post­ 
pone consideration of the con­ 
sumer program to Feb. 13. 
“ It would be unthinkable to 
appear before the board of su­ 
pervisors on its Jan. 30 agenda 
with what would appear to be a 
divided commission .. .” Hood 
wrote, requesting the delay. 
“ It is my opinion that the 
matter must be resolved before 
the full human rights commis­ 
sion before attempting any fur­ 
ther presentation to the board 
of supervisors . . . ” he added. 
He said the matter would be 
discussed by the commission at 
its Feb. 8 meeting. 
It will be the second time the 
commission has discussed the 
program. In December, it voted 
unanimously to endorse it. 
Silvia Siegel of Mill Valley, 
who described herself as a con­ 
sumer consultant, urged a long­ 
er delay saying “ the public" 
had not been given time to 
study the human rights’ propos­ 
al.

directly belo w this edito rial. 


THE FRAUD is perpetrated 
by a practice kno wn as “ g ho st 
v o ting .” This is m ade po ssible 
by the assem bly m en’s v o ting 
by pressing electric butto ns to 
reco rd “ ay e” o r “ n ay .” Such 
butto ns are at each assem bly ­ 
m an’s desk. They are suppo sed 
to be lo cked when he is absent 
fro m the cham ber. But they 
are no t lo cked. So o ther assem ­ 
bly men press the butto ns fo r 
absentees. 
O bjecto rs to this p ractice 
hav e been to ld that (a) it is 
necessary because o ften assem ­ 
bly men m ust be absent during 
v o ting to attend Senate co m ­ 
m ittee se ssio n s o n bills in 
which they are v itally interest­ 
ed, and (b) it do esn’t m atter 
any ho w, as they m ake arrang e­ 
ments with m em bers present to 
v o te 
fo r them 
acco rding 
to 
their instructio ns. 


BUT ASSEMBLYMAN Frank 
P. Belo tti o f Eureka did no t 
make arrang em ents with any 
o ther assem bly m an 
to press 
the “ ay e” butto n o n his desk 
when the v o te was taken o n SB 
1 4 93 (a no -fault insurance bill) 
during the final afterno o n o f 
the reg ular 1 97 2 sessio n. 
Assem bly m an Belo tti co uld 
no t hav e made any such ar­ 
rang em ents. Assem bly m an Be­ 
lo tti was dead. He had died the 
prev io us day . 


SACRAMENTO SCENE 


N ev ertheless, 
Assem bly m an 
Belo tti was reco rded as v o ting 
fo r the bill. 


Ho w many o ther assm bly - 
men hav e been reco rded as 
v o ting fo r o r ag ainst bills when 
in fact they had no intentio n o f 
so v o ting ? Ho w m any bills hav e 
beco m e law by fraudulent v o tes 
in the Assem bly ? 


We will nev er kno w. 
We kno w A ssem bly m an Be- 
lo tti’s v o te o n SB 1 4 93 last Dec. 
1 was fraudulent. But as to ho w 
m any o ther su ch frau d u len t 
v o tes hav e been reco rded, we 
can o nly speculate. 


IT APPEARS we canno t trust 
o ur assem bly m en (the Senate 
do es no t use electric v o te but­ 
to ns). 
Therefo re, 
the butto ns 
sho uld be rem o v ed, fo rcing the 
assem bly m en to be present to 
v o te — so that we will kno w the 
v o te co unt is reco rded ho nestly . 


With the new two -y ear leg is­ 
lativ e sessio n there is no need 
fo r Senate co m m ittee hearing s 
while the A ssem bly is in ses­ 
sio n. Therefo re, the ex cuse fo r 
“ g ho st v o ting ” no lo ng er has 
any co lo r o f v alidity . 
This is the sam e state A ssem ­ 
bly which met fo r 3 7 m inutes' 
last 
Thursday 
— 
a day 
o f 
natio nal mo urning fo r P resi­ 
dent Jo hnso n — in o rder to 
co llect $3 0 per diem ex penses 
fo r that day . And the speaker, 
Bo b Mo retti o f No rth Ho lly ­ 
wo o d, had the g all to attack 
newspapers fo r calling atten­ 
tio n to this.

How Dead Man' s Vote 
Passed Assembly Bill 


By EARL G. WATERS 


Althou gh he was elected to preside 
ov er the Assembly sessions, Speaker Bob 
Moretti has an av ersion to the task. In 
his absences from the chamber du ring 
sessions, v ariou s assem bly m en take 
tu rns in the chair. Usu ally it is Assembly ­ 
man Jack Fenton, D-Montebello, the 
majority floor leader and confidante of 
Moretti. 
Fenton has an obsession on “no fau lt” 
insu rance and has sponsored u nsu cessfu l- 
ly su ch a bill the past three y ears. 


ON DEC. 1, the final day of the 19 72 
session, the Assembly was conv ened by 
Speaker Pro Tern Carlos Bee, D-Hay - 
ward, at 9 :33 a.m. Assembly man Ken 
Cory , D-Garden Grov e, took the gav el at 
10:04 a.m. and Fenton replaced him at 
11:30 a.m. Moretti, ex cepting for one 
strang and brief occasion, did not appear 
on the rostru m that day u ntil the closing 
hou r. 
The jou rnal shows that Fenton was 
presiding at 2:59 p.m. At that time he 
recessed the Assembly u ntil 3:25 p.m. 
Moretti made his first appearance on the 
rostru m of the day and reconv ened the 
Assembly . Twenty -three minu tes later he 
tu rned the gav el ov er to Assembly man 
Joe Gonsalv es, D-Norwalk. 
Immediately thereafter Fenton took u p 
SB 1493. This was a measu re which 
Fenton had hijacked after his own “ no 
fau lt” bill had failed in the Senate. He 
amended his defeated bill into SB 149 3. 
The jou rnal shows that at 3:48 Fenton 
took u p his bill and that it passed by a 
v ote of 43 to 23. 
That it was a close v ote is indicated by 
the fact the jou rnal also shows that after 
the v ote had been taken, Assembly man 
William Bagley , R-San Rafael, receiv ed 
permission to hav e his v ote added to the 
roll call to make the total of 43 “ay e” 
v otes. 


THE JOURNAL FURTHER shows that 


“Other than the pollu tion alert, how did 
y ou r day go, Homer?” 


Assembly man Frank P. Belotti, R-Eu - 
reka, v oted “ay e”. It is qu ite possible 
that Belotti’s v ote was the 41st v ote and 
that the 42nd v ote, like Bagley , came 
along after passage had been won. 


Now the fact is that Assembly man 
Frank Belotti had been absent from 
Sacramento since Oct. 12. The fu rther 
fact is that Assembly man Belotti died at 
noon on Nov . 30. 


The v oting of Belotti to assu re passage 
of a pirated bill on “ no fau lt” therefore 
was clearly illegal, in v iolation of the 
Constitu tion, and an ou tright and deliber­ 
ate frau d. The sobriqu et of “ ghost” 
v oting was no longer ju st a fiction. 
That it was deliberate seems u ndenia­ 
ble. At no time du ring Belotti’s absence 
from Oct. 12 on to the time of his death 
was he v oted on any other measu re. 
That it was known to all that he had 
died fu lly 24 hou rs before the roll call on 
SB 149 3 cannot be denied. 
The jou rnal records that Speaker Pro 
Tempore Bee called the Assembly roll at 
10:03 a.m. with 73 members present. 
Immediately thereafter Assembly Chap­ 
lain Rev . Leo McAllister offered a pray er 
in tribu te to Belotti. At 11:30 a.m., with 
Fenton presiding, A ssem bly m an Dick 
Barnes, R-San Diego, presented a resolu ­ 
tion memorializing the death of Assem­ 
bly man Belotti. 
And it also shows that Speaker Moretti 
adjou rned the 1972 session ou t of respect 
to Assembly man Belotti. 


THE SENATE, to its credit, refu sed to 
act on SB 149 3, ru ling that the amend­ 
ments made by Fenton were not germane 
to the bill as it was introdu ced. 
For the roll call *ote which records 
Belotti v oting “ay e” the day after his 
death, tu rn to page 8437 of the Assembly 
Jou rnal for Dec. 1, 19 72.

Don't Drink Water; 
'It's All In The Mind' 


We are told abou t the folly of “dignify ­ 
ing absu rdity by reply .” Howev er the 
really ingeniou s and startling su ccession 
of non-sequ itu rs in Mr. W illiam D. 
Sou le’s letter in this colu mn on Jan. 25 is 
too stimu lating to ignore. 
Mr 
Sou le does not like the recent 
decision of Marin v oters to flu oridate ou r 
water su pply . It is v ery hard to find any 
good reason for not praising their good 
ju dgment, bu t let no one say that Mr. 
Sou le has not tried 
If I u nderstand him correctly , Mr. 
Sou le asserts that it is only ou r belief in 
the efficacy of flu orides “ that is the 
controlling factor” in that efficacy This 
is tru e, he say s, becau se flu oride is inert 
(does he mean inorganic?) matter. Su ch 
"inert” m atter, he say s, wou ld hav e no 
more effect on me or y ou than on a 
corpse u nless we hav e an irrational belief 
or su perstition that it wou ld do so. 
It shou ld follow that breathing air or 
drinking water hav e no more effect on 
me or Mr. Sou le than administering the 
same inert su bstances to a dead body . 
We cou ld stop drinking or breathing 
tomorrow withou t ill effect ex cept for ou r 
stu pid credu lity . Similarly , only ou r silly 
su perstition that arsenic or potassiu m 
cy anide cou ld be harmfu l restrains u s 
from introdu cing them into ou r daily diet 


WASHINGTON - No w that we are 
leav ing them to do it alo ne, it is past 
time to say a respectful wo rd fo r the 
mo st malig ned class o f men in recent 
wo rld histo ry . 
Pu t-downs and bad jokes abou t the 
armed forces of Sou th Vietnam hav e 
been so common in the past decade that 
they make the Italians in North Africa 
and the Arabs in Sinai seem epic heroes 
by contrast.Bu t those wisecracks hav e 
been often wrong, and alway s u nfair. 


MOST OF THE COMBAT reportage 
Americans read and saw from Vietnam 
was abou t American troops. A high 
proportion of the cov erage of Saigon 
gov ernment forces was negativ e, and 
that is only natu ral. 
After all, when U.S. u nits first went 
ashore there, it was to sav e Sou th Viet­ 
nam when it was abou t to be cu t in half 
along the road from Qu i Nhon to Pleiku , 
a dev elopment threatened by a long 
series of gov ernment blu nders and de­ 
feats. So when ou r soldiers and marines 
arriv ed, the immediate situ ation added to 
their and ou r disdain for the local troops, 
ev en bey ond the soldier’s classic habit of 
sneering at other ou tfits to inflate his 
own morale. 
The daily news then was of ARVN 
regiments being decimated at the Michei- 
in plantation, battalions cu t u p on the 
road to Vu ng Tau , ambu shes on Highway 
One, ou tposts raided, v illages hit, crops 
captu red. 
Then came Americanization, and Tet. 
Then came Vietnamization, and the great 
enemy offensiv e of last spring. 
When it began, the ARVN Third Div i­ 
sion, a u nit of green replacements, broke 
and fell back from the DMZ past Qu ang 
Tri. There it was reliev ed by marines, 
who slowly recaptu red the city . To the 
sou th, the enemy offensiv e stru ck at An 
Loc, and North Vietnamese troops were 
giv en a date certain by which that town 
had to be captu red. It was destroy ed, bu t 
its defenders held. 
Ou t of the whole offensiv e, the two 
ev ents most noticed back here were the 
collapse of the Third Div ision and the 
failu re of other reinforcing u nits to pu nch 
throu gh on the road to An Loc. Yet on the 
whole, this massiv e, sacrificial operation 
by the enemy , hitting objectiv es the 
length of the cou ntry , was tu rned back. 


THE IMPRESSION of any American in 


his liv ing ro o m was that this happened 
purely because o f the crushing interv en­ 
tio n o f U.S. air po wer and the mining o f 
po rts in No rth Vietnam. That interv en­ 
tio n was certainly so rely needed, and 
perhaps critical. But the So uth Vietnam­ 
ese air fo rce was just as deeply inv o lv ed, 
sco ring heav ily ag ainst the enemy tanks. 
And mo st impo rtant o f all, o n the g ro und, 
it was the remarkably stubbo rn, lo ng - 
endu ring Sou th Vietnamese riflemen who 
fou ght the enemy and turned him back. 


Ev en in the day s when the main things 
y ou heard abou t him were that he stole 
the peasants’ du cks, took siestas and 
sometimes skirted known enemy strong­ 
holds, that same soldier was manning 
lonely ou tposts and scoring occasional 
major v ictories. 


I recall the one along the sand flats 
ou tside Qu ang Tri City in March o f 19 6 6 , 
when the fashion was to chu ckle at any 
body -cou nt reports from Saigon’s forces. 
In that operation, the Sou th Vietnamese 
reported 444 enemy killed — and inv ited 
y ou to cou nt them for y ou rself. I recall 
others in the godforsaken swamps of 
Chu ong Thien Prov ince, and watching 
patrols head into the elephant 
g rass of 
the highlands, smiling and wav ing good- 
by . Most Americans heard little or noth­ 
ing abou t su ch operations. 


When I say “that same soldier” did all 
this, I speak of him collectiv ely . Literal­ 
ly , “ that same soldier” who fou ght back 
in 19 6 5-6 6 is probably dead now. Gov ern­ 
ment figu res say more than 183,528 hav e 
died, and 49 9 ,025 hav e been wou nded and 
hospitalized. 


NOW OUR TROOPS are departing, and 
he remains. .That is the way it has been 
all along, for him as an indiv idu al. For 
while the American soldier pu t in his one- 
y ear tou r and hopefu lly retu rned home, 
the Sou th Vietnamese soldier goes in for 
the du ration» if he lasts that long. 
He has far less to be glad abou t this 
week than we here do. His prospect is 
u nclear at best. Bu t as an organization, 
the gov ernment forces are better trained 
and better led, too, despite the conv en­ 
tional wisdom, than they were when the 
Americans arriv ed. And, as an indiv idu ­ 
al, whatev er follows the cease-fire agree­ 
ment, the Sou th Vietnamese soldier will 
be hanging in there.

What Are Vietnam's Lessons? 
It's Time To Start Finding Out 


WASHINGTON — Are we going to 
learn some lessons from the Vietnamese 
war? Su rely this is the first and essential 
qu estion to raise in the wake of the 
Vietnamese peace. 
If so, when are we going to begin and 
how are we going to go abou t it? 
The answer to when is now, at once, 
withou t more delay . There has been 
delay becau se already one of the princi­ 
pal participants, former President Ly n­ 
don Johnson, whose knowledge and sec­ 
ond thou ghts wou ld be inv alu able, is no 
longer with u s. We shou ldn’t fritter away 
mu ch more time before we start to 
collect some of the wisdom of history , 
either priv ately or throu gh gov ernment 
or both, before it is too late. 


WE MUST GET IN HAND the raw 
m aterial of history while it is still fresh 
in the minds of those who helped make it. 
A search for the lessons of Vietnam 
shou ld be wanted by gov ernment — 
President and Congress — and u nder­ 
taken by qu alified, respected and inde­ 
pendent persons. A special commission 
ou tside gov ernment, appointed by the 
President and Congress, is a possibility .

mu ch better, by the Brookings Institu ­ 
tion, the Cou ncil on Foreign Relations, 
Freedom Hou se or a pooled enterprise by 
sev eral interested fou ndations. 
How it is done is more important than 
who does it. 
The first need is a reasonable degree of 
detachment. The search is for lessons to 
be learned, not scapegoats to be pu bli­ 
cized. 


ONE WILL NOT learn mu ch to gu ide 
u s in the fu tu re by assu ming either that 
it was a mistake to defend Sou th Vietnam 
or that it was desirable to do so. 
Su rely the first step toward getting 
some right answers is to ask the right 
qu estions and then dig ou t the facts of 
ev ery facet of Vietnam decision-making 
before attempting to draw the lessons. 
Some of the qu estions to which we need 
satisfactory answers are these: 
What persu aded President Kennedy 
and President Johnson to tu rn a policy of 
American military aid to Sou th Vietnam 
into a policy of military participation? 
At the time when President Kennedy 
ex panded ou r military participation — 
modestly bu t significantly — was the 
decision made to go aU the way if 
necessary ; and if not, why not? 
What persu aded Mr. Kennedy and Mr. 
Johnson and nearly the whole Congress, 
as ex pressed in the Sou theast Asia Reso­ 
lu tion, that it was v ital to the United 
States to prev ent Sou th Vietnam from 
falling to Commu nist ex pansion by force? 
Was the stru ggle for Sou th Vietnam 
su bstantially a civ il war or was the civ il 
war su bstantially the instru ment of Ha­ 
noi? 
Did the highest officials of the U.S. 
gov ernment, military and civ ilian, ev er 
set down for themselv es at any time 
from 196 3 to 19 6 9 what they ex pected it 
wou ld cost ou r nation in liv es, money and 
all other resou rces to fight the Vietnam­ 
ese war? And if they did, how accu rate 
did those estimates prov e to be? 
Did we fight the war the best possible 
way ? If it seemed best at the time, does 
it seem best in retrospect? 
Is the prospect of peace and stability in 
Sou theast Asia better or worse today 
becau se the United States interv ened in 
Vietnam and in the end achiev ed a 
negotiated settlement7 Is the best inter­ 
est of the United States well serv ed or ill 
serv ed by this end resu lt9 


IN SOME of the foregoing qu estions 
there are implications concerning the 
sou ndness and competence of the deci­ 
sion-making process at high lev els It has 
to be that way We mu st get the facts 
which may deepen or disprov e honest 
dou bts. 
What is needed now is a clearheaded, 
fresh, independent look at what we may 
hav e done right and what we may hav e 
done wrong in Vietnam from beg inning to 
end. The sooner the better.

Nearly o ne millio n children 
acro ss the natio n were being 
depriv ed o f scho o ling by teach­ 
er strikes last week as the 
Califo rnia Teachers Asso ciatio n 
anno unced its No . 1 legislativ e 
prio rity fo r this y ear wo uld be 
passage o f a co llectiv e bargain­ 
ing law. 
The biggest o f the strikes 
ended in Chicago as the Chica­ 
go Teachers Unio n, a unit o f the 
AFL-CIO American Federatio n 
o f Teachers, agreed to return to 
wo rk after receiv ing salary in­ 
creases, smaller class sizes — 
and a sho rtened scho o l y ear. 
(The scho o l y ear already had 
been sho rtened by the strike.) 
Ano ther AFT affiliate was o n 
strike in Philadelphia. In St. 
Lo uis, lo cals o f bo th AFT and 
Natio nal Educatio n Asso ciatio n 
(o f which CTA is a part) were 
striking. In Superio r, Wis., it 
was ano ther AFT affiliate. 


ILLINOIS, PENNSYLVANIA, 
Misso uri and Wisco nsin hav e 
state laws permitting ex clusiv e 
co llectiv e bargaining agents fo r 
teachers. 
Califo rnia has no such law. 
This state’s Winto n Act sets up 
a sy stem fo r teacher represen­ 
tatio n in nego tiatio ns. All o rga­ 
nizatio ns to which teachers in a 
district belo ng are entitled to 
members o n a certificated em­ 
plo y ees’ co uncil in pro po rtio n to 
their membership in the teach­ 
ing fo rce as a who le. This 
co uncil meets and co nfers with 
the scho o l bo ard regarding sal­ 
aries, emplo y ment co nditio ns, 
and “ all matters relating to the 
definitio n o f educatio nal o bjec­ 
tiv es, the determinatio n o f the 
co ntent o f co urses and curricu­ 
la, the selectio n o f tex tbo o ks, 
and o ther aspects o f the in­ 
structio nal pro gram” — a pret­ 
ty wide sco pe, including just 
abo ut ev ery thing ex cept ho w to 
pay the bills. 
Ho wev er, under the Winto n 
Act, the final decisio n is left 
with the bo ard; and co ntracts 
are entered into with the teach­ 
ers as indiv iduals, no t with a 
unio n as so le bargaining agent. 


FOR SEVERAL YEARS, the 
Califo rnia Teachers Asso ciatio n 
has been try ing to change that. 
In the 19 71 Legislature, the 
v ehicle was Assembly Bill 283 3 , 
intro duced fo r CTA by Assem­ 
bly man L. E. To wnsend, D- 
To rrance. It pro v ided that the 
unio n with majo rity member­ 
ship amo ng a district’s teachers 
“ shall be the ex clusiv e repre­ 
sentativ e o f all the emplo y ees 
. . . and a bo ard o f educatio n 


ANDERSON 
shall no t nego tiate matters co v ­ 
ered by this article with any 
o ther representativ e.” 
It went further, pro v iding fo r 
m andato ry deductio ns fro m 
teachers’ pay checks o f whatev ­ 
er amo unts the unio n said it 
needed to po lice the co ntract. 
And it specified that teachers 
had the right to strike. 
The 19 71 bill was killed in the 
Assembly Educatio n Co mmit­ 
tee. 
Last y ear, the v ehicle was AB 
5 45 by Assembly man J im Key - 
so r, D-San Fernando . It was 
wo rded a little mo re cautio usly , 
co ntaining no specific pro v isio n 
fo r strikes o r mandato ry deduc­ 
tio ns fro m teachers’ pay checks 
fo r unio n use. But an o pinio n o f 
the legislativ e co unsel said bo th 
wo uld be allo w ed under its 
terms. It also died in the As­ 
sembly Educatio n Co mmittee 
— by o ne v o te. 
THERE WILL BE ano ther 
such bill this y ear. 
In its Legislativ e Letter o f 
J an. 19 — while tho se teacher 
strikes were under way in Chi­ 
cago , 
Philadelphia, St. Lo uis 
and Superio r, Wis. — CTA re­ 
po rted: “ To ps amo ng the is­ 
sues, acco rding to prev io usly 
set asso ciatio n prio rities, is a 
co llectiv e bargaining law fo r 
teachers and/o r all pbiic em ­ 
plo y ees.” 
The makeup o f the Assembly 
Educatio n Co mmittee has been 
changed this y ear by Speaker 
Bo b M o retti, D-No rth H o lly ­ 
wo o d. The new makeup giv es 
CTA lo bby ists high ho pe that 
they can get this y ear’s co llec­ 
tiv e bargaining bill o ut o f co m­ 
mittee. 
Califo rnia has had a few 
teacher strikes, despite the fact 
that o ur state laws do no t rec­ 
o gnize the right to strike by 
public emplo y ees. But the big­ 
gest, lo ngest, co stliest and mo st 
numero us teacher strikes hav e 
almo st all been in states that 
hav e laws giv ing teacher unio ns 
the po wer that CTA wants to 
get fo r itself in Califo rnia.

o u s legal an d ethical issu es. 
These scien tific dev elo p men ts 
are each p art o f a larger p he­ 
n o men o n : the gro win g so cial 
imp act o f p ro gress in the sci­ 
en ce o f bio lo gy . 
In the fu tu re, as scien tists 
add ev en mo re to the bio lo gical 
u n derstan din g o f man , there 
will be fu rther temp tatio n to 
in terv en e in his behav io r, his 
rep ro du ctio n , his learn in g, an d 
his health. There will be mo re 
o p p o rtu n ities fo r hu man better­ 
men t an d mo re p o ssibilities fo r 
misu se. 
What so cial co n cern s are in ­ 
v o lv ed? The p reserv atio n o f 
health, certain ly an d the v alu e 
o f hu man life. When is life to 
begin , when allo wed to en d, an d 
ho w well main tain ed? 
The resp ect fo r in div idu al 
rights may also be reex amin ed. 
What are the rights o f the 
p atien ts who su bmit to ex p eri­ 
men ts, the gen etically defectiv e 


co u p les who wan t children , o r 
the abn o rmally v io len t p atien t 
who do esn 't wan t treatmen t? 
Again st these an d o ther so cial 
co n cern s mu st be weighed the 
p o ssible ben efits o f the bio lo gi­ 
cal fu tu re: a cu re fo r disease, 
an en d to maln u tritio n , a way 
to imp ro v e learn in g. Certain ly 
these go als are wo rth p u rsu in g. 
Reap in g the ben efits witho u t 
the hazards will mean an swer­ 
in g difficu lt p ractical q u estio n s. 
It will also mean mu ch mo re — 
there will hav e to be a n ew 
hu man ethic, o n e in which the 
best o f the scien ces an d the 
best o f the hu man ities can be 
mu tu ally rein fo rcin g. 
In a few p u blic agen cies, an d 
in so me research cen ters su ch 
as the Salk In stitu te, the wo rk 
to ward this en d has begu n . 
Stu dies an d actio n p ro grams 
hav e been started that u tilize 
the co mbin ed effo rts o f bio lo ­ 
gists, scho lars in o ther fields, 
an d p u blic leaders. Bu t mu ch 
mo re n eeds to be do n e. 
The o ther scien ces can o n ly 
chan ge ho w men u se their en v i­ 
ro n men t. Bio lo gy can chan ge 
what men are.

This will leav e o n ly three 
en listed men still p ilo tin g air­ 
craft in an y o f the serv ices— all 
o f them Nav y chief p etty o ffi­ 
cers. 
Almo st all air fo rces aro u n d 
the wo rld make o fficers o f their 
p ilo ts n o w—the ran k bein g 
mo re a mark o f statu s than o f 
co mman d au tho rity an d p ilo ts 
remain at the to p o f the p res­ 
tige heap . Fo r ex amp le, man y 
o f the men who p ilo ted B52s 
fro m Gu am to n o rth Vietn am 
were cap tain s o u tran ked by 
their n av igato rs, who o ften 
were majo rs. 


Bu t the p ilo ts get the best 
sin gle ro o ms o n Gu am while 
sen io r crewmen hav e co m­ 
p lain ed they are jammed in to 
barracks-like q u arters. 


At the p eak o f the en listed 
p ilo t p ro gram, the Nav y had 
920 in 1950 an d the Marin e 
Co rp s abo u t 500 in Wo rld War 
II. The Air Fo rce n ev er had 
an y , altho u gh its p redecesso r, 
the Army Air Co rp s o f Wo rld 
War II, gradu ated 1,125. 
The Marin e en listed p ilo t p ro ­ 
gram dates back to Wo rld War 
I. Ov er the y ears the p ilo ts 
hav e been called Fly in g Ser­ 
gean ts, En listed Pilo ts an d 
Fly in g Peo n s. 


On e o f the mo re cu rio u s ex ­ 
p lo its in air warfare was fo u ght 
by a Fly in g Peo n , Marin e 
M.Sgt. Herbert Valen tin e, du r­ 
in g the Ko rean war. He had 
beco me an ace du rin g Wo rld 
War II when he sho t do wn six 
Jap an ese fighters in o n e day . 


In Ko rea he was fly in g a 
small u n armed o bserv atio n 
p lan e o n e day when he sp o tted 
a jeep carry in g a No rth Ko rean 
gen eral 
who sat ram ro d 
straight with his arms fo lded as 
Valen tin e flew in lo w. The 
Fly in g Peo n decided to attack 
altho u gh the o n ly armamen t he 
an d his o bserv er had were .38 
caliber p isto ls. 
There en su ed a 20-mile ru n ­ 
n in g battle with a rifleman in 
the jeep retu rn in g Valen tin e’s 
fire. Neither side sco red an 
effectiv e hit. 
Ru n n in g lo w o n ammu n itio n , 
Valen tin e swo o p ed do wn fo r o n e 


last attack. The jeep driv er 
lo o ked o v er his sho u lder to ward 
Valen tin e at the wro n g mo ­ 
men t, lo st co n tro l an d hu rtled 
o v er a cliff. As the jeep p itched 
to destru ctio n , Valen tin e co u ld 
see the gen eral, still sittin g 
erect with arms akimbo .

Peo n s are all m aster ser­ 
gean ts: Ro bert Lu rie, 51, o f 
Barksdale, Calif., the o n ly o n e 
train ed in jet aircraft; Jo sep h

in 1942; Leslie T. Ericso n , 52, o f 
Pittsbu rgh, Pa.; an d Patrick J.

Rep resen tativ es o f the Sierra 
Clu b, Plan n in g an d Co n serv a­ 
tio n Leagu e an d En v iro n men tal 
Defen se Fu n d gen erally agreed 
the p ro p o sed gu idelin es rep re­ 
sen ted a “step in the right 
directio n ” bu t attacked fea­ 
tu res they said p rev en t the 
p u blic fro m p articip atin g in the 
rev iew o f en v iro n men tal imp act 
rep o rts. 
“They are o u trageo u s be­ 
cau se they su btly , albeit sy s­ 
tematically , ex clu de the p u blic 
fro m an y p articip atio n in the 
en v iro n men tal imp act rep o rt 
rev iew p ro cess,” charged 
Tho mas J. Graff, regio n al co u n ­ 
sel o f the En v iro n men tal De­ 
fen se Fu n d. 
He said this flew in the face

Xerox Charged With 
A Copying Monopoly 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Federal Trade Co mmissio n 
(FTO o fficially accu sed Xero x 
Co rp . to day o f mo n o p o lizin g the 
$1.7 billio n o ffice co p y in g ma­ 
chin es bu sin ess, an d deman ded 
the co mp an y take step s to co r­ 
rect the situ atio n . 
The FTC said Xero x bu ilt its 
mo n o p o ly thro u gh u n fair mar­ 
ketin g an d p aten t p ractices, 
an d by sto p p in g fo reign affili­ 
ates fro m co mp etin g with the 
p aren t firm in the Un ited 
States. 
The firm had n o co mmen t o n 
the FTC su it. Bu t it had said o n 
Dec. 12 that the case was “ill 
fo u n ded an d witho u t merit.” 
The FTC o rigin ally p ro p o sed 
the co mp lain t Dec. 12 after 
n ego tiatio n s to settle the matter 
thro u gh the u su al co n sen t p ro ­ 
cedu re —where a co mp an y in ­ 
v o lv ed agrees to chan ge its 
p o licies witho u t admittin g gu ilt 
— failed. 
As a resu lt, the FTC made 
the co mp lain t o fficial to day an d 
tu rn ed the matter o v er to o n e o f 
its law ju dges. 
The co mp lain t alleges Xero x 
so do min ated the market it 
acco u n ted fo r 86 p er cen t o f all 
the rev en u es fro m the sale an d 
lease o f machin es in the market 
du rin g 1971. The co rp o ratio n ’s 
p o sitio n was ev en mo re do mi­ 
n an t —95 p er cen t o f all rev e­ 


n u es —in the $1 billio n segmen t 
o f the market co n cern ed with 
co p iers which u se p lain , u n ­ 
treated p ap er. 
The FTC said Xero x has, 
thro u gh its mo n o p o ly p o sitio n , 
fo rced cu sto mers to lease, rath­ 
er than bu y , its eq u ip men t; 
charged differen t cu sto mers 
differen t p rices; mo n o p o lized 
an d attemp ted to mo n o p o lize 
co p ier p aten ts; u sed its p aten t 
p o sitio n to head o ff p o ten tial 
co mp etitio n an d, with a British 
co n n ectio n , “effectiv ely div ided 
u p the wo rld market fo r p lain 
p ap er o ffice co p ier^.” 
The FTC deman ded Xero x 
o ffer u n restricted, ro y alty -free 
licen sin g o f all ex istin g o ffice 
co p ier p aten ts, an d u n restricted 
licen sin g o f an y co p ier p aten ts 
it might o btain du rin g the n ex t 
20 y ears. 
The agen cy also deman ded 
Xero x div est its sto ck in Ran k 
Xero x Ltd., o f Great Britain , 
an d 
dro p an y p ro hibitio n 
again st that firm sellin g its 
p ro du cts in the Un ited States. 
In additio n , it said Xero x 
sho u ld be fo rbidden fro m refu s­ 
in g to sell its machin es; p ro hib­ 
ited fro m acq u irin g the sto ck o f 
an y o ther co p ier firm; an d to ld 
to dro p an y req u iremen t that 
Xero x be the so le so u rce fo r 
main ten an ce an d rep air o f its 
leased co p iers. 


Excessive Spending Atop 
Nixon's Economic Goals 


WASHINGTON (UPD - In fla­ 
tio n an d u n emp lo y men t hav e 
taken a back seat to ex cessiv e 
federal sp en din g at the to p o f 
Presiden t Nix o n ’s list o f eco ­ 
n o mic p ro blems. 
Nix o n made that clear to day 
in his an n u al eco n o mic mes­ 
sage to Co n gress. He said 1973 
“can be a great y ear” fo r the 
eco n o my if o n ly the go v ern ­ 
men t do esn ’t sp en d to o mu ch o f 
the tax p ay ers mo n ey . 


It was the same theme Nix o n 
stressed in his bu dget message 
two day s ago . Co n gress, n o t the 
White Ho u se, will be the cu lp rit 
if a n ew ro u n d o f in flatio n 
fo rces a tax in crease, he said. 


Ju st three weeks after in tro ­ 
du cin g a n ew fo rmat o f v o lu n 
tary wage-p rice gu idelin es, the 
Presiden t also adv ised the 
co u n try to p rep are fo r the en d 
o f eco n o mic co n tro ls. He did 
n o t men tio n a sp ecific date fo r 
the to tal p hase o u t o f co n tro ls, 
ho wev er. 
In a len gthy rep o rt that ac­ 
co mp an ied Nix o n ’s message, 
the Co u n cil o f Eco n o mic Adv i­ 
so rs fo recast an o ther healthy 
y ear o f eco n o mic gro wth with a 
mo dest declin e in emp lo y men t 
bu t little chan ge in the o v erall 
rate o f in flatio n . Fo o d p rices 
sho u ld declin e in the mo n ths 
ahead, ho wev er, the Co u n cil 
said. 
The cu rren t “v igo ro u s ex p an ­ 
sio n ” that is bo o stin g the eco n o ­ 
my clo ser to cap acity an d lo w­ 
erin g u n emp lo y men t co u ld 
beco me to o mu ch o f a go o d 
thin g, acco rdin g to Nix o n . 
“The p ro blem, as far as can 
n o w be fo reseen , will be to 
p rev en t this ex p an sio n fro m be­ 
co min g an in flatio n ary bo o m. 
That is why I p u t restrain in g 
federal ex p en ditu res at the to p 
o f the list o f eco n o mic p o licies 
fo r 1973,” Nix o n said. 
“No thin g is easier o r mo re 
p leasan t, at least fo r a bu reau c­ 
racy , than to sp en d mo n ey ... 
o n ly by ho ldin g the lin e o n 
federal sp en din g will we be 


able to redu ce the in flatio n rate 
fu rther in 1973.” 


Nix o n already has asked Co n ­ 
gress fo r man dato ry sp en din g 
ceilin g o f $269 billio n , the same 
as his bu dget req u est, fo r the 
fiscal y ear begin n in g Ju ly 1. 


No tin g the n atio n ’s co n tin u in g 
fo reign trade deficit, Nix o n 
said, “This is n o t a situ atio n 
that can go o n in defin itely .” He 
in dicated that trade an d o ther 
in tern atio n al eco n o mic matters 
wo u ld get lo ts o f atten tio n in 
1973. 
Last y ear, the Un ited States 
imp o rted $6 billio n mo re than it 
ex p o rted, a reco rd trade deficit. 
The admin istratio n ho p ed the 
do llar dev alu atio n wo u ld im­ 
p ro v e the co mp etitiv e p o sitio n 
o f the Un ited States with its 
tradin g p artn ers bu t Nix o n ’s 
eco n o mic co u n selo rs p redicted 
the trade balan .ce wo u ld im­ 
p ro v e by o n ly $2.5 billio n in

billio n in the red. 
The co u n cil also listed these 
figu res in its 1973 fo recast:

In Fairfax 


The Fairfax Police Depart­ 
ment has installed a new bur­ 
glary alarm sy stem for use by 
residents and businessmen on a 
subscription basis. Police Chief 
Charles A. Grasso announced 
y esterday . 
First 
Federal 
Savings and 
Loan, which opened a branch in 
Fairfax Jan. 2. is the depart­ 
ment's only subscriber. 
Grasso, who urged all resi­ 
dents and businessmen to mak e 
use of the service - available 
for installation costs and a 
monthly fee of up to $30 - said 
the sy stem has an “ unlimited 
capacity to act as a deterent to 
crim inals.” 
A buzzer sounds and a light 
flashes in the department when 
the alarm is tripped in a sub-, 
scriber's home or business, he 
said, adding the sy stem is simi­ 
lar to those used by other police 
departments. 
Grasso predicted a reduction 
in local crimes through use of 
the alarm sy stem.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - A 
ma jo r ea rthqua ke will so me 
da y strike San Fra ncisco a ga in, 
ca using “ o ne o f the grea test 
disa sters ev er ex perienced in 
the United Sta tes,” a sta te o ffi­ 
cial said y esterda y . 


Residents should prepare to 
tak e care of themselves during 
the hours after the q uak e, he 
said. 


"Only God can help y ou, oth­ 
er than y ourself during the first 
few m inutes after a q uak e 
strik es." said Herbert R. Tem ­ 
ple. director of the governor’s 
Office of Emergency Services 
(OES). 


"A major earthq uak e occur­ 
ring in the San Francisco Bay 
Area will result in one of the 
greatest disasters ever ex peri­ 
enced in the United States, 
thereby req uiring ma ssiv e as­ 
sistance be provided to affected 
communities,” Temple predict­ 
ed. 


An earthq uak e with a Richter 
Scale reading over 6.0 will be 
devastating, he said. The San 
Francisco q uak e of 1906 was 
8.25 and k illed over 400 persons. 


The state agency is preparing 
an earthq uak e response plan 
for the nine-county San F ra n­ 
cisco Bay Area encompassing 
92 cities. The final blueprint 
will be a pilot project from 
which California officials hope 
to build a model for application 
cities throughout the rest of the 
state. 


But the real k ey to success 
“ lies at the local level.” T em ­ 
ple 
said 
his 
agency 
has 
launched a series of animated 
shorts for use on television and 
in schools, giving instruction to 
residents on how to prepare for 
an earthq uak e and what to do 
when it occurs. 


“ Since 
the 
Bay 
A rea is- 
tra ve rs e d by several active 
faults, any community may suf­ 
fe r serious d am age s in the 
event of a m ajor earthq uak e. 
At the same time, others will be 
less damaged and some may be 
unaffected.” 


Hard hit areas will get help 
from less affected cities. “ This 
prompt initial response would 
be followed by help from more 
distant parts of the state and 
from outside the state." Temple 
said. 


The agency will organize re­ 
lief efforts, tabulate location of 
emergency rations and eq uip­ 
ment 
and funnel information 
regarding communications, re­ 
sources, maps, emergency pro­ 
cedures, location of k ey facili­ 
ties.

and 
transportation routes to victims 
through use of the news media. 
In addition, OES plans work ­ 
shops in each county “ to enable 
the local jurisdictions to tailor 
the operations guide to their 
community .” 
The entire plan is to be com­ 
pleted by July of this y ear. 
Following its conclusion “ there 
will he an ex ercise to test its 
effectiveness,” Temple said.

Ho lmes, a defensiv e back v o ted mo st v aluable 
play er o n the Tex as So uthern Univ ersity fo o tball 
team, and McGill, fro m the Univ ersity o f Tulsa, 
are clo se friends. They were at the Ho usto n 
Oilers’ o ffices y esterday o bserv ing the draft pro ­ 
ceedings. That was where Ho lmes was reached by 
the Bay Area press, which co nducted a “ squawk 
bo x ” interv iew sho rtly after the 4 9 ers had an­ 
no unced him as their to p pick in the co llege grab 
bag. 


THE 2 1-YEAR-OLD Ho lmes, 6 -fo o t-l and 19 0 
po unds, admitted he was surprised to be a No . 1 
pick, but added, “ I knew I wo uld go so mewhere in 
the area between ro unds o ne and fo ur.” 
He had seen the 4 9 er play a number o f times o n 
telev isio n because “ I was tight with Ralph 
McGill” who m he had met o ne night at a party . 
Ho lmes, an ho no r student at TSU, will be no 
dummy when it co mes time to talk co ntract and 
he already has engaged Cliffo rd Paul o f Natio nal 
Spo rts in Ho usto n, the same agent who handled 
McGill’s nego tiatio ns.

‘•Children of the ‘cream* of 
Yugoslav society,” a spokes­ 
man told a recent party confer­ 
ence in Belgrade, ‘‘seem only 
interested in discotheques and 
boutiques.” 


“ Cream” in this Yugoslav 
context means, of course, the 
sons and daughters of the war­ 
time resisters whose survivors 
went on to build a new Yugo­ 
slav society. 


The speaker accused many of 
their children of disdaining the 
‘‘Communist way of life” and 
suggested that Yugoslavia 
might need a “ cultural revolu­ 
tion” to remind them of it. 


Youth's stylists have started 
the dress side of it at least. 
Their new ‘‘partisan look,” 
moreover, is a healthy sign 
that, despite party storms and 
stern speeches, Yugoslavs are 
resilient and not taking the new 
stress on ideology too tragical- 


VIENNA — “ Black is beauti­ 
ful,” we already know. So — 
according to some young Yugo­ 
slavs — is “ partisan.” 


It’s the new image in modern 
“ gear” that trendy Yugoslav 
designers have come up with. 
It’s their “ with it” response to 
President Tito’s gripes about 
Yugoslav youth’s lack of “ so­ 
cialist consciousness.” 


Besides his recent dismissals 
of too-easy-going Communist 
Party “ liberals,” the President 
is campaigning also against 
“ bourgeois influence” among 
the country’s young people. 


These influences until recent­ 
ly included the seamier kinds of 
Western television offerings, 
mainly American, which are 
now being kept off Yugoslav 
screens. 
They are being replaced by 
films of the partisan struggle 
against the Nazis —part of the 
new look now being applied in 
cultural programs to remind 
young Yugoslavs of the ideals 
for which President Tito and 
their fathers fought 30 years 
ago. 
Other targets of presidential 
;re were the “ American Army” 
uniforms and insignia which 
Belgrade’s teen-agers have af­ 
fected this past year as sponta­ 
neously as their age group in 
London and other West Europe­ 
an capitals. 
Following his strictures, the 
great-coats, the combat jack­ 
ets, and Marine and Air Force 
badges quietly disappeared 
from the stores, overnight. 
Yugoslavia’s trend-setters for 
modern youth fashions, howev­ 
er. were very quick to catch on. 
“ Partisan is beautiful” has 
become the theme. It is ex­ 
pressed in a wide range of 
partisan uniforms in “ real

Holding a board foot of Doug­ 
las fir at a news conference, the 
California Democrat said its 
price has risen from 6.7 cents in 
1967 to 17.8 cents last Monday. 
He said the price was 14.4 cents 
on Jan. 12, and 16.5 cents on 
Jan. 19. 


As a result, he said the lum­ 
ber cost for a four-bedroom 
house shot up $1,500 since Jan. 
1, 1972— and $210 in the last 
week. 


The rising cost of lumber, he 
said, will knock hundreds of 
thousands of California families 
out of the market—“ just about 
all who are not already stopped

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 
Sou thern Pacific Co. today re­ 
p orted record earnings in 1972 
of $108.2 million, or $4.06 p er 
share — a gain of 8 p er cent 
ov er 1971 when net income to­ 
taled $100.5 million, or $3.77 p er 
share.

The Certified Pu blic Ac­ 
cou ntant isn’t ethically bou nd to 
tell the Internal Rev enu e Serv ­ 
ice, howev er, or ev en allowed 
to do so withou t his client’s 
p ermission. 
How can y ou be su re that y ou 
will not be p enalized for neglig­ 
ence in p rep aring y ou r tax re­ 
tu rn? 
Perhap s the best way to be 
su re is to hav e the tax retu rn 
actu ally p rep ared by the ac­ 
cou ntant or attorney of y ou r 
choice and to keep in y ou r 
p ossession docu mentary ev i­ 
dence that y ou gav e him fu ll 
information and keep y ou r cop y 
of the tax retu rn together with 
p roof of ev ery item ap p earing 
thereon. 
You shou ld also be p rep ared 
to show that y ou had ev ery 
reason to believ e that the ac­ 
cou ntant or attorney was one 
who was comp etent in tax mat­ 
ters.

Jam es Acret, CBC sp ecial

Kissinger To Visit Hanoi; 
a Snag in Behr#s Seat Is Threatened 
Nixon To Talk With Thieu Prisoner 
s Releases 
WASHINGTON (UPI) - Pres­ 
ident Nixon said today he was 
sending Henry A. Kissinger to 
Hanoi next month and would 
meet with South Vietnamese 
President Nguyen Van Thieu 
later this spring in San Clem­ 
ente, Calif., to discuss the fu­ 
ture of war-torn Vietnam. 
Both conferences are aimed 
at considering economic assist­ 
ance to both North and South 
Vietnam in the aftermath of the 
long war, he said. 
In a 30-minute news confer­ 
ence, his first since Oct. 5, the 
President also repeated that he 
had no intention of granting 
amnesty to draft-dodgers and 
deserters. 
Nixon said he would meet 
with Thieu, their first session 
since a meeting in Saigon on 
July 30, 1969, at the Western 
White House in San Clemente at 
an unspecified tim e in the 
spring. The White House an­ 
nounced earlier today that Kis­ 
singer, chief architect of the 
Vietnam cease-fire signed in 
Paris last Saturday, would be 
in Hanoi Feb. 10-13 for conver­ 
sations with top North Vietnam­ 
ese leaders. 
Nixon declined to specify a 
figure for U.S. assistance to 
Vietnam, saying the amount 
would have to be worked out 
with Congress. 
But he said the assistance 
was an essential ingredient in 
arranging incentives for both 
North and South Vietnam to 
abide by the agreement. He 
said assistance would go to all 
of Indochina. This would in­ 
clude Cambodia and Laos. “ I 
look upon this as a potential 
investment in peace to the ex­ 
tent that North Vietnam — par­ 
ticipating with us —would turn 
inward to works of peace rather 
than outward to works of war.” 
He said Kissinger would not 
be meeting American prisoners 
of war while in Hanoi. 
The President also said he 
had no plans personally to greet 
returning POWs. 
‘‘This is a time we should not 
grandstand it, we should not 
exploit it,” Nixon said, adding 
that the prisoners have a right 
to privacy and to get home to 
their families as soon as possi­ 
ble. As for amnesty for those 
who refused to serve during the 
war, Nixon said, “I have sym­ 
pathy with an individual who 
has made mistakes.

made mistakes. But certainly 
we have to pay a price for our 
mistakes. And that price is a 
criminal penalty for disobeying 
the laws of the United States.” 


On other matters: 
—Nixon shrugged off reports 
that he had said John B. Con- 
nally would be the 1976 GOP 
p re s id e n tia l c a n d id a te . “ I 
would be out of my mind to be 
endorsing anybody at this 
tim e,” he said. He said that 
after the 1974 congressional 
elections, he would provide a 
list of likely presidential candi-

dates and after several 1976 
primaries he would predict a 
winner. 


—He ruled out any foreign 
travel during the first half of 
1973 but said that with the 
winding down of the Vietnam 
war, the problems of Europe 
can ‘‘be put on the front burn­ 
e r.”

John 
Stennis, D-Miss., as apalling 
and said it reinforced his con­ 
viction that small hand guns 
should be made illegal. 


Concerned Citizens' Victory 
In Madera Del Presidio Fight

In a dramatic reversal of the 
old saw ‘‘you can’t fight city 
hall” , a group of Corte Madera 
townspeople proved yesterday 
that it is, indeed, possible. 
It was proved in Superior 
Court when Judge Joseph G. 
Wilson said he will sweep away 
the town’s approval of the bit­ 
terly contested Madera del Pre­ 
sidio housing project. 
There was no dancing in the 
streets of Corte Madera last 
night, however. Just quiet jubi­ 
lation. 
Because it was, give or take a 
few fits of temper, a very 
civilized rebellion. 
When they halted the bulldoz­ 
ers grading the hillside site, 
some of the protesters brought 
along picnics with wine and 
orange juice. 
Town police, a.riving hotfoot 
to arrest the rebellious citizen­ 
ry. collapsed into giggles at the 
sight of entire families ambling 
around before the monster ma­ 
chines. 
When the town council sum­ 
m arily rejected 
a petition 
signed by 800 residents to get 
the 75-acre site downzoned

therfc were angry cries, but no 
fistfights. 
Instead, the incensed protes­ 
ters met the next night in Larry 
P. Weingarth’s home on Sonora 
Way. 
“We were incensed,” recalled 
Weingarth, who, with Marilyn 
Hallin filed the successful suit 
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through the E nvironm ental 
Law Fund of Novato Inc. 
“ We had all followed every 
meeting and public hearing on­ 
ly to be ruled out of hand, our 
petition to be totally ignored. 
Government is supposedly for 
the good of the governed.” 
Weingarth said the group de­ 
cided going to court was the 
only recourse. 
“Se we passed that hat, and 
that evening we collected $900 
right here in our living room. 
None of us are wealthy people, 
but the cash and checks came 
showering down.” 
“ And we had meetings every 
night after that for weeks.” 
M arilyn Hallin of Palom a 
Drive volunteered to file suit, 
too. 


She’s lived in Corte Madera 
15 years, has two children, and 
her husband is a native Sausali- 
tan. 
“ I’d never been involved in 
anything like this before. We 
took a vote on what to do, going 
to court seemed the most sensi­ 
ble thing, since we’d exhausted 
other methods.” 
Did she have second thoughts 
about the responsibility of going 
to law? 
“ I suppose so, but it was just 
one of those commitments. You 
take the bull by the horns and 
follow through. We just don’t 
want our town to look like the 
Los Angeles basin.” 
Mrs. Hallin, who’d never ever 
attended a council meeting be­ 
fore the Madera del Presidio 
hassle, is fairly typical of the 
p ro testers, previously unin­ 
volved middleclass men and 
women who got their dander 
up. 
Marilyn Shargel of Summit 
D rive got involved because 
she’d been taking sixth grade

SAIGON (UPI) - Continued 
delays by a four-party military 
commission in making arrange­ 
ments is holding up the release 
of American prisoners in North 
Vietnam, U.S. sources said to­ 
day. 


They said the issue was com­ 
plicated by the fact the leader 
of the Provisional Revolution­ 
ary Government (Viet Cong) 
delegation still has not arrived 
in Saigon for the talks. 


A South Vietnamese military 
spokesman said today a request 
was received Tuesday to pickup 
the PRG delegation leader 
somewhere along the South Vi- 
etnam ese-C am bodian border. 
He said the request did not 
include map coordinates and so 
without a specific location for 
the pickup, no one was sent to 
get the delegate. 
According to diplomatic re­ 
ports, meetings of the deputy 
chiefs of the joint military com­ 
mission have been bedeviled by 
procedural wrangles between 
the opposing Vietnamese dele­ 
gations. However, a source said 
today the atmosphere has be­ 
come more workable. 
Deputy delegation chiefs of 
the joint military commmission 
—the United States, North and 
South Vietnam and the Viet 
Cong—conferred today for the 
fifth time, the sources said. The 
purpose of the meeting was to 
coordinate administrative de­ 
tails for the first meeting of the 
military delegation chiefs. 
American officials had hoped 
their POWs could start return­ 
ing as early as 24 hours after 
the cease-fire took effect Sun­ 
day. But the Paris agreement 
protocol on prisoner exchanges 
said “places of return shall be 
agreed tthrough the four-part 
joint military commission.” 


The commission can decide 
nothing until all delegation 
leaders are piesent, the sources 
said. 
Maj. Gen. Le Quang Hoa, the 
North Vietnam chief delegate, 
arrived Monday in Saigon on a 
U.S. C130 transport plane from 
Hanoi. He immediately got em­ 
broiled in the dispute with the 
Saigon government over immi­ 
gration forms and did not leave 
the plane until 22 hours hfter it 
arrived—when Saigon relented 
in what it called a goodwill 
gesture. 


Meanwhile, the new Interna­ 
tional Commission for Control 
and Supervision (ICCS) met for 
three hours Tuesday. It is com­ 
posed of military and civilian 
personnel from C anada, Po­ 
land, Hungary and Indonesia. 
Ambassador Michel Gauvin, 
leader of the Canadian delega­ 
tion, said he was designated to 
work with the military commis­ 
sion to get transport and other 
logistical support to get the 
team into the countryside to 
supervise the cease-fire. 
The Paris agreement speci­ 
fies that the military commis­ 
sion provide the transportation 
and other facilities. Work by 
the ICCS was held up because 
of the delay in getting the 
military commission organized. 
However, since the planned 
ICCS outposts are in South Viet­ 
nam ese-controlled territo ry , 
Gauvin said he would work with 
U.S. and South Vietnamese offi­ 
cials to try to hurry movement 
of ICCS troops to the field. 


Under New Remapping Plan 


Proposed District Gives 
Democrats A Big Edge

SACRAMENTO — The Legislature’s last try to 
redistrict itself opened yesterday with a plan that 
would tie Marin to a Senate district stretching to 
suburban Sacramento and probably abort the 
political career of Marin’s incumbent. 
Sen. Peter H. Behr. R-San 
has heavy Democratic registra­ 
tion, and its shift would in­ 
crease percentage of Republi­ 
can registration in the adjacent 
Seventh District, which covers

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Sen. 
John C. Stennis, D-Miss., was 
critically wounded in a holdup 
in front of his Washington home 
Tuesday night. He underwent 
six hours. 35 minutes of surgery 
early today. 


The 71-year-oid Stennis, one 
of the most powerful and most 
respected senators, managed to 
stagger into the house after 
being held up and shot at 7:40 
p.m. EST by “at least two” 
men described by police as 
young Negroes. 
Rushed to Walter Reed Army 
hospital, he was taken to sur­ 
gery at 8:45 p.m. and the opera­ 
tion was not completed until 
3:20 a.m. today. 
Afterward, a hospital spokes­ 
man said Stennis' condition was 
“ very serious” in Army terms, 
which he said was equivalent to 
a prognosis of critical at most 
hospitals. 
One of two bullets that felled 
Stennis, chairman of the Senate 
Armed Services Committee, en­ 
tered his chest and ranged 
downward through the stomach 
and an intestine. It lodged in 
the lower back. That bullet was 
not removed during the opera­ 
tion. 


The other bullet sh attered 
against a bone in his upper left 
leg but did not break a bone. It 
was removed. 
After the operation, a spokes­ 
man at the hospital, Maj. 
Frank Garland, was asked if 
Stennis would recover. He said: 
“The prognosis is guarded ... * 
He is conscious and he’s resting 
comfortably. His vital signs re­ 
main stable.” These include 
heart rate, blood pressure and 
respiration. 
Garland, a hospital informa-

Vietnam Fighting Is Tapering Off 


SAIGON <UPI) — Fighting 
and casualties in Vietnam’s 
four-day-old cease-fire dropped 
off for the third consecutive day 
today in what could be the 
prelude to total peace, although 
a Saigon military spokesman 
said the decrease was insignifi­ 
cant. 
Reported Communist attacks 
across the country dropped 
from 426 the first day of the 
cease-fire, to 311 Tuesday and 
209 today. 
In one incident, a U.S. Army 
adviser suffered slight wounds 
Tuesday in both arms when 
Communists fired on his heli­ 
copter in the Quang Ngai coast­ 
al prov ince north of Saigon. But 
the U.S. command said he re­ 
turned to duty after treatment. 
The magnitude as well as the 
number of attacks was on the 
downswing. In one battle Sun­ 
day, 28 South Vietnamese were 
reported killed and 85 wounded 
but no single clash since then 
has claimed more than 40 South 
Vietnamese casualties. 
Those casualties were report­ 
ed today by UPI correspondent 
Donald A. Davis, who said the 
North Vietnamese launched 
three ground attacks on govern­ 
ment marine positions just 
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south of the Cua Viet River, 10 
miles below the Demilitarized 
Zone. Davis said 40 government 
troops were killed or wounded. 
Allied experts say the cease­ 
fire will become a reality when 
the fighting that preceded the 
truce wears itself out—which 
could take days or weeks. A 
South Vietnamese military 
spokesman indicated today it is 
too early to tell. He said the 
decrease in fighting so far is 
“ not significant.” 
But these fitful—and possibly

Deliberating only 90 minutes, 
a jury of eight women and four 
men brought the 16-day-old trial 
to an end Tuesday by finding 
James W. McCord Jr. and G. 
Gordon Liddy guilty of all.

Watergate headquarters June 
17. 
Five other men earlier plead­ 
ed guilty.

The trial did not answer all 
the questions raised by the rev­ 
elation of the break-in at the 
Democratic offices and subse­ 
quent press reports that the 
Republicans had organized a 
campaign to sabotage the Dem­ 
ocratic presidential primaries. 


A Senate probe of the allega­ 
tions is scheduled later this 
year and may make new reve­ 
lations. 
McCord and Liddy took the 
news of their conviction with no 
visible emotion.

He had been shot through the 
ead and the hood of his blue 
parka pulled over his head. 
A few hours later a British 
army patrol found the body of a 
17-year-old, also shot through 
the head, near an approach 
road to the Belfast-Dublin high­ 
way. 


Airman Guilty 


SAN DIEGO (UPI) - Airman 
Donald Ricks, 20, of Roxbury, 
Mass., was found guilty by Na­ 
vy court martial yesterday of 
assault and rioting, the fifth of 
27 accused crewmen of the car­ 
rier USS Kitty Hawk to be 
convicted. 
Forty-six crewmen were in­ 
jured in rioting aboard the car­ 
rier as it sailed toward Vietnam 
Oct. 12-13. Navy prosecutors 
and a congressional subcom­ 
mittee that investigated the in­ 
cident said a comparative 
small group of black sailors ran 
amok, beating up white crew­ 
men. 


Seat Belt Law 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - With 
less than 20 per cent of the 
nation’s motorists using seat 
belts, safety advocates have 
launched a nationwide cam­ 
paign for passage of state laws 
making it mandatory to buckle 
up or face a fine. 
Bills have been introduced in 
legislatures in Georgia, New 
York, Maryland, and Virginia 
to make the use of the seat belt 
mandatory.

Arab Summit

The report came as President 
Anwar Sadat of Egypt prepared 
a major address today to out­ 
line steps he will take to deal 
with domestic unrest and unity 
in the face of the Middle East 
crisis. Political sources said 
Sadat would address the coun­ 
try before a special parliamen­ 
tary session at 6 p.m. (11 a.m. 
EST). 
Instead of an Arab summit, 
the sources said, delegates to 
an Arab League joint defense 
council decided to arrange a 
series of lower-level meetings 
over the next few weeks to 
attempt to coordinate Arab ac­ 
tion against Israel. 


First Contact 


VIENNA (UPI) — Negotiators 
from East and West made their 
first contacts on Mutual and 
Balanced Force Reductions to­ 
day in a busy attempt to get 
formal talks going before the 
day is out. 
“ We hope that the conference 
will develop in a constructive 
spirit,” said chief Soviet nego­ 
tiator Oleg N. Shlestov, who 
flew in from Moscow.

Mrs. Rebecca Arendale was 
abducted Monday. Her hus­ 
band, Charles Arendale, chair­ 
man of the board of the Jack­ 
son State Bank, twice left 
$200,000 ransom beside a high­ 
way, only to have passers-by 
pick it up.

changed.” Ziegler said. 
Nixon took a hard line posi­ 
tion on the issue during last 
fall’s presidential campaign. 
“ Don’t worry aboutjhat am­ 
nesty—never,” Nixon told an 
Ohio couple who had lost a son 
in the war. 
The statement contrasted 
with a position Nixon took on a 


television interview in January, 
1972. At that time, Nixon said 
he expected he would be “ very 
liberal in regards to amnesty.” 
It is estimated there are 
about 500 draft resisters and 
deserters serving jail terms in 
the United States and perhaps 
as many as 70,000 others in 
exile in other countries. 
An aide said Monday that 
Sen. Robert A. Taft Jr., R-Ohio, 
is contemplating re-introducing 
legislation that would provide 
at least a partial amnesty. Taft 
has suggested letting deserters 
come back home if they agree 
to spend time in the military or 
public service. 
Taft, who generally is a sup­ 
porter of Nixon, introduced 
similar legislation in the last 
session of Congress, but it did 
not pass. 


Third Term Decision 
Final. Governor Says 


SACRAMENTO (AP> - Gov. 
Ronald Reagan says his deci­ 
sion to serve only two terms is 
final and absolute. 
Reagan told a news confer­ 
ence Tuesday he expects no 
widespread attempt to “ draft' 
him to seek a third term in 1974 
and he wouldn’t respond to it 
even if it did develop. 
But the Republican chief ex­ 
ecutive, who will be 62 next 
week, still is pondering whether 
to run for the seat of Sen. Alan 
Cranston, D-Calif., in 1974. 
There have been recurring 
reports that some party leaders 
and Reagan backers are trying 
to convince Reagan to relax his 
two-term pledge and run for 
governor again even though on­ 
ly one man, Earl Warren, has 
ever been elected to a third 
term as governor of California. 
“ No,” Reagan replied firmly 
when asked about that. 
Absolutely not? he was asked. 
“ No” . 
Would he respond to a draft? 
“ No. Nor do I think there s 
going to be any such thing,” the 
governor added. 
Reagan said he hasn't decid­ 
ed yet whether to run for the 
Senate. Cranston, who plans to 
run for a second term, says he 
is sure Reagan will oppose him. 
Reagan said, “ I think I said I 
would probably have an answer 
before the snow melts in the 


Sierra... The snow ‘way up 
high on the mountains.” 
In recent weeks, Henry Sal- 
vatori of Los Angeles, a promi­ 
nent Reagan supporter, said he 
nad encouraged Reagan to “ sit 
out” the 1974 elections and pre­ 
pare instead to run for presi­ 
dent in 1976. 
Reagan dropped any possible 
presidential ambitions in 1972 
and was Richard Nixon’s Cali­ 
fornia re-election chairman. His 
name has been included in 
speculation about 1976, howev- 
sr, since last November’s bal­ 
loting. 
He has brushed aside any 
such suggestion by saying he 
Hadn’t made up his mind about 
1974 yet, let alone 1976. 
In response to the Salvatori 
i-omment. Reagan said: “ I 
don’t know that Henry Salvatori 
said anything of that kind... so 
no comment.”

Report On 
Handicapped 
Education 


With 40 children currently in 
classes for the educationally 
handicapped and another 45 
children on the waiting list, the 
Old Adobe School District board 
last night heard a detailed 
progress report on the district's 
school psychologist program 


Commenting that the pro­ 
gram is comparatively new to 
school districts and that Petalu- 
ma’s Old Adobe District is 
breaking fresh ground, trustee 
William V. Young suggested the 
board schedule a meeting to 
decide “ what psychological 
services should provide to the 
schools.” 


Barbara Cochran, school psy­ 
chologist, and Nina Manrath, 
education specialist and profes­ 
sor of child development at 
Sonoma State College, reported 
that half the students this year 
spent some time in regular 
classes. 


Students are reevaluated at 
least once a year after return­ 
ing to normal classes, said pro­ 
fessor Manrath. “ We have the 
psychological data on the child, 
we talk with the teachers and 
watch how they function within 
the group.” The goal, she said, 
is a well-rounded, well-function­ 
ing individual. 
Mrs. Cochran said that al­ 
though cooperation and commu­ 
nication from regular teachers 
had been good, many still have 
questions about the program. 
She suggested teachers attend 
and observe the work in the 
special classes. 
Trustee Margaret Kullberg 
warned against spreading the 
program thin by acting as so­ 
cial workers. She said that be­ 
cause the City of Petaluma 
lacked counseling clinics for 
parents and children, the school 
psychologists may be called to 
work out of the classroom. 
The Old Adobe School District 
board also: 
FUNDS — Was told that $4,440 
budgeted for the program for the 
mentally retarded has been spent 
and that another $3,000 will be 
soon, at which time support for 
the project will have to come 
from the general fund. 
BOARD — Suggested a date for 
the selection of a district advisory 
board for the Early Childhood 
Education program and to set up 
a schedule for recommendations 
by the local boards on where to 
set up the first E C E program 
COLLEGE — Accepted stu­ 
dents Mary Landis and Liz Var­ 
ney as aides to the Early Child­ 
hood Education program 
RESIGNATION — Accepted the

A Possible Conflict Seen 
In Shopping Center Plans

Plans for major shopping 
centers in Corte Madera and 
Larkspur run counter to the 
proposed Marin Countywide 
Plan which those cities, along 
with others in the county, are 
being asked to approve. 


That, at least, is the conclu­ 
sion of Walter Patrick Smith, 
general manager of the North- 
gate Mall shopping center, in 
an analysis of some effects of 
the countywide plan from a 
business standpoint. 


Smith’s analysis notes that 
the propsoed 75-acre center in 
east Corte Madera is based on 
estimates of $30 million to $50 
million annual sales volume, 
and the proposed expansion of 
the Bon Air Center in Larkspur 
calls for $50 million in annual 
sales. 


To divert that amount of busi­ 
ness from existing shopping 
areas in Marin would result in 
widespread blight, he holds. 
The combined total of the two 


proposed centers calls for an 
increase of about one-third in 
the county’s total retail sales. 
This would mean that “ 69,000 
more people will have to move 
into the area and do all of their 
retail store buying— including 
groceries — at these two new 
shopping centers; a population 
increase of one-third” to justify 
the developments, says Smith’s 
analysis. 


The countywide plan, howev­ 
er, calls for an increase of only 


60,000 people in the next 10 
years. 


Creation of such large shop­ 
ping centers also would require 
new highway linkups, and new 
street patterns and street wid­ 
ening in both Corte Madera and 
Larkspur, Smith holds, noting: 


“ Most of the problems of con­ 
centrating people and com­ 
merce into one corridor” (as 
proposed in the countywide 
plan) “ will be problems of 
transport. The people must be 
allowed to move around within 
the corridor, frequently in cir­ 
cumstances requiring auto use 
rather than public transit.” 


He quotes Division of High- 


ways figures that 6,000 cars 
daily leave Highway 101 at the 
Tamalpais Drive interchange in 
Corte Madera and 17,000 daily 
leave at the Sir Francis Drake 
Boulevard interchange in Lark­ 
spur. Both these figures would 
be substantially increased by 
adjacent major shopping cen­ 
ters, he contends. 


However, the countywide 
plan calls for minimal road 
improvements to try to force 
people onto public transit. It 
also calls for scenic open space 
between communities and rec­ 
ommends that the “eastern cor­ 
ridor” communities “ stop con­ 
tinued 
dispersal of new 
shopping centers.”

Bill Seeks 
Funds Now 
For Approach 


I-J Special Report 
SACRAMENTO - A bill to 
require the California Highway 
Commission to appropriate 
funds to rebuild the deadly San 
Francisco approach to the 
Golden Gate Bridge was intro­ 
duced today by Assemblyman 
John F. Foran, D-San Francis­ 
co. 


Calling the Doyle Drive ap­ 
proach “blood alley' 
and a 
form of “Russian roulette,” the 
legislator said his bill would 
order immediate funding of the 
project. 
The commission’s present 
plans call for funding the 
project in 1977, while Foran 
noted efforts to improve the 
roadway have been made sinee 
the end of World War II. 
He pointed out that there 
have been 17 fatalities since 
1969 and 409 accidents since 
1967 on the short stretch. 
His bill calls for widening the 
lanes from 10 to 12 feet, con­ 
structing a concrete median 
barrier and addition of ade­ 
quate merging lanes. 


The Humanities 
Major To Find 
Jobs Difficult 


STANFORD (UPI) - Jobs 
will be more plentiful for June 
university graduates, except for 
those majoring in the humani­ 
ties, a Stanford University re­ 
searcher said Tuesday. 
“It appears as though liberal 
arts and humanities majors in

TEL AVIV (UPI) - Rabbi 
Meir Kahane, head of the mili­ 
tant Jewish Defense League, 
said Tuesday the government 
should pay Arabs to leave Is­ 
rael. A Christian Arab said 
many of his brethren would go 
if they could afford it. 
Kahane said he was working 
in Arab villages in the hills of 
the Galilee region to sign up 
Arabs wishing to leave. 
“I do not want to live in an 
atmosphere of tension caused 
partly by the activities of ter­ 
rorists,” said Emanual Kuri, 
46, a Christian Arab and a 
teacher from Fassuta, a village 
in Western Galilee. 


Navy Is Cutting 
Food Bill Down 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Navy has substituted hamburg­ 
er for steak on its menus be­ 
cause of rising food prices. 
In a Navywide message, 
Adm. Elmo R. Zumwalt cited a 
20 per cent increase in the cost 
of Navy chow over the past six 
months and he, like many a 
housewife, ordered the food list 
changed to keep the budget 
more in line. 
Zumwalt, chief of naval op­ 
erations, told food managers to 
stop getting “selected high-cost 
luxury and convenience items.” 
These include steak, roasts, 
lamb chops and lobsters.

Celebration over one legal 
victory apparently led to the 
arrest in Marin of one-time 
night club operator Uoyd K.

Downton, 42, received word 
Tuesday that his conviction in 
connection with a 1971 “sex 
show” case had been reversed 
by the state District Court of 
Appeal.

They’re the 
same people that put up Shelter 
Ridge in Mill Valley, and who’s 
ever heard anything compli­ 
mentary about that?” 


Once the momentous decision 
to go to law had been taken, the 
question of paying for it contin­ 
ued.

The Haehls collected art 
works from friends and cleared 
over $400 for the court fund 
from a two-day sale at the 
Redwoods Presbyterian Church 
in Larkspur in November. 
The next fund-raising project 
will be a benefit performance of 
the Ross Valley Players pro­ 
duction of “How the Other Half 
Loves” at the Bam in the Art 
and Garden Center in Ross on 
March 2, at 8:30 p.m. All pro­ 
ceeds will go to help pay court 
costs.

Hospital's 
Room Rates 
Increased 


Room rates at Marin General 
Hospital will rise $6 a day 
effective tomorrow because of 
$339,635 salary increases grant­ 
ed to employees last night by 
the Marin Hospital District 
oard. 
Hospital Administrator Ray 
K. Bolinger said the raises to 
be paid in February range up to 
the 5.5 per cent allowed by the 
federal government. The an­ 
nual total increase also includes 
$28,000 for increased social se­ 
curity taxes. 
Room rates under the new 
schedule will include $71 a day 
for beds in the medical-surgi­ 
cal, obstetrics and pediatrics 
units. Semi-private and private 
rooms will range from $74 to 
$82, and beds in the intensive 
care unit will be $166 a day. 
Bolinger said Marin General 
rates will still be comparable to 
most hospitals in the Bay Area 
and will be lower than some. 
In another financial action 
last night, the board authorized 
asking bids for remodeling of 
the medical records and radiol­ 
ogy departments, estimated to 
cost $150,000. 
The bids for the work, which 
will include a new building on 
the site of the community Men­ 
tal Health Center patio for med­ 
ical records, will be received at 
the Feb. 27 meeting of the 
board. 


Legal Flap By

P e ta lu m a ’s co n tro v ersial 
growth control system finished 
its first complete cycle last 
night as the city council ap­ 
proved development allotments 
for 1973-74 in a smooth session 
that brought only minor com­ 
plaints from builders. 


The council carried out its 
year-old policy of limiting 
growth to a maximum of 500 
living units per year by alloting 
427 units to eight developers. 


The 16 applications had been 
rated numerically by the devel­ 
opment allotment board after a 
lengthy series of meetings and 
a public hearing. Six developers 
protested their ratings, but the 
council overturned only one de­ 
cision of the board. 
Mayor Helen Putnam warned 
the developers that receiving 
an allotment is not complete 
assurance that they will receive 
permits to build. In some cases, 
developers must still seek an­ 
nexation, rezoning and design 
approval. Should a developer 
fail to get approval on precise 
plans, his allotment would be 
passed on to the developer with 
the next highest rating. 


City Clerk Lillian Nommsen 
was instructed to put the allot­ 
ments in resolution form for 
adoption at the council meeting 
Monday at 7:30 p.m. 
The council also stuck to its 
policy of balanced growth be­ 
tween East and West Petaluma 
and a balance between single­ 
family homes and apartments. 
The balance system called for 
125 eastside houses, 125 eastside 
apartments, 135 westside apart­ 
ments and 120 westside single­ 
family homes. 
Qantas Development Corp. 
enjoyed the lone appeal success 
before the council. John Joslyn 
argued that additional points 
should be received for having 
an adequate drainage plan 
since the points should not be a 
matter of individual opinion. 
The council agreed to give 
Qantas the additional points 
which pushed the point total 
over the previously high rating 
of Norman Johnson. 
Although allotments for west­ 
side development fell below the 
250 unit maximum with 177 
units, the council rejected the 
appeal of Camille Enterprises 
for 33 homes and 67 apartment 
units south of Hillcrest Hospi­ 
tal. 
Patrick Maguire of Camille 
argued that such a study would 
cost $50,000 and could not be 
undertaken unless some assur­ 


ance plans would be approved 
and the project actually carried 
out. 
Other appeals also fell on 
deaf ears, including Caster Mo­ 
bile Home Corp. which predict­ 
ed financial failure if plans 
were rejected for 100 units on 
North McDowell Boulevard. 
Representatives said an $800,- 
000 bank note could not be met 
in April if plans to expand 
Petaluma Estates Mobile Home 
Park were rejected. 
Though disgruntled, the re­ 
jected developers lodged only 
minor complaints and none 
threatened court action to force 
the city to allow them to devel­ 
op. City Atty. Edouard E. Rob­ 
ert has consistently warned the 
city council that lawsuits could 
be brought since the policy has 
yet to be tested anywhere in 
courts. 
The allotments, and firms, 
listed in order of ratings re­ 
ceived, are: 
Westside single homes: Ron­ 
ald Nunn with six units on 
Dickson Hill; Arthur Condiotti 
Enterprises with 100 units on I 
Street extension; and J. W. 
Combs with 12 units on Cherry 
Street. 
Westside apartments: Lyle D. 
Hood with eight units on Grant 
Avenue and Camille Enterpris­ 
es with 51 units on Keokuk 
Street. 
Eastside single homes: Mari­ 
no Crinella of Westland Devel­ 
opment Corp., 116 units on Ely 
Road adjacent to Casa Grande 
Junior-Senior High School. 
Eastside apartments: Qantas, 
100 units at the rear of Wash­ 
ington Square Shopping Center, 
and Norman Johnson, 25 units 
on Stuart Drive. 
Rating scores for all develop­ 
ment applications, losers as 
well as winners, were reported 
in the Dec. 22 edition of the 
Independent-J oumal. 


Teamsters Local 856, which 
has been picketing Marin Gen­ 
eral Hospital since Jan. 8, last 
night lost another bid to repre­ 
sent some of the hospital em­ 
ployees. 
In the meantime, the Mann 
County Employees Association 
also indicated it would like to 
act as bargaining agent for the 
employees. 
The Teamsters had originally 
asked recognition as the bar­ 
gaining unit for the hospital’s 
housekeeping staff. This re­ 
quest was turned down by the 
Marin Hospital District board 
on the grounds the housekeep­ 
ers were not a large enough 
department by themselves. 
Then the Teamsters submit­ 
ted a new request, seeking to 
represent the storekeepers and 
gardener. Since this group 
numbers only four men, hospi­ 
tal administrator Ray K. Bollin­ 
ger said, the board agreed an 
“appropriate unit still had not 
been specified.” 
The matter was referred to 
the board’s personnel commit- 
t0£ 
Frank O’Connell, general 
manager of the Marin County 
Employees Association, who 
was at last night’s board meet­ 
ing, said his group also wants 
to represent the hospital em­ 
ployees. 
At the present time, only the 
registered nurses, licensed vo­ 
cational nurses and hospital en­ 
gineers have collective bargain­ 
ing units.

Financial W o e s Unsolved 
A t M ill V a lle y Library 
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A B reak S ough t

The Mill Valley City Council 
refused last night to cut hours 
at its financially shaky library 
and again asked the chief li­ 
brarian and city manager to 
work on reducing library costs. 
The two are to report the 
results at a fourth special meet­ 
ing on the library’s financial 
crisis on Feb. 27. For several 
months the library had been 
overrunning its annual budget 
of $153,878 by as much as $2,000 
per month. The city staff now 
estimates the monthly deficit at 
$800 to $900. 
Last night, the council and 
library board heard librarian 
Alberta L. Hankenson suggest 
that the library could cut back 
its hours from 60 to 42 per 
week, lay off seven part-time 
employees to get within its 
budget. 
Most of the council and the 
city manager rejected the idea 
as too drastic. 
“ It would be like having the 
police department open only 17 
hours a day and having all of 
them run around like crazy to 
protect the town during those 
hours,.” said City Mgr. William 
H. Cunningham. 
Councilman Robert E. Burton 
objected that cutting hours 
would be a temporary stopgap 
that would not deal with in­ 
creasing costs of the library in 
the future. 
Cunningham himself recom­ 
mended that he could maintain 
present library service while 
cutting costs if allowed to jug­ 
gle tasks and fire two full-time 
library staff members. Cun- 
ningiiam presented cost and 
employee statistics from other 
Bay Area municipal libraries 
and maintained that the Mill 
Valley library was being oper­ 
ated more expensively than the 
rest. 
Library board member Eu­ 
gene W. McGeorge also report­ 
ed to the council that it would 
be difficult to have the county 
take over the Mill Valley li­ 
brary. “ It would be problemati­ 
cal at this point whether the 
county would want us,” he said. 
“ We’re not in a terribly good 
bargaining position.” 
The council and library board 
finally voted unanimously to 
have Miss Hankenson and Cun-

Broemmel, would save affected 
homeowners approximately $40 
on their property tax bill, the 
senator’s office said. 
The option to find “ reasona­ 
ble cause for late filings was 
applied inequitably in m any 
counties, and proved too costly 
to check, the senator's staff 
said. 
The bill, requiring a two- 
thirds vote in each house, would 
take effect immediately so it 
could apply to claims for next 
fiscal year. The bill would shift 
the deadline for late filings 
from June 15 to Dec. 10. 


Idling Engines 
Said To Cause 
Worse Pollution 


SPOKANE, Wash. (UPI) - 
An idling engine can only lead 
to no good, an automobile asso­ 
ciation official says. 
Cars allowed to idle on cold 
m ornings cause unnecessary 
air pollution without warming 
up the vehicle’s vital parts, said 
Gary H. Matters. 


“ We know that an idling en­ 
gine produces more pollution 
than one that is moving,” he 
said.

SACRAMENTO (UPD - Gov. 
Ronald Reagan yesterday criti­ 
cized America’s fighting of the 
Vietnam war because it was 
“ unwilling to win it and unable 
to end it.” 


I “ I question the right of any 
government to ask men to fight 
lor their country and die for 
their country if that country 
isn’t willing and doesn’t believe 
a cause enough to go forward 
and end the war by winning it,” 
Said Reagan. 
The Republican governor, 
who wears a bracelet of an 
American soldier still listed as 
missing in action, noted with 
some emotion in his voice that 
•“there’s a great uselss sacri- 
lice” in any war.

* Reagan commented on the 
#ar in reply to a news confer­ 
ence question. It was his first 
public comments on the con­ 
flict-other than a prepared 
statement—since peace was an­ 
nounced. 
m 
Reagan, regarded as a Viet­ 
nam “ hawk” when such char­ 
acterizations were popular, was 
asked whether he considered 
the war worth it for this coun­ 
try. He did not answer directly. 
“ I think the war was badly 
fought for many years,” he 
said, adding that President 
Kennedy committed troops con­ 
trary to President Eisenhower’s 
policies. 


“ Once in it was a constant 
case of escalating,” he said. 
“ My greatest criticism down 
through the years of the war is 
that under two administrations 
they apparently were unwilling 
to win it and unable to end it.” 


Reagan also commented on 
these topics: 
Future—“ I’m just a fellow 
who can’t make up his mind,” 
the governor said when asked if 
he had decided whether to run 
for the U.S. Senate next year. 
Reagan replied flatly “ no” 
when asked whether he was 
considering running for a third 
gubernatorial term. He said a 
decision on the Senate race was 
“ not that pressing.” 
Surplus—The governor stood 
by what he told a group of high 
school students Monday, that he 
is leaning toward an income tax 
rebate and a delay in the sales 
tax as a combination way of 
returning an 1 million surplus 
to the taxpayers. 
Spending—He insisted “ I’m 
just as ‘scroogie’ as I always 
was” when it comes to govern­ 
ment spending, despite a nearly 
$9.3 billion budget proposal 
twice as big as his first one 
seven years ago. 
Reapportionment—He said he 
will oppose any legislative at­ 
tempt to “ gerrymander” dis­ 
tricts in their rush to reappor­ 
tion the Senate and Assembly 
before the State Supreme court 
acts. He also said “ there is a 
built in conflict of interest” in 
the legislature reapportioning 
itself. “ We’ve got to come to an 
end to this every 10 years 
cutting up the state like a 
melon to suit whoever happens 
to be in power.”

Concerned about the effect ol 
competition on a lagging dowm- 
town area, the Novato Cit> 
Council last night put off deci­ 
sion on a request for commer­ 
cial zoning at the future Row­ 
land Boulevard interchange on 
Highway 101. 
Alfred Bum of Mill Valley, 
who plans to develop a shop­ 
ping center on the Pinheirc 
Ranch, said that major devel­ 
opment at the interchange “will 
kill the downtown” section ol 
the city. 
The 34 acres of commercial 
zoning is being sought by Nova­ 
to Center Inc. as part of a plan 
for a 3S-hole golf course, motel- 
convention center, lake, over­ 
night motor coach park, tennis 
courts and industrial park on 
the 455-acre Hanna Ranch 
northeast of Highways 101 and 
37. 
Attorney Quentin Cook said 
that the commercial zoning is 
vital to the entire plan and that 
the commercial uses planned 
wouldn’t conflict with down- 


town business, but would be 
oriented to the highway. 
“ We’re not talking about 
downtown use,” Cook said. 
“We’re talking about a regional 
type, drawing from all direc­ 
tions.” 
^ Council George C. Quesada 
said approval of 34 acres of 
commercial zoning “could jeop­ 
ardize the downtown plan and 
what we hope to accomplish on 
the Pinheiro site.” 
Councilman Fred F. Ruegg 
said he hoped the developers 
could get the kind of tenants 
that would attract people to 
Novato.

Supervisors To Study Removal 
Of Drydocks In Richardson Bay 


The Marin County Board of 
Supervisors voted yesterday to 
study how much it will cost to 
remove what one supervisor 
called “ a county wart,” the 
abandoned and derelict dry­ 
docks in Richardson Bay. 
The board agreed to set up a 
committee headed by Sausalito 
Mayor Robin Sweeny and Su­ 
pervisor Michael Wornum, 
whose district encompasses 
Sausalito and the drydocks. 
The committee is to find out 
if the World War II vintage 
docks, long declared an eyesore 


by Sausalito city fathers and 
county officials, can be burned 
to water level and removed for 
less than the $40,000 set aside 
for that purpose two years ago. 
Subsequent to that time, the 
board was informed that the 
Army Corps of Engineers could 
remove the docks if authorized 
and funded from Washington. 
The matter lapsed and in No­ 
vember of last year the corps 
told the board that given opti­ 
mum political conditions in 
Washington, it would be at least 
two years before funds could be 


made available for their remov­ 
al. 
Results of the committee’s 
findings are expected to lead to 
funds being set aside in the 
1973-74 budget that will sound 
the death knell for the docks, 
once the subject of dreams by 
their owner to transform them 
into a $2.5 million educational 
and cultural complex. 
The meeting room rocked 
with laughter when Mayor 
Sweeny ran down the present 
state of ownership of the docks: 
They technically belong to 


¿ausalito artist Chris Roberts, 
who is behind in his payments 
on them to the Bank of Ameri­ 
ca, but a stipulation in the 
contract reads “ that if he does 
not keep up his payments, the 
bank will not repossess.” 
The docks nearly burned 
down in 1970 when one wall 
mysteriously erupted in flames, 
a fire doused by a San Francis­ 
co fireboat to the delight of 
Roberts and his supporters and 
but to the vociferous dismay of 
many public officials.

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Novato Sets Survey 
On Fund Direction 


The Novato City Council is 
going to make a random survey 
of about 500 city residents on 
what they believe ¿Jie city 
should do with its $115,000 in 
federal revenue sharing funds. 
Councilman George C. Quesa- 
da, who voted against the sur­ 
vey last night, called it an 
“ exercise in futility” that 
“ frustrates representational 
government.” He said the coun­ 
cil was elected to “ do this job” 
of determining how the funds 
should be allocated. 
Councilman Fred F. Ruegg 
said it would give the council a 
“ good reading” of what resi­ 
dents consider their priorities 
for use of the funds. The council 
hears mostly from “ organized 
groups” and the survey ques­ 
tionnaire will provide opinion 
from the “ average citizens” 
who don’t attend council or 
planning commission hearings, 
he said. 


A Citation 
On 'Shaggy 
Dog' Story 


I-J Special Report 
SAN ANDREAS - The pub­ 
lisher of a small mountain 
newspaper goes to court Feb. 21 
to fight a contempt citation 
issued in connection with an 
editorial he wrote criticizing 
the local judge. 
The case is the first in the 
nation in which a newspaper 
has been cited for contempt in 
connection with an editorial, 
said Oscar A. Mellin, publisher 
of the Calaveras Enterprise, a 
weekly newspaper in this old 
Gold Rush county which was 
made famous by Mark Twain’s 
story of “ The Celebrated Jump­ 
ing Frog of Calaveras County.” 
(Mellin is the father of Lois 
Truett of Novato, whose hus­ 
band, Harold, is Marin County 
public defender.) 
“ We won’t be suppressed,” 
said Mellin, who is also a law­ 
yer. “ We’re going to fight this. 
If you don’t fight the little 
fights, you lose the big ones.” 
he said. 
The Enterprise printed an ed­ 
itorial on Jan. 17 in which it 
suggested that the local justice 
court of Judge Howard Blewett 
resembled a “ kangaroo court.” 
The editorial was signed by 
Mellin. 
The editorial specifically crit­ 
icized the handling of a case in 
which Judge Blewett ordered 
seizure of a dog trespassing on 
his property, then brought 
charges against the dog’s own­ 
er and presided over the pretri­ 
al hearing even though he him­ 
self was the complainant. 
Mellins’ editorial described it 
as a “ ludicrous situation where 
the judge deliberately had a 
neighbor’s dog trapped and 
then hailed the owner into his 
court, set the bail and then 
tried to sit in judgement on the 
case.” 
“ In our view,” the editorial 
said, “ this gives credence to 
some local lawyers' opinions 
that our local judicial courts 
have a strong resemblance to 
kangaroo courts.” 
“ Despite the fact that that 
this case shows the ludicrous 
actions of the court from a 
legal standpoint,” the editorial 
adds, “ it is one of the funniest 
‘shaggy dog’ stories we have 
heard in years.” 
Mellin said he was served 
with the contempt citation Sun­ 
day. 
Mellin said he had contacted 
the Publishers Auxiliary in 
Washington, D.C. and was told 
his was the first case on record 
of a newspaper being cited for 
contempot in connection with 
an editorial. 
Judge Blewett could not be 
reached for comment.

Rail Sandbagging Blamed 
For Novato Flood Water 


City Mgr. Charles A. Brown 
reported to the Novato City 
Council last night that sandbag­ 
ging of the Northwestern Pacif­ 
ic Railroad Co. trestle was 
“ probably the single most im­ 
portant contributing factor to 
the high level of flooding expe­ 
rienced two weeks ago. 
The sandbagging raised the 


level of Novato Creek nearly 
two feet at the trestle by pre­ 
venting water from spilling 
over into adjacent fields “ and 
added one to one-and-one-half 
feet to the water surface eleva­ 
tion through Nave Gardens,” he 
said. 
“This caused water to spill 
out of Nave Gardens along its 


south side and flood the Auto­ 
mart subdivision, Yukon Way 
and Scottsdale,” Brown report­ 
ed. 
Novato is working with the 
flood control zone “ to persuade 
the railroad to find alternate 
means of protecting their tres­ 
tle so sandbagging with its re­ 
sulting increase in the creek 
level will not be necessary,” 
Brown said.

Energy Crisis 
Seen Within 
Armed Forces 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex. (UPD - 
For the first time since World 
War II, the United States faces 
the possibility it may not be 
able to routinely provide all the 
fuel needed by its armed 
forces, a Pentagon spokesman 
has said. 
Richard T. Mathews, a De­ 


fense Department petroleum 
expert, told an industry-mili­ 
tary jet fuel symposium Tues­ 
day that the Pentagon was una­ 
ble to buy enough jet fuel in 
December to meet its require­ 
ments in the Pacific, an arfea 
that included the Indochina war 
zone. 
Mathews said most of the 
attention on the energy crisis 
has been focused toward do­ 
mestic problems, but he said 
the Defense Department has 
been having difficulties too.

American Savings and Loan 
Association 
has

suit 
against the Town of Corte Ma­ 
dera for $750,000 damages aris­ 
ing from the town council's 
November rezoning of the quar­ 
ry site. 
The suit, filed by attorney 
Edmund L. Regalia of Oakland, 
,claims the rezoning constitutes 
•‘inverse condemnation, confis­ 
cation without com pensation 
and denial of due process.” 
It also alleges the “downzori- 
ing was for the purpose of 
devaluation with a view to ac­ 
quiring same for open space for 
* less than the fair m arket val­ 
ue.” 
American Savings had want­ 
ed the 20.5-acre site on the 
wooded hillside behind the 
Corte Madera regional library 
zoned R-2 to permit high densi­ 
ty housing, with a maximum of 
■ 209 units. 
But at its meeting last Nov. 
20 the council voted 3-1 to re­ 
zone the quarry to R-l Planned 
Unit Development, a category 
which will permit up to 111 
housing units clustered in the 
site's center. 
The decision was greeted 
with wild applause from a large 
audience that had long opposed 
the proposed denser housing on 
a site which is included in the 
Northridge Open Space Plan. 
In the suit, which Corte Ma­ 
dera Town Mgr. 
Ronald E. 
Bartels said was filed in Marin 
Superior Court last week, Re­ 
galia stated the $750,000 dam­

Oft-postponed completion of 
the W arm Springs dam in 
Northern Sonoma County was 
«ret back another year this week 
when a third of its scheduled 
outlay was slashed in the feder­ 
al water resources budget. 
Gordon Miller, chief engineer 
of the Sonoma County Water 
Agency, said $3,850,000 was 
budgeted for dam construction 
while $9 to $10 million was 
expected to keep the project on 
the latest schedule. 
The water conservation dam 
near Cloverdale was originally 
approved in 1962, at which time 
com pletion was exptectd by 
1968. Miller said the funding 
loss now defers the finish date 
to 1978-79. 
The budgeted funds will per­ 
m it continued relocation of 
roads and construction of a 
conduit, but will not allow con­ 
struction of the m ain dam 
structure as planned. 
When completed, the project 
by the Army Corps of Engi­ 
neers will be known as Lake 
Sonoma, and recreation areas 
will cover 17.440 acres.

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BUTCHER'S TIP 
Cutting Up Meat At Home 
Can Mean Money Savings 


You can save money by cut­ 
ting up meat at home, accord­ 
ing to Merle Ellis, a butcher at 
the Comer Market in Tiburon. 


Ellis will give three public 
lectures and demonstrations, 
sponsored by St. Hilary’s Wom­ 
en’s Club Gourmet Group at the 
Tiburon home of Mrs. Bryan 


Cowman on Feb. 6, 13 and 20 
from 10 a.m. to noon. 
A former television producer, 
Ellis resigned from his' job to 
make documentary films. “ For 
the last six months I have had 
to fall back on my trade; I was 
a journeyman meat cutter 
when I graduated from high 
school,’’ he said. 


He has explained butchering 
on television shows and hopes 
to teach cooking classes. At the 
meat counter he plans a dozen 
menus a week for customers 
who ask, “ What shall I have for 
dinner?” he said. Ellis is writ­ 
ing a cookbook naming meat 
cuts first and then giving a 
variety of recipes for them “ so

Austrians Really Mean It 
When They Say 'Soup's On' 


“ Soup’s On” is an official 
announcement to be taken liter­ 
ally in any Austrian household 
— because they mean just that. 
The love of soup is as native 
to the Austrian taste as the 
passion for sweets and twice a 
day, at lunch and dinner, soup 
provides an integral part of the 
menu. 
It can be thin soup or thick 
soup, bisque or bouillon. It can 
be chicken or beef or fish soup, 
filled with either dumplings, 
artichokes, spinach, potatoes, 
onions or peas or it could be all 
of them. But whatever soup it is 
you can be sure that it will be 
served in the true Austrian 
style of elegance — a steaming 
tureen or a beautifully decorat­ 
ed bouillon cup. 
It has been said that an 
Austrian girl preparing for her 
wedding would not worry as 
much about her blankets and 


linens as she would about her 
soup tureens, bouillon cups and 
saucers. 


Three Austrian soups that 
have been slightly changed to 
help the American consumer 
prepare them more quickly are 
the following: 
Austrian Zwiebelsuppe. w'hich 
is similar to a French onion, 
has been topped with a slice of 
French bread broiled with a 
coating of grated Austrian 
Swiss cheese. The appearance 
and flavor of the hot cheese 
adds a delightful touch. 
Austrian Potato Potage may 
be thought of as a healthy 
winter soup filled with protein 
and vitamins and packed with a 
great flavor. Especially popular 
as an apres-ski dish. 
Austrian Swiss Vichyssoise is 
considered more of a gourmet 
item. But even though it is a 
cold soup, you can enjoy it all

that when you see a loin of pork 
on sale, you grab it and look in 
my book to find out what to do 
with it.” 


There are two basic kinds of 
meat — tender or tough. There 
are two basic kinds of cooking 
methods — dry and moist, he 
said. 
If you know the cut comes 
from a less tender portion of 
the animal, it needs moist cook­ 
ing. Use it in any braised dish 
like stew which calls for mois­ 
ture to tenderize the meat, he 
said. 


YOU CAN save money by 
knowing which cuts of meat you 
need for your recipe, the butch­ 
er said. 4 


Meat buyers often are con­ 
fused because recipe names 
have gotten into the show case, 
mixed up with names of beef 
cuts. “ I have seen six different 
meat cuts labeled Chateaub­ 
riand. It could be anything 
from tenderloin to top round; 
they are selling the name,” he 
said. 
A number of different steaks 
can be used for Swiss steak and 
many cost less than what the 
meat market has labeled as 
Swiss steak. Often people buy 
more expensive cuts of meat 
than they need, he said. 


A customer who wants to 
make a stew usually buys meat 
labeled beef stew. To econo­ 
mize, she should instead buy a 
large chuck roast at a lower 
price per pound and cut it up at 
home into stew beef, strips for 
Chinese dishes, steaks and 
make soup from the bone, the 
butcher said. 
“ Certain portions of chuck 
can be broiled using tenderizer. 
The first cut of chuck is only a 
knife cut away from prime rib; 
cut it for broiling. That is the 
one the butcher is apt to charge 
less for because it has more fat 
and waste,” said Ellis. 


He believes people spend too 
much money for chicken parts. 
Instead, buy the whole-body 
chickens and cut them up at 
home. In most cases a good 
portion of a pre-cut chicken 
breast is, in fact, part of the 
back, he said. 


“ YOU CAN often buy a 
whole-body chicken for what 
you pay for one breast,” Ellis 
said. 


Collect necks, backs and 
wings in your freezer until you 
have enough to make sauces 
and soups, he suggested. 


“ You will be hard pressed to 
find a friendly butcher who will 
bone chicken breasts and stuff 
them with crab or prepare 
chicken wings Chinese style for 
hors d oeuvres. But you can do 
it yourself; it’s fun and less 
expensive,” he said. 


Ellis uses a 10-inch steak 
knife and a seven-inch boning 
knife which were given to him 
over 10 years ago by his father, 
a butcher in Mill Valley. Nei­ 
ther knife cost more than $8. He 
never takes his knives from the

Remove tips (reserve for 
soup) from:

2 tablespoons soy sauce 
1 tablespoon sherry 
2 slices fresh ginger root, 
minced 
2 green onions, chopped 


Vz teaspoon minced garlic

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Care Will Keep 
Cheeses Tasty 


Cheese demands proper care 
for good taste and maximum 
shelf-life, according to Dairy 
Council of California. 
“ To preserve original flavor 
and appearance, cheese should 
be well wrapped and refrigerat­ 
ed at all times.” said Miss Sara 
Cina, Dairy Council nutrition 
consultant. 
According to Miss Cina. the 
type of cheese and care given 
dictate cheese shelf-life. Hard 
cheese, such as Cheddar. Swiss, 
Edam and Gouda, may be kept 
up to eight weeks. Soft cheeses, 
like cream and cottage, do not 
improve with age and should be 
used within a few days of pur­ 
chase. 
The longer some cheeses are 
held, even under the best re­ 
frigeration, the sharper the fla­ 
vor becomes. This is due to the 
continuing curing process of 
cheese. 
• WHATEVER ITS variety, 
cheese should be kept well 
wrapped,” said Miss Cina. 
“ The original wrapping is ade­ 
quate until the cheese has been 
unwrapped. Once the cheese is 
cut. however, it becomes neces­ 
sary to cover with a plastic 
wrap or foil to exclude all air. 
Wrapping the cheese keeps it 
moist and fresh. It also causes 
mold to grow but this is gener­ 
ally not harmful and does not 
affect the eating quality. 
“ If mold should develop, cut 
or scrape it off with a clean 
knife,” said Miss Cina. “ And 
then wash the knife so the mold 
won’t 
spread, 
rewrap the 
cheese in fresh wrapping and 
refrigerate.” 
Blue, Brie, Camembert and 
other strong-flavored cheeses 
should be well wrapped as well 
as stored in air tight containers 
to keep flavor from spreading 
to other food. 


Lamb Often 


Is Ignored 


It’s the wise shopper who 
takes advantage of the wide 
variety of meat cuts in her 
retailer's display case. In the 
scramble for beef and pork, 
lamb too often is ignored. Then 
too, there’s more to lamb than 
legs and loin chops. 
Chops from the lamb shoul­ 
der cost less yet also are flavor- 
some and nutritious. These arm 
and blade lamb chops can be 
broiled or braised. They are 
especially inviting when glazed 
with jelly —be it apple, mint or 
currant.

“ Cheese that will not be used 
in a reasonable amount of time 
can be frozen and kept for 
several months," said Miss 
Cina. “ This may affect the tex­ 
ture of the cheese but it will not 
affect flavor." 


Low-moisture cheese like 
Cheddar, Swiss, Edam and 
Gouda, 
freeze better than 
cheese high in moisture, such 
as cottage or processed. 


TO FR EEZ E cheese, accord­ 
ing to Miss Cina, cut in one-half 
pound pieces, wrap with mois­ 
ture-proof paper or foil and 
freeze quickly at zero degrees 
or colder. Quickly-frozen cheese 
does not become crumbly when 
thawed. When ready for use, 
thaw slowly in the refrigerator 
and eat as soon as possible. 


“ Cheese is best served at 
room temperature,” said Miss 
Cina. “ Most cheeses, except for 
cottage, taste best when laid 
out at room temperature. 30 
minutes prior to serving time.”

Good Lighting Plays Key 
Part In Today's Designs

CHICAGO — An international 
hom e-furnishings m ark et is 
hardly the place to go for seren­ 
ity. Not at this particular mo­ 
ment in history. 
Color is riotous. Pattern is 
upon pattern, upon pattern, and 
“ busy.” Furniture design is ex­ 
uberant with curves, moldings, 
turnings, the shine of metal, 
and the pillowed and padded 
trappings of fat, soft seating. 
We are in a state of more — 
more of everything — more 
plastic furniture, more chrome, 
m ore strip ed fabrics, m ore 
back-to-nature wood finishes, 
and “ ecological” things that 
grow plants indoors. 
We are in a period when 
many styles coexist and are of 
equal importance. The home­ 
maker can feel free to ask 
“ What suits me and my family 
best?” 
The wonder of it all is that 
homemakers can winnow their 
way through the choices and 
come up with homes that ade­ 
quately reflect themselves and 
their families. 


THAT THEY do so is demon­ 
strated in the Burlington House 
Award homes featured here. 
These 
prove that Americans 
now really understand “eclecti­ 
cism” and are applying it to 
their homes. They are mixing 
and mingling periods with free­ 
dom and skill, and using color 
with adventure and excitement. 
New colors and new m ateri­ 
als have made a world of differ­ 
ence to A m erican s in their 
whole approach to their envi­ 
ronment, says a Burlington In­ 
dustries executive. And these 
real-life homes show where the 
trends 
really 
are — in the 
natural look, in ecological inter­ 
ests, personal collections, and 
in the expression of individuali­ 
ty and a host of do-it-yourself 
talents. 


Marin 
Women 
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The Chinese influence, which 
blossomed with much timeli­ 
ness in 1972, continues unabat­ 
ed. 
It is obvious in several 
showrooms at this market in 
the use of chinoiserie decora­ 
tion on black lacquer finishes. 
Baker is one and Union-Nation­ 
al is another which produce the 
d eco rativ e effect beautifully, 
with great artistic know-how. 


Besides bringing back chino­ 
iserie handpainted decoration, 
Union-National of Jamestown, 
N.Y., contends that furniture 
must be enhanced in yet anoth­ 
er way — with good lighting. If 
a fine painting requires fine 
lighting, reasons the company, 
so does fine furniture, with its 
richness 
and depth of wood 
grains and design details that 
can best be outlined and de­ 
fined by light. 


Consequently, this company 
invited specialists from General 
Electric to bring their latest 
lighting techniques to furniture. 
The results — in lighting china 
cabinets, chests; armoires, cu­ 
rio vitrines, buffets, and head­ 
boards —are shown at this m ar­ 
ket. 


Suddenly the lovely fretwork 
of a canopied bed is etched by 
light. 
The 
lower shelf of a 
mobile server is lighted to dis­ 
play ornaments, or serving cas­ 
seroles and platters placed on 
it. A concentrated beam of light 
(similar to a c a r’s headlight) 
penetrates down through an ex- 


quisite china cabinet, dram atiz­ 
ing the form, dimension, and 
texture of the china, glassware, 
and silver displayed on its glass 
shelves. 
These new U nion-National 
traditional pieces will probably 
lead a trend to more effective 
use of warm white florescent 
lamps in furniture, both for 
their decorative value and for 
their ability to light up back 
corners and dark recesses in 
storage cabinets. 


AS FOR other things that 
influence fashion for the home, 
the international chess matches 
left their imprint. One little 
plastic P arso n s table com es 
with a chess board printed on 
its top. com plete to plastic 
chessmen. The whole package 
is geared to retail at $11.95. 
Hundreds of new items are 
aimed at leisure-time activities 
in the home. There are game 
rugs, game tables, low party 
tables with their own low chairs 
on roll-around casters, sofa ar­ 
rangements to encourage con­ 
versation. Big bulgy sofas seat 
ten because at least six guests 
are expected to perch on engi- 
neered-for-the-purpose 
uphol­ 
stered arms and sofa backs. 
New and handsom e folding 
chairs come out for parties, but 
live in the closet otherwise. 


A lot more attention is being 
given to smallscaled furniture 
for apartments and small hous­ 
es. and designers arfcv giving 


more thought to long, narrow 
entrance halls, and what to put 
into them. Medallion shows a 
superb hall piece, a console 
that is 76 inches long and only 
11 $6 inches deep, 
Wood surfaces are certainly 
coming upwith a difference, of­ 
ten in parquet effects or in 
refined linear bucherblock ef­ 
fects. 


IN SOME ways this market 
indicates both the richness of 
new ideas in the higher price 
ran g es, and the poverty of 
ideas in m any low er-priced 
groups. Unfortunately, a grow­ 
ing influence on low-cost furni­ 
ture design is the warehouse or 
mass merchandizer who caters, 
it appears, to the lowest denom­ 
inator of taste. 
What is now being committed 
at this level in the nam e of the 
Mediterranean design is often 
hideous and vulgar. Colors are 
harsh, and design is over-florid. 
Numerous manufacturers justi­ 
fy this production with a shrug 
of ¡he shoulders and a defen­ 
sive.

NEW YORK (UPI) - Who 
says we’ve become a nation of 
savvy consum ers! 
G ranted, m any of us have 
become aw are of high prices 
often charged for shoddy m er­ 
ch an d ise. R alph N ad er has 
em erged as a man who could 
conceivably run for president. 
“ Buyer Bew are” has become a 
popular slogan. 
Consumer rights are a con­ 


cern now of the governm ent 
and a rallying cry for hundreds 
of new consum er protection or­ 
ganizations. 
And yet—consum er experts 
report that most m em bers of 
any com munity still buy at full 
retail prices, during the wrong 
season, 
and 
in 
the w rong 
places, paying the overhead for 
a m in o rity of w ell-inform ed 
custom ers who actually plan 
their purchases to take advan­ 
tage of good buys. 


A 
SUMMARY 
of 
re c e n t 
stu d ies on co n su m er buying 
bears out the experts: 
—Most superm arket shoppers 
shop only one m a rk e t, and 
about half of them never use a 
shopping list. 
—Charge account custom ers 
purchase three tim es as much 
as cash custom ers. 
—In most families, most of 
the money is spent within a few 
days of receiv in g th e pay 
check, monthly pension or So­ 
cial Security allottm ent. 
—Most will 
buy on “ easy 
term s” something they'd never 
pay outright cash for. 
— People 
will 
spend 
five 
dimes more readily than a 50- 
cent piece and m anufacturers 
and m erchants take advantage 
of this in various ways. 
—Goods well bought often are 
used improperly at great cost. 
Failure for instance to read 
in stru ctio n s for m ech an ical 
goods accounts for about 40 per 
cent of all service calls. 


ALL THESE points are out­ 
lined in “ Your Retirem ent Con­ 
sum er Guide” , a new publica­ 
tio n

Association of Retired Persons 
and National Retired Teachers 
Association. 
But the publication applies to 
alm ost every consum er; not 
just the one on retirem ent in­ 
come. 
For instance, says the 48-

everyone could save 20 per cent 
of that expenditure without sac­ 
rificing nutrition." 
How? 
By 
buying 
house 
brands. It cites a Consumer 
Reports' estim ate in the 1960s 
showing that shoppers could 
save $200 a year by buying 
house brands. “ Today,” said 
the guide, “ the figure would 
probably be much higher.” 
Not only is the saving in the 
food dollar. The booklet goes 
into advice on buying new and 
used c a rs, clothing, m obile 
homes, and borrowing money.

Secretary General 
Sets Official Tour 
UNITED NATIONS (UPI) - 
S e c r e ta r y G e n e ra l K urt 
Waldheim leaves today for an 
official visit to India, Pakistan, 
Bangladesh, ThaUand and J a ­ 
pan. One of his main objectives 
is a first hand look at the 
political situation on the Indian 
subcontinent. 
The visit starts Feb. 3 in New 
Delhi, when Waldheim arrives 
after a 3-day stay in London. 
The visit ends with a four-day 
stay in Japan.

A Cash Discount 
Plan Is Proposed 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Sen. 
Anthony C. Beilenson, D-Bever- 
ly Hills, introduced a bill Mon­ 
day that would allow customers 
to receive a cash discount in­ 
stead of trading stamps.

Hongisto Sues 
The Mayor For 
A Bigger Budget 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
The sheriff sued the mayor 
yesterday for more money. 
Sheriff Richard Hongisto filed 
a superior court suit against 
Mayor Joseph Alioto, asking 
that the mayor be ordered to 
supply an additional $500,000 for 
the sheriff’s office. 
Hongisto demanded that his 
departm ental budget be in­ 
creased to bring the county jail 
up to minimum standards set 
by the state. 
Carol Ruth Silver, the sher­ 
iff’s lawyer, described the suit 
as unprecedented. 
Alioto and Hongisto, both 
Democrats, have been waging a 
lengthy war of words over the 
jail budget and the sheriff’s 
portion of federal revenue-shar­ 
ing funds. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Con­ 
sumer advocate Ralph Nader 
urged Congress today to re­ 
quire automakers to buy back 
cars with unrepairable safety 
defects. 
Appearing before the Senate 
Commerce Committee, Nader 
criticized 
as 
“ not 
strong 
enough” a proposed bill to 
make it mandatory for the 
manufacturers to repair all 
safety-related defects at no cost 
to the owner. Nader said con­ 
sumers needed more protection 
than that. 
He contended that a “buy 
back provision” is needed to 
cover cars such as the Volks­ 
wagen Microbus, and the Chev­ 
rolet Corvair. 
In the case of the Corvair, the 
government warned 1961-1969 
Corvair owners that the heater 
could leak carbon monoxide 
fumes into the passenger com­ 
partment. 
GM agreed to recall the cars, 
but contended that the heater 
problem was the result of own­ 
ers’ failure to maintain the car. 
The cost of the repairs there­ 
fore should be paid by the 
owner, GM said. 
Nader claimed the repair 
costs often exceeded the value 
of the aging Corvairs. In cases 
like this the automaker should 
pay the owner the so-called 
book value of the ear and get it 
off the highway, Nader said. 
He termed the Microbus “a 
basically unstable car.” The 
buy-back provision would get 
the Microbus off the highway 
but prevent the owner from 
suffering financial loss, he 
argued. 
The National Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration’s chief, 
Douglas Toms, told the commit­ 
tee Tuesday that the adminis­ 
tration favored a no-cost-to-the- 
car owner policy for repairing 
safety defects. But he said auto­ 
makers should have no liability 
for cars six years old and over 
unless the government found a 
serious safety defect. 


Three Firms Fined 
On Pesticide Law 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
The Environmental Protection 
Agency has reported that three 
Southern California firms were 
fined $8,600 for alleged viola­ 
tions of the federal pesticides 
law. 
Purex Corp., Ltd., Wilming­ 
ton, was fined $4,000, Universal 
Oil Products, Inc., Burbank, 
$2,200 and Aquatrol, Inc., Ana­ 
heim, *$2,400. 


Members of the San Anselmo 
School District’s citizens’ advis­ 
ory committee last night criti­ 
cized Supt. Frank R. Elliott for 
what they called a superficial 
analysis of a committee report 
on proposed district budget 
cuts. 
San Anselmo School District 
board members listened intent­ 
ly to the criticism by commit­ 
tee member Paul Selinger and 
others, “but had no real reac­ 
tion to the matter,” Elliott said 
today. 
At issue is a committee re­ 
port issued last year after three 
months work. It proposes, 
among other things, that the 
district freeze employee sala­ 
ries for one year, eliminate the 
position of administrative as­ 


sistant and cut positions of sev­ 
eral library aides, Elliott said. 


Elliott’s analysis of the com­ 
mittee study, which was made 
by the committee before he 
became superintendent last 
summer, was a “short terse 
statement” of what budget and 
staff cuts had resulted in con­ 
nection with committee recom­ 
mendations. 


“ The committee suggested 
cuts of $191,000, and w e’ve 
made cuts amounting to $106,- 
000, but I guess they wanted a 
more in-depth analysis of ther 
work,” Elliott said today. 


He said the board last night 
saw the criticism as construc­ 
tive comment and supported no 
side in the matter.

Astronaut Sees 
Space As Key 
To Earthy Woes 


TOPEKA, Kan. (UPI) — Apol­ 
lo 17 astronaut Ron Evans told 
the Kansas legislature Tuesday 
all governm ents should use 
space exploration to improve 
the quality of life on Earth. He 
said the idea occurred to him 
during a space walk on the way 
back from the moon last month. 
“ When I came out of the 
spacecraft, the first thing I saw 
was E arth,” said Evans, a Na­ 
vy captain who is a native of 
Kansas.

Catholic Asks

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Rep. 
Lawrence J. Hogan, a Roman 
Catholic, proposed Tuesday a 
constitutional amendment that 
would overturn the Supreme 
Court decision legalizing abor­ 
tion.

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JUNIOR ACHIEVEMENT 
Students Learn 
Ábout Business

“ When do I get paid,” a 
young employe asks, tagging 
behind an equally youthful per­ 
sonnel manager hustling down 
the hallway. 
From an open doorway float 
the voices of accountants por­ 
ing over company books. In 
another room workers hover 
over a sand mold used in pro­ 
ducing candles and delight in a 
nearly perfect finished product. 
The building is a beaver dam 
of activity. Everywhere there is 
discussion on production, mar­ 
keting, personnel deployment, 
safety —all the kinds of things 
talked over daily in any large 
corporation. 
The difference in this case is 
that in this building, which 
houses 10 going concerns, all 
personnel — from company 
presidents to workers — are- 
Marin County high school stu­ 
dents participating in this 
year's Junior Achievement pro­ 
gram. 
A total of 140 youngsters staff 
businesses such as Handcraft, 
producers of candles and plas­ 
tic flowers; Imagination Unlim­ 
ited, which creates handmade 
jewelry; J. A. Broadcasting, 
responsible for a 15-minute ra­ 
diocast each Saturday over 
KTIM in San Rafael. 
Odyssey Art specializes in 
wood and mosaic serving trays, 
Rippoff in turning discarded 
bottles into tumblers, Youth of 
Marin makes leather key 
chains, Reflectron manufactur­ 
ers emergency highway reflec­ 
tors. 
There is even a bank, which 
handles all financial matters of 
the companies under the super­ 
vision of the Bank of Marin, 
right on the grounds of the San 
Rafael Junior Achievement 
Center at Mission and Cottag^ 
avenues, San Rafael. 
The point of all this is to offer 
students an opportunity to find 
out about corporate finance and 
structure and to acquaint them 
through real experience in real 
businesses with the workings of 
the free enterprise system. 
Each miniature company is 
sponsored by a local firm, 
which provides assistance in 
design, manufacturing, packag­ 
ing, advertising and marketing 
of products. The students keep 


Grass Plants 
Bring Fines 


Two Novato residents, arrest­ 
ed because eight marijuana 
plants were growing in their 
home, have been fined $500 
each in Marin Superior Court 
on misdemeanor pot possession 
charges. 
Judge David Menary Jr. also 
placed Walter Nicklous Lynch, 
24, and 22-year-old Lynn Dee 
Altman on probation for one 
year. They pleaded guilty Mon­ 
day after the judge agreed to 
reduce the charges from a felo­ 
ny- 
Novato pplice said they went 
to the home of the two Oct. 20 
and found the plants growing in 
three containers 
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their own books, sell stocks at 
$1 a share to pay for materials 
and, if profits allow, return 
$1.10 per share at the end of the 
school year. 
As in real life, some corpora­ 
tions are forced to recoup loss­ 
es by changing products in mid­ 
stream. For example, Musical 
Chimes of Marin kept its name 
but scrapped musical chimes, a 
loser, to produce firestarters, a 
hot item. 
“ The program has given me 
an opportunity to function in a 
free enterprise system and 
helped me in my comprehen­ 
sion of the business world,” 
explained Dinu Gray, a 17-year- 
old senior at San Rafael High 
School. 
Born in Rumania, he came to 
the U.S. with his family in 1965/ 
“ This seems to me to be the 
best system there is,” he said. 
“ Of course, there is always 
room for improvement, but we 
should be proud of the system 
and support it.” 
Gray heads Monopolee, a 
firm that produces a variety of 
items, including handmade ties, 
cloth lunch bags, first aid kits 
and candles suspended by ma­ 
cramè ropes. 
His company, sponsored by 
Pacific Telephone, has no trou­ 
ble selling items; hangups stem 
from not being able to produce 
them fast enough, he said, 
pointing to empty bins that 
once bulged with merchandise. 
Along with youth comes en­ 
thusiasm. 
“ My company has been 
great,” said Mary Meyskens, 
15, a sophomore at Terra Linda 
High School. “ We even put in 
overtime.” 
Students normally work two 
hours each Tuesday night, con­ 
ducting a business meeting be­ 
fore breaking up into their var­ 
ious functions as company 
members. 
There is plenty of fun, but the 
young people are serious when 
it comes to the responsibilities 
of running a profitable organi­ 
zation. 
“ Part of my job as president 
includes coming down on people 
who are not keeping up with 
their responsibilities,” ex­ 
plained 16-year-old Karie Jones 
with a twinkling smile that 
would direct most young work­ 
ers’ noses straight to the grind­ 
stone. 
The bulk of the products are 
sold by going door-to-door, ac­ 
cording to Clyde Chevrette, 
manager of the Marin County 
Junior Achievement Center. 
He noted, however, that at 
least two companies will partic-' 
ipate in a sales campaign this 
weekend at a Daly City shop­ 
ping center and plans are under 
way to sell Junior Achiever 
goods at an upcoming trade fair 
at Northgate Industrial Park. 
Junior Achievement is a na­ 
tional program with more than 
7,000 companies being organ­ 
ized each fall throughout the 
U.S. Programs based on Junior 
Achievement have been organ­ 
ized in Canada, Finland, Mexi­ 
co, the Netherlands, and in six 
other countries. 


Rights Chairman Claims Secret 
Session Legal Under State Law

The chairman of the Marin 
County Human Rights Commis­ 
sion said yesterday that he 
considers last week's secret 
meeting of his commission le­ 
gal under state law as inter­ 
preted by the county counsel. 
His announcement came just 
hours after the county board of 
supervisors agreed to postpone 
consideration of a pilot pro­ 
gram on consumer protection 
which was the center of discus­ 
sion at the commission’s secret 
meeting. 
In a letter to county supervi­ 
sors, commission chairman Er­ 
nest J. Gray said he based his 
conclusion of the meeting's le­ 
gality on an opinion given him 
last fall by Asst. County Coun­ 
sel Richard V. Godino, who said 
committees made up of less 
than a quorum of the full com­ 
mission need not give public 
notice of meetings. Moreover, 
according to Godino’s opinion, 
other commissioners could at­ 
tend those private committee 
meetings as long as they at­ 
tended in “ an unofficial capaci­ 
ty.” 
By attending in “ an unofficial 
capacity,” Godino reasoned, 
the intent of the state’s antise­ 
cret meeting law. the Ralph M. 
Brown Act, could be circum­ 
vented without violating the let­ 
ter of the law. 
(The Brown Act merely says 
24-hour notice must be given to 
press and public before a quo­ 
rum of any agency can meet 
legally, except in certain emer­ 
gencies, and makes no distinc­ 
tion between members of an 
agency as to “official” or “ un­ 
official capacity.”) 
As reported Monday, a four- 
member quorum of the human 
rights commission met last 
week under the guise of a three- 
member committee. 
During the secret meeting, 
commissioners Joaquin P. Gal­ 
lardo. J. Barton Sarjeant and 
Gray'agreed to withhold sup­ 
port of a controversial consum­ 
er protection program and re­ 
quest a postponement by the 
board of supervisors. 
The lone voice of opposition 
to withdrawing support was 
commissioner June Weden, 
who, like the press, had been 
told the meeting was to be 
simply a committee meeting. 
Gray's letter to supervisors 
admitted that a quorum of his 
seven-member commission was 
present at the session, but said 
it was permitted because “ ac­ 
cording to county counsel, this 
is legal under the Brown Act.” 
Gray, when asked Monday 
about the meeting, told the I-J 
that Gallardo had attended only 
momentarily and had not taken 
part in any discussion or deci­ 
sion. 
However, a memorandum 
shewn to the I-J the same day 
by Gerald J. Hood, executive 
director of the human rights 
department, indicated Gallardo 
and the others had discussed 


the matter and “ voted 3-1 to 
withdraw support.” 
That original memorandum 
disappeared shortly after the 
secret meeting story was pub­ 
lished and has been replaced by 
a watered-down version saying 
the three commissioners “ inde­ 
pendently expressed” reserva­ 
tions about the consumer pro­ 
gram. 
“ Mr. Gallardo did take some 
part in the discussion.” Gray 
acknowledged in his letter. “ My 
statement to the press was that 
he did not take part in any 
decisions, as no decisions were 
made . ..” 
He added that there was only 
one memorandum, apparently 
forgetting that Hood had read 
the first memorandum to him 
over the phone before its mys­ 
terious disappearance. 
Meanwhile, Weden, while 
confirming the accuracy of 
Monday's story, said she had 
not used the words “ secret 
meeting” in describing the se­ 
cret meeting. 
Executive Director Gerald J. 


Hood, confronted by a split on 
his commission, requested yes­ 
terday that supervisors post­ 
pone consideration of the con­ 
sumer program to Feb. 13. 
“ It would be unthinkable to 
appear before the board of su­ 
pervisors on its Jan. 30 agenda 
with what would appear to be a 
divided commission . . . ” Hood 
wrote, requesting the delay. 
“ It is my opinion that the 
matter must be resolved before 
the full human rights commis­ 
sion before attempting any fur­ 
ther presentation to the board 
of supervisors . . . ” he added. 
He said the matter would be 
discussed by the commission at 
its Feb. 8 meeting. 
It will be the second time the 
commission has discussed the 
program. In December, it voted 
unanimously to endorse it. 
Silvia Siegel of Mill Valley, 
who described herself as a con­ 
sumer consultant, urged a long­ 
er delay saying “ the public" 
had not been given time to 
studv the human rights' propos­ 
al.

State Assembly

The people of California are 
being defrauded by their State 
Assembly. Bills are being pass­ 
ed with false votes. 
Columnist 
Earl 
G. Waters 
has exposed this appalling 
practice in two columns, the 
second of which appears today 
directly below this editorial. 


THE FRAUD is perpetrated 
by a practice known as “ghost 
voting.” This is made possible 
by the assemblymen’s voting 
by pressing electric buttons to 
record “aye” or “nay.” Such 
buttons are at each assembly­ 
man’s desk. They are supposed 
to be locked when he is absent 
from the chamber. But they 
are not locked. So other assem­ 
blymen press the buttons for 
absentees. 
Objectors to this practice 
have been told that (a) it is 
necessary because often assem­ 
blymen must be absent during 
voting to attend Senate com­ 
m ittee sessions on bills in 
which they are vitally interest­ 
ed, and (b) it doesn’t matter 
anyhow, as they make arrange­ 
ments with members present to 
vote for them according to 
their instructions. 


BUT ASSEMBLYMAN Frank 
P. Belotti of Eureka did not 
make arrangements with any 
other assemblyman to press 
the “aye” button on his desk 
when the vote was taken on SB 
1493 (a no-fault insurance bill) 
during the final afternoon of 
the regular 1972 session. 
Assemblyman Belotti could 
not have made any such ar­ 
rangements. Assemblyman Be­ 
lotti was dead. He had died the 
previous day. 


SACRAMENTO SCENE 


Nevertheless, 
Assemblyman 
Belotti was recorded as voting 
for the bill. 


How many other assmbly- 
men have been recorded as 
voting for or against bills when 
in fact they had no intention of 
so voting? How many bills have 
become law by fraudulent votes 
in the Assembly? 


We will never know. 
We know Assemblyman Be- 
lotti’s vote on SB 1493 last Dec. 
1 was fraudulent. But as to how 
many other such fraudulent 
votes have been recorded, we 
can only speculate. 


IT APPEARS we cannot trust 
our assemblymen (the Senate 
does not use electric vote but­ 
tons). Therefore, the buttons 
should be removed, forcing the 
assemblymen to be present to 
vote — so that we will know the 
vote count is recorded honestly. 


With the new two-year legis­ 
lative session there is no need 
for Senate committee hearings 
while the Assembly is in ses­ 
sion. Therefore, the excuse for 
“ghost voting” no longer has 
any color of validity. 
This is the same state Assem­ 
bly which met for 37 minutes* 
last Thursday — a day of 
national mourning for Presi­ 
dent Johnson — in order to 
collect $30 per diem expenses 
for that day. And the speaker, 
Bob Moretti of North Holly­ 
wood, had the gall to attack 
newspapers for calling atten­ 
tion to this. 
This is the same Bob Moretti 
who presides over the “ghost 
voting.” And he also has the 
gall to want to be governor. 


How Dead Man's Vote 
Passed Assembly Bill 


By EARL G. WATERS 


Although he was elected to preside 
over the Assembly sessions, Speaker Bob 
Moretti has an aversion to the task. In 
his absences from the chamber during 
sessions, various assem blym en take 
turns in the chair. Usually it is Assembly­ 
man Jack Fenton, D-Montebello, the 
majority floor leader and confidante of 
Moretti. 
Fenton has an obsession on “no fault” 
insurance and has sponsored unsueessful- 
ly such a bill the past three years. 


OX DEC. 1, the final day of the 1972 
session, the Assembly was convened by 
Speaker Pro Tern Carlos Bee, D-Hay- 
ward, at 9:33 a.m. Assemblyman Ken 
Cory, D-Garden Grove, took the gavel at 
10:04 a.m. and Fenton replaced him at 
11:30 a.m. Moretti, excepting for one 
strang and brief occasion, did not appear 
on the rostrum that day until the closing 
hour. 
The journal shows that Fenton was 
presiding at 2:59 p.m. At that time he 
recessed the Assembly until 3:25 p.m. 
Moretti made his first appearance on the 
rostrum of the day and reconvened the 
Assembly. Twenty-three minutes later he 
turned the gavel over to Assemblyman 
Joe Gonsalves, D-Norwalk. 
Immediately thereafter Fenton took up 
SB 1493. This was a measure which 
Fenton had hijacked after his own “no 
fault” bill had failed in the Senate. He 
amended his defeated bill into SB 1493. 
The journal shows that at 3:48 Fenton 
took up his bill and that it passed by a 
vote of 43 to 23. 
That it was a close vote is indicated by 
the fact the journal also shows that after 
the vote had been taken, Assemblyman 
William Bagley, R-San Rafael, received 
permission to have his vote added to the 
roll call to make the total of 43 “aye” 
votes. 


THE JOURNAL FURTHER shows that 


“Other than the pollution alert, how did 
your day go, Ifcm er?” 


Assemblyman Frank P. Belotti, R-Eu- 
reka, voted “aye”. It is quite possible 
that Belotti’s vote was the 41st vote and 
that the 42nd vote, like Bagley, came 
along after passage had been won. 


Now the fact is that Assemblyman 
Frank Belotti had been absent from 
Sacramento since Oct. 12. The further 
fact is that Assemblyman Belotti died at 
noon on Nov. 30. 


The voting of Belotti to assure passage 
of a pirated bill on “ no fault” therefore 
was clearly illegal, in violation of the 
Constitution, and an outright and deliber­ 
ate fraud. The sobriquet of “ ghost” 
voting was no longer just a fiction. 
That it was deliberate seems undenia­ 
ble. At no time during Belotti’s absence 
from Oct. 12 on to the time of his death 
was he voted on any other measure. 
That it was known to all that he had 
died fully 24 hours before the roll call on 
SB 1493 cannot be denied. 
The journal records that Speaker Pro 
Tempore Bee called the Assembly roll at 
10:03 a.m. with 73 members present. 
Immediately thereafter Assembly Chap­ 
lain Rev. Leo McAllister offered a prayer 
in tribute to Belotti. At 11:30 a.m., with 
Fenton presiding, A ssem blym an Dick 
Barnes, R-San Diego, presented a resolu­ 
tion memorializing the death of Assem­ 
blyman Belotti. 
And it also shows that Speaker Moretti 
adjourned the 1972 session out of respect 
to Assemblyman Belotti. 


THE SENATE, to its credit, refused to 
act on SB 1493, ruling that the amend­ 
ments made by Fenton were not germane 
to the bill as it was introduced. 
For the roll call flote which records 
Belotti voting “aye” the day after his 
death, turn to page 8437 of the Assembly 
Journal for Dec. 1, 1972.

R ather, as T rustee 
David Ring put it, it is because three of 
the five board members “played into the 
hands of our two teachers’ unions, which 
regularly seek to outdo each other in 
their efforts to take over the manage­ 
ment of the school district.” 
Now, the notion of a Divine Right of 
Kings was pretty well outdated by the 
time of Charles I. But the idea of a 
Divine Right of Teachers is alive and 
well and flourishing in the faculty 
lounges of the Tam District. 
I speak from personal experience. Hav­ 
ing been a Redwood student during the 
first two years of Hawkins’ tenure, and

having been involved in some of the 
controversies at that time, I can person­ 
ally attest to the hegemony that teachers 
hold over district policy making, the 
zealousness with which they guard their 
entrenched privileges — some of them 
would make Marie Antoinette look soft on 
democracy — and the unwillingness or 
inability of certain administrators to 
contest them. 


The sin of Superintendent Hawkins was 
to challenge this hegemony. . . 
So now he is gone. The position of the 
teachers is, in a perverse way, under­ 
standable. So was Torquemada’s. But 
that of the three trustees who threw 
Hawkins out — Corlett, Ladar and Wal­ 
lace — whose first duty is ostensibly to 
the voters and not to the autocrats of the 
faculty lounge, is incomprehensible. . .

Don't Drink Water; 
'It's All In The Mind' 


We are told about the folly of “dignify­ 
ing absurdity by reply.” However the 
really ingenious and startling succession 
of non-sequiturs in Mr. W illiam D. 
Soule’s letter in this column on Jan. 25 is 
too stimulating to ignore. 
Mr 
Soule does not like the recent 
decision of Marin voters to fluoridate our 
water supply. It is very hard to find any 
good reason for not praising their good 
judgment, but let no one say that Mr. 
Soule has not tried 
If I understand him correctly, Mr. 
Soule asserts that it is only our belief in 
the efficacy of fluorides “that is the 
controlling factor” in that efficacy This 
is true, he says, because fluoride is inert 
(does he mean inorganic?) matter. Such 
“ inert” m atter, he says, would have no 
more effect on me or you than on a 
corpse unless we have an irrational belief 
or superstition that it would do so. 
It should follow that breathing air or 
drinking water have no more effect on 
me or Mr. Soule than administering the 
same inert substances to a dead body. 
We could stop drinking or breathing 
tomorrow without ill effect except for our 
stupid credulity. Similarly, only our silly 
superstition that arsenic or potassium 
cyanide could be harmful restrains us 
from introducing them into our daily diet 


WASHINGTON - Now that we are 
leaving them to do it alone, it is past 
time to say a respectful word for the 
most maligned class of men in recent 
world history. 
Put-downs and bad jokes about the 
armed forces of South Vietnam have 
been so common in the past decade that 
they make the Italians in North Africa 
and the Arabs in Sinai seem epic heroes 
by contrast.But those wisecracks have 
been often wrong, and always unfair. 


MOST OF THE COMBAT reportage 
Americans read and saw from Vietnam 
was about American troops. A high 
proportion of the coverage of Saigon 
government forces was negative, and 
that is only natural. 
After all, when U.S. units first went 
ashore there, it was to save South Viet­ 
nam when it was about to be cut in half 
along the road from Qui Nhon to Pleiku, 
a development threatened by a long 
series of government blunders and de­ 
feats. So when our soldiers and marines 
arrived, the immediate situation added to 
their and our disdain for the local troops, 
even beyond the soldier’s classic habit of 
sneering at other outfits to inflate his 
own morale. 
The daily news then was of ARVN 
regiments being decimated at the Michei- 
in plantation, battalions cut up on the 
road to Vung Tau, ambushes on Highway 
One, outposts raided, villages hit, crops 
captured. 
Then came Americanization, and Tet. 
Then came Vietnamization, and the great 
enemy offensive of last spring. 
When it began, the ARVN Third Divi­ 
sion, a unit of green replacements, broke 
and fell back from the DMZ past Quang 
Tri. There it was relieved by marines, 
who slowly recaptured the city. To the 
south, the enemy offensive struck at An 
Loc, and North Vietnamese troops were 
given a date certain by which that town 
had to be captured. It was destroyed, but 
its defenders held. 
Out of the whole offensive, the two 
events most noticed back here were the 
collapse of the Third Division and the 
failure of other reinforcing units to punch 
through on the road to An Loc. Vet on the 
whole, this massive, sacrificial operation 
by the enemy, hitting objectives the 
length of the country, was turned back. 


THE IMPRESSION of any American in 


his living room was that this happened 
purely because of the crushing interven­ 
tion of U.S. air power and the mining of 
ports in North Vietnam. That interven­ 
tion was certainly sorely needed, and 
perhaps critical. But the South Vietnam­ 
ese air force was just as deeply involved, 
scoring heavily against the enemy tanks. 
And most important of all, on the ground, 
it was the remarkably stubborn, long- 
enduring South Vietnamese riflemen who 
fought the enemy and turned him back. 


Even in the days when the main things 
you heard about him were that he stole 
the peasants’ ducks, took siestas and 
sometimes skirted known enemy strong­ 
holds, that same soldier was manning 
lonely outposts and scoring occasional 
major victories. 


I recall the one along the sand flats 
outside Quang Tri City in March of 1966, 
when the fashion was to chuckle at any 
body-count reports from Saigon’s forces. 
In that operation, the South Vietnamese 
reported 444 enemy killed — and invited 
you to count them for yourself. I recall 
others in the godforsaken swamps of 
Chuong Thien Province, and watching 
patrols head into the elephant grass of 
the highlands, smiling and waving good- 
by. Most Americans heard little or noth­ 
ing about such operations. 


When I say “that same soldier” did all 
this, I speak of him collectively. Literal­ 
ly, “that same soldier” who fought back 
in 1965-66 is probably dead now. Govern­ 
ment figures say more than 183,528 have 
died, and 499,025 have been wounded and 
hospitalized. 


NOW OUR TROOPS are departing, and 
he remains. .That is the way it has been 
all along, for him as an individual. For 
while the American soldier put in his one- 
year tour and hopefully returned home, 
the South Vietnamese soldier goes in for 
the duration» if he lasts that long. 
He has far less to be glad about this 
week than we here do. His prospect is 
unclear at best. But as an organization, 
the government forces are better trained 
and better led, too, despite the conven­ 
tional wisdom, than they were when the 
Americans arrived. And, as an individu­ 
al, whatever follows the cease-fire agree­ 
ment, the South Vietnamese soldier will 
be hanging in there.

What Are Vietnam's Lessons? 
It's Time To Start Finding Out 


WASHINGTON — Are we going to 
learn some lessons from the Vietnamese 
war? Surely this is the first and essential 
question to raise in the wake of the 
Vietnamese peace. 
If so, when are we going to begin and 
how are we going to go about it? 
The answer to when is now, at once, 
without more delay. There has been 
delay because already one of the princi­ 
pal participants, former President Lyn­ 
don Johnson, whose knowledge and sec­ 
ond thoughts would be invaluable, is no 
longer with us. We shouldn’t fritter away 
much more time before we start to 
collect some of the wisdom of history, 
either privately or through government 
or both, before it is too late. 


WE MUST GET IN HAND the raw 
material of history while it is still fresh 
in the minds of those who helped make it. 
A search for the lessons of Vietnam 
should be wanted by government — 
President and Congress — and under­ 
taken by qualified, respected and inde­ 
pendent persons. A special commission 
outside government, appointed by the 
President and Congress, is a possibility.

much better, by the Brookings Institu­ 
tion, the Council on Foreign Relations, 
Freedom House or a pooled enterprise by 
several interested foundations. 
How it is done is more important than 
who does it. 
The first need is a reasonable degree of 
detachment. The search is for lessons to 
be learned, not scapegoats to be publi­ 
cized. 


ONE WILL NOT learn much to guide 
us in the future by assuming either that 
it was a mistake to defend South Vietnam 
or that it was desirable to do so. 
Surely the first step toward getting 
some right answers is to ask the right 
questions and then dig out the facts of 
every facet of Vietnam decision-making 
before attempting to draw the lessons. 
Some of the questions to which we need 
satisfactory answers are these: 
What persuaded President Kennedy 
and President Johnson to turn a policy of 
American military aid to South Vietnam 
into a policy of military participation? 
At the time when President Kennedy 
expanded our military participation — 
modestly but significantly — was the 
decision made to go all the way if 
necessary; and if not, why not? 
What persuaded Mr. Kennedy and Mr. 
Johnson and nearly the whole Congress, 
as expressed in the Southeast Asia Reso­ 
lution, that it was vital to the United 
States to prevent South Vietnam from 
falling to Communist expansion by force? 
Was the struggle for South Vietnam 
substantially a civil war or was the civil 
war substantially the instrument of Ha­ 
noi? 
Did the highest officials of the U.S. 
government, military and civilian, ever 
set down for themselves at any time 
from 1963 to 1969 what they expected it 
would cost our nation in lives, money and 
all other resources to fight the Vietnam­ 
ese war? And if they did, how accurate 
did those estimates prove to be? 
Did we fight the war the best possible 
way? If it seemed best at the time, does 
it seem best in retrospect? 
Is the prospect of peace and stability in 
Southeast Asia better or worse today 
because the United States intervened in 
Vietnam and in the end achieved a 
negotiated settlement’ Is the best inter­ 
est of the United States well served or ill 
served by this end result’ 


IN SOME of the foregoing questions 
there are implications concerning the 
soundness and competence of the deci­ 
sion-making process at high levels It has 
to be that way We must get the facts 
which may deepen or disprove honest 
doubts. 
What is needed now is a clearheaded, 
fresh, independent look at what we may 
have done right and what we may have 
done wrong in Vietnam from beginning to 
end. The sooner the better.

Council Candidates Offers 
Wide-Ranging Platform 


Richard C. Fox, the prolific 
letters-to-the-editor writer who 
intends to run for a San Rafael 
City Council seat April 17, has 
issued a 17-page platform state­ 
m ent dealing with m atters 
ranging from tax relief to open- 
air band concerts. 
The 45-year-old research che­ 
m ist’s viewpoints appear to fill 
the gap created when onetime 
candidate Edwina Codoni de­ 
clared she would not run for a 
council seat as previously an­ 
nounced. 


DESCRIBING HIMSELF as a 
conservative conservationist, 
Fox has proposed: 
An incentive system whereby 
city employees who cut munici­ 
pal costs receive cash bonuses; 
M aximum 
encouragem ent 
and use of volunteer citizen 
help and expertise in areas 
such as planning; 
A constant effort to decrease 
paperwork routines and con­ 
stant communication between 
council and staff to decrease 
city workloads; 
Elimination of parking me­ 
ters; 
Beautification of the down­ 
town through use of trees, 
shrubs, 
flowers and grass 
where possible; 
Freeing 
property owners 
from condem nation actions 
where possible; 
A program whereby city gov­ 
ernment makes positive efforts 
to supply information to the 
press; 
Once-a-month gripe sessions 
between citizens and council- 
men at city hall;, 
Open-air band concerts on 
Fourth Street during shopping 
nights; 
Volunteer tree plantings; 


A citizens’ art and garden 
show in the downtown area. 


“I THINK WE NEED in San 
Rafael a continuing emphasis 
on unsophisticated good old- 
fashioned American local patri­ 
otism and teamwork plus a 
good shot Of the high aiming 
ideals such as trust and belief 
in your fellow man that this 
country has been long noted 
for,” said Fox. 
Fox has called for a detailed 
budget study, “ making Canal 
residents feel they are part of 
the city and not just tolerated,” 
tax relief for senior citizens, 
open space, and aid to small 
businessmen. 
Fox has also pledged to 
champion the interests of “ a 
growing segment of private citi­ 
zens and small businesses who 
are groaning under the weight 
of ever-increasing tax loads.” 


DESPITE FOX’S BAG of 
lofty ideals and proposals is not 
expected to gain many votes, 
one city councilman sees the 
April 17 ballot being split three 
ways among Jack G. Nixon, 
chairman of the county plan­ 
ning commission, Thomas R. 
O’Toole, chairman of the city’s 
planning commission, and Law- 
ence E. Mulryan, incumbent 
city councilman. 
Fox denies reports he will 
withdraw near the end of the 
council campaign to embrace 
another candidate. 
“ It would take two million 
dollars for me to do that,” he 
said. “ And even then I might 
not do it.” 
Fox, who admitted he isn’t 
given much of a chance in the 
election, said he would never­ 
theless “campaign to the bitter 
end. I’ll go down in flames if I 
have to,” he said.

Nearly one million children 
across the nation were being 
deprived of schooling by teach­ 
er strikes last week as the 
California Teachers Association 
announced its No. 1 legislative 
priority for this year would be 
passage of a collective bargain­ 
ing law. 
The biggest of the strikes 
ended in Chicago as the Chica­ 
go Teachers Union, a unit of the 
AFL-CIO American Federation 
of Teachers, agreed to return to 
work after receiving salary in­ 
creases, smaller class sizes — 
and a shortened school year. 
(The school year already had 
been shortened by the strike.) 
Another AFT affiliate was on 
strike in Philadelphia. In St. 
Louis, locals of both AFT and 
National Education Association 
(of which CTA is a part) were 
striking. In Superior, Wis., it 
was another AFT affiliate. 


ILLINOIS, PENNSYLVANIA, 
Missouri and Wisconsin have 
state laws permitting exclusive 
collective bargaining agents for 
teachers. 
California has no such law. 
This state’s Winton Act sets up 
a system for teacher represen­ 
tation in negotiations. All orga­ 
nizations to which teachers in a 
district belong are entitled to 
members on a certificated em­ 
ployees’ council in proportion to 
their membership in the teach­ 
ing force as a whole. This 
council meets and confers with 
the school board regarding sal­ 
aries, employment conditions, 
and “all m atters relating to the 
definition of educational objec­ 
tives, the determination of the 
content of courses and curricu­ 
la, the selection of textbooks, 
and other aspects of the in­ 
structional program ” — a pret­ 
ty wide scope, including just 
about everything except how to 
pay the bills. 
However, under the Winton 
Act, the final decision is left 
with the board; and contracts 
are entered into with the teach­ 
ers as individuals, not with a 
union as sole bargaining agent. 


FOR SEVERAL YEARS, the 
California Teachers Association 
has been trying to change that. 
In the 1971 Legislature, the 
vehicle was Assembly Bill 2833, 
introduced for CTA by Assem­ 
blyman L. E. Townsend, D- 
Torrance. It provided that the 
union with majority member­ 
ship among a district’s teachers 
“ shall be the exclusive repre­ 
sentative of all the employees 
. . . and a board of education 


ANDERSON 
shall not negotiate m atters cov­ 
ered by this article with any 
other representative.” 
It went further, providing for 
m andatory deductions from 
teachers’ pay checks of whatev­ 
er amounts the union said it 
needed to police the contract. 
And it specified that teachers 
had the right to strike. 
The 1971 bill was killed in the 
Assembly Education Commit­ 
tee. 
Last year, the vehicle was AB 
545 by Assemblyman Jim Key- 
sor, D-San Fernando. It was 
worded a little more cautiously, 
containing no specific provision 
for strikes or mandatory deduc­ 
tions from teachers’ pay checks 
for union use. But an opinion of 
the legislative counsel said both 
would be allowed under its 
terms. It also died in the As­ 
sembly Education Committee 
— by one vote. 
THERE WILL BE another 
such bill this year. 
In its Legislative Letter of 
Jan. 19 — while those teacher 
strikes were under way in Chi­ 
cago, Philadelphia, St. Louis 
and Superior, Wis. — CTA re­ 
ported: “Tops among the is­ 
sues, according to previously 
set association priorities, is a 
collective bargaining law for 
teachers and/or all pblic em­ 
ployees.” 
The makeup of the Assembly 
Education Committee has been 
changed this year by Speaker 
Bob M oretti, D-North Holly­ 
wood. The new makeup gives 
CTA lobbyists high hope that 
they can get this year’s collec­ 
tive bargaining bill out of com­ 
mittee. 
C alifornia has had a few 
teacher strikes, despite the fact 
that our state laws do not rec­ 
ognize the right to strike by 
public employees. But the big­ 
gest, longest, costliest and most 
numerous teacher strikes have 
almost all been in states that 
have laws giving teacher unions 
the power that CTA wants to 
get for itself in California. 


92 Streptoccous

Its bosses will 
be a 12-member board of gover­ 
nors made up of six senators 
and six representatives, split 
50-50 (Democratic and Republi­ 
can). 


The board’s chairman is Sen. 
Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass., 
and that will ensure OTA both 
of publicity, because Kennedy 
attracts reporters like a mag­ 
net, and influence, because 
Kennedy has become a power­ 
ful and respected member of 
the Senate power structure. 


But OTA not only gives Con­ 
gress a potentially powerful 
new tool to develop independent 
information to strengthen it in 
its newly heightened confronta­ 
tion with the executive branch, 
it also provides a significant 
new forum for detailed govern­ 
ment scientific study of the 


impact of private industrial ac­ 
tivities that cause worries in 
some quarters. 
The OTA will launch projects 
only on the order of its congres­ 
sional board of directors, wno 
will be backstopped by a 12- 
member advisory board with 
heavy scientific representation, 
or on the request of a congres­ 
sional committee. But it won’t 
have to wait long for directions. 
Kennedy, for example, has a 
number of favorite subjects — 


going far beyond questions of 
specific proposed legislation — 
that he may choose from in 
setting OTA to work on its first 
projects. 
Among them : energy technol­ 
ogy, the impact of computers 
on the right of privacy, the 
ecological impact of pesticides 
and of alternatives to chemical 
pesticides, the side effects of 
food additives, and even the 
question of urban mass transit.

Hormone Lack In Later Life 
Contributes To Osteoporosis 


An elderly woman was having back trouble 
and aspirin was the only drug that gave her 
any relief. She wrote: “I hate to take aspirin, 
but what else can I do. My nephew bought me 
an expensive brace and heating pad. They 
didn’t help and he might as well have saved 
his money. Is there anything else you can 
recommended?” 
We suggest a consultation with an orthoped­ 
ic specialist because very little can be done 
unless the cause of the distriess is known. 
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A FEW MONTHS later, the 
nephew wrote: “X-rays of the 
spine showed shrinking of the 
vertebras and evidence of min­ 
eral deficiencies. My aunt has 
osteoporosis, which the doctor 
says is a common cause of 
backache in older people. He 
prescribed certain sex hor­ 
mones and calcium tablets with 
vitamin D. Believe it or not, 
within 10 days, she was well 
enough to visit her son’s farm.” 
Lack of sex hormones (follow­ 
ing the change of life) is said to 
affect the calcium and phospho­ 
rus content of the bone. This 
explains why osteoporosis de­ 
velops several years after the 
menopause or after age 60 in 
men. Furthermore, x-rays may 
show typical bone changes long 
before backache and weakness 
arise. Treatment at this time 
will reverse the osteoporotic 
process.

adequate in calcium, protein, 
and vitamins A and D. 


MANY OLDSTERS are not 
good eaters; others do not ab­ 
sorb m inerals and proteins, 
even when adequate amounts 
are taken. Correcting the diet 
with protein-rich foods is rec­ 
ommended along with vitamins 
A and D, plus large doses of 
calcium (dicalcium phosphate 
or calcium lactate). Milk, too, is 
rich in calcium. Exercise also 
helps. Relief of pain occurs 
within a few weeks and the 
sufferers feel better and look 
stronger. They are better able 
to endure the ordinary strains 
of life. 
Osteoporosis is the most com­ 
monly seen metabolic bone dis­ 
ease in the United States. In 
this disorder, there is thinning 
of the skeletal tissue due to lack 
of minerals, such as calcium. 
In some instances, the bones 
(including the spine and pelvis) 
are so weak, spontaneous frac­ 
tures occur.

DON’T PUNISH SELF 
K.F. writes: I have arthritis 
of the knees and feet. Pain is 
not too severe. Would it be 
better for me to stay off my 
feet or do the normal amount of 
walking? 


REPLY 
Stay off the feet when the 
arthritis process is active and 
the joints are acutely inflamed. 
Thereafter be up and about, but 
don’t do any unnecessary walk­ 
ing, standing, or climbing 
stairs. In other words, mini­ 
mize your activity and avoid 
undue strain. Meanwhile, check 
with your physician relative to 
modern treatment. 


NURSERY SCHOOLS 
Mrs. R. L. writes: I have a 
3^-year-old son who is full of 
vitality and asks me questions 
all day long. There are no 
children on our block so he 
plays alone. My neighbors tell 
me I should send him to nur­ 
sery school when he is 4, but 
wouldn’t he pick up more infec­ 
tions in school?

Science Of Biology 
Emerging As A Giant 


Think about the birth control 
pill and the polio vaccine. Think 
about genetic counseling and 
organ transplants. What comes 
to mind is a mixture of wide­ 
spread benefits as well as seri­ 
ous legal and ethical issues. 
These scientific developments 
are each part of a larger phe­ 
nomenon: the growing social 
impact of progress in the sci­ 
ence of biology. 
In the future, as scientists 
add even more to the biological 
understanding of man, there 
will be further temptation to 
intervene in his behavior, his 
reproduction, his learning, and 
his health. There will be more 
opportunities for human better­ 
ment and more possibilities for 
misuse. 
What social concerns are in­ 
volved? The preservation of 
health, certainly and the value 
of human life. When is life to 
begin, when allowed to end, and 
how well maintained? 
The respect for individual 
rights may also be reexamined. 
What are the rights of the 
patients who submit to experi­ 
ments, the genetically defective 


couples who want children, or 
the abnormally violent patient 
who doesn’t want treatment? 
Against these and other social 
concerns must be weighed the 
possible benefits of the biologi­ 
cal future: a cure for disease, 
an end to malnutrition, a way 
to improve learning. Certainly 
these goals are worth pursuing. 
Reaping the benefits without 
the hazards will mean answer­ 
ing difficult practical questions. 
It will also mean much more — 
there will have to be a new 
human ethic, one in which the 
best of the sciences and the 
best of the humanities can be 
mutually reinforcing. 
In a few public agencies, and 
in some research centers such 
as the Salk Institute, the work 
toward this end has begun. 
Studies and action programs 
have been started that utilize 
the combined efforts of biolo­ 
gists, scholars in other fields, 
and public leaders. But much 
more needs to be done. 
The other sciences can only 
change how men use their envi­ 
ronment. Biology can change 
what men are.

Marines Retiring Last 
Of Enlisted Man Pilots 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Flying Peons—enlisted men 
serving as pilots—are rapidly 
fading into oblivion. The Ma­ 
rine Corps retires jts last four 
Thursday. 
This will leave only three 
enlisted men still piloting air­ 
craft in any of the services— all 
of them Navy chief petty offi­ 
cers. 
Almost all air forces around 
the world make officers of their 
pilots now—the rank being 
more a mark of status than of 
command authority and pilots 
remain at the top of the pres­ 
tige heap. For example, many 
of the men who piloted B52s 
from Guam to north Vietnam 
were captains outranked by 
their navigators, who often 
were majors. 


But the pilots get the best 
single rooms on Guam while 
senior crewmen have com­ 
plained they are jammed into 
barracks-like quarters. 
At the peak of the enlisted 
pilot program, the Navy had 
920 in 1950 and the Marine 
Corps about 500 in World War 
II. The Air Force never had 
any, although its predecessor, 
the Army Air Corps of World 
War II, graduated 1,125. 
The Marine enlisted pilot pro­ 
gram dates back to World War 
I. Over the years the pilots 
have been called Flying Ser­ 
geants, Enlisted Pilots and 
Flying Peons. 


One of the more curious ex­ 
ploits in air warfare was fought 
by a Flying Peon, Marine 
M.Sgt. Herbert Valentine, dur­ 
ing the Korean war. He had 
become an ace during World 
War II when he shot down six 
Japanese fighters in one day. 


In Korea he was flying a 
small unarmed observation 
plane one day when he spotted 
a jeep carrying a North Korean 
g en eral 
who sat ram rod 
straight with his arms folded as 
Valentine flew in low. The 
Flying Peon decided to attack 
although the only armament he 
and his observer had were .38 
caliber pistols. 
There ensued a 20-mile run­ 
ning battle with a rifleman in 
the jeep returning Valentine’s 
fire.

Cascade Canyon is the largest 
area listed, showing some 436 
acres in one ownership, valued 
by the assessor at $171,000 or 
$436 per acre. 
Ring Mountain on the Tiburon 
Peninsula is visible from High­ 
way 101 at Corte Madera be­ 
hind the town’s controversial 
Madera Del Presidio housing 
development proposal. The 
mountain totals 371 acres with 
an assessor’s value of $1.3 mil­ 
lion of $3,610 per acre. 
Wolfback Ridge, which was 
not included in the federal gov­ 
ernment’s Golden Gate Nation­ 
al Recreation Area, overlooks 
Sausalito and has been backed 
for acquisition by many resi­ 
dents. It is listed at 154 acres 
with an assessor’s value of 
$175,444 or $1,132 per acre. The 
area has been subject to a 
building moratorium by the city 
of Sausalito. 
The ridge between San Rafael 
and Sleepy Hollow is listed at 
387 acres with an assessor’s 
value of $928,000, or $2,396 per 
acre. 
Joske said he was hopeful the 
county and city of San Rafael 
could wrk jointy on purchasing 
the tree-covered ridge. 
The shopping list will be con­ 
sidered by the county board of 
supervisors, sitting as the 
board of directors of the region­ 
al park district, on Feb. 13 at 
8:30 a.m. at the Civic Center. 
Joske said the primary tool 
for keeping the land open will 
be long-range financing, if the 
board agrees. Currently, the 
county has about $700,000 budg­ 
eted for open space. Those 
funds will probably be shifted 
to the new park district.

Guidelines 
On Impact 
Reports Hit 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - An 
unemployed hardhat worker 
and conservationists yesterday 
criticized proposed Reagan ad­ 
ministration guidelines to im­ 
plement the state’s controver­ 
sial new environmental impact 
reporting law. 
Conservationist representa­ 
tives testified at a public hear­ 
ing that the guidelines fail to 
make adequate provision for 
citizens to participate in the 
review of environmental impact 
reports on proposed construc­ 
tion. 
Other witnesses representing 
cities, builders and water users 
indicated they could live with 
the guidelines. Most offered 
technical suggested changes to 
make the proposal more palata­ 
ble. 
But Bud Weeks of Citrus 
Heights, a jobless operating en­ 
gineer who said he represented 
“hardhats, citizens and taxpay­ 
ers,” told the hearing called by 
Resources Secretary Norman 
Livermore Jr. that environmen­ 
talists already had gone too far. 
He cited lawsuits filed to 
block construction of new 
dams, highways and power- 
plants as examples of action by 
environmentalists which he 
said threw thousands of work­ 
ers out of jobs. 
“Some people have forgotten 
to use good common sense and 
have gone to an extreme on 
environmental issues,” Weeks 
declared. “Before long we’ll 
have to file an environmental 
impact report before we can 
mow the grass in our own 
yards.” 
“You’ve struck a very impor­ 
tant chord,” Livermore told 
him. 
The hearing was held to re­ 
ceive testimony on guidelines 
for local government to imple­ 
ment legislation spawned by a 
controversial 1972 state Su­ 
preme Court decision which 
held that reports must be filed 
on private as well as public 
projects which posed a “signifi­ 
cant” impact on the environ­ 
ment. 
The Legislature last year 
rushed through “emergency” 
legislation declaring a 120-day 
moratorium on filing the re­ 
ports and ordered the Re­ 
sources Agency to develop 
guidelines for implementation 
of the law. 
Representatives of the Sierra 
Club, Planning and Conserva­ 
tion League and Environmental 
Defense Fund generally agreed 
the proposed guidelines repre­ 
sented a “step in the right 
direction” but attacked fea­ 
tures they said prevent the 
public from participating in the 
review of environmental impact 
reports. 
‘‘They are outrageous be­ 
cause they subtly, albeit sys­ 
tematically, exclude the public 
from any participation in the 
environmental impact report 
review process,” charged 
Thomas J. Graff, regional coun­ 
sel of the Environmental De­ 
fense Fund. 
He said this flew in the face 
of both existing legislation and 
the Supreme Court’s environ­ 
mental ruling. Graff added, 
“the guidelines appear deliber­ 
ately to refrain from mention­ 
ing even the possibility of pub­ 
lic input.” 
The guidelines, which must 
be adopted by Feb. 5, were 
drafted chiefly by John Tooker, 
director of the state Office of 
Planning and Research. 
He announced several pro­ 
posed changes to the guidelines 
including one that would allow 
use of the same impact report 
for two or more projects pro­ 
vided they were nearly identi­ 
cal. Such a revision was called 
for by the California Builders 
Council. 


Factions In Laos 
Talk Cease-Fire 


ALMANAC 
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VIENTIANE, Laos (UPD - 
Government and Communist 
Pathet Lao representatives 
opened private negotiations to­ 
day, discussing a Laos cease­ 
fire and other issues. Sources 
close to the talks called it a 
frank and honest exchange. 


The two-hour meeting, the 
first discussions of their type to 
be held since peace negotiations 
started here in mid-October, 
took place this afternoon in 
what the sources decribed as a 
“very good atmosphere.” 


Government officials have 
welcomed the private meetings 
as a vehicle to a cease-fire 
agreement in Laos, which is the 
scene of continuing bombing by 
B52 strategic bombers and jet 
fighter bombers following last 
Saturday’s Vietnam cease-fire. 
The sources here declined to 
discuss the substance of today’s 
private talks, held in the home 
of one of the government nego­ 
tiators. Four government repre­ 
sentatives and three Pathet Lao 
negotiators took part. 
Well-informed sources said, 
however, that today’s discus­ 
sions were only in general 
terms. One source said the gov­ 
ernment proposal to split the 


private discussions into sepa­ 
rate political and military com­ 
mittees had not materialized. 
It was not immediately 
known whether any firm time 
was set for the next private 
meeting, expected to be held at 
the Pathet Lao permanent mis­ 
sion in Vientiane. 
It was believed government 
representatives wished to con­ 
sult with Prime Minister Sou- 
vanna Phouma who was sched­ 
uled to return here from 
Bangkok late Thursday after­ 
noon. 
In Bangkok, Souvanna was 
reported “delighted” with hope 
offered by the talks. According 
to Deputy Foreign Minister 
Chartchai Chunhawan, Souvan­ 
na in a meeting with Thai 
Prime Minister Thanora Kitti- 
kachorn reported a cease-fire in 
Laos appeared to be getting 
closer. 
U.S. bombing in Laos has 
continued since last Sunday 
morning in the absence of a 
provision for a cease-fire here 
in the Vietnam agreements. 
Strategic B52 bombers based at 
U-tapao in Thailand were being 
used along the Ho Chi Minh 
supply complex in southern 
Laos. 


Xerox Charged With 
A Copying Monopoly 


WASHINGTON (UPD - The 
Federal Trade Commission 
(FTC) officially accused Xerox 
Corp. today of monopolizing the 
$1.7 billion office copying ma­ 
chines business, and demanded 
the company take steps to cor­ 
rect the situation. 
The FTC said Xerox built its 
monopoly through unfair mar­ 
keting and patent practices, 
and by stopping foreign affili­ 
ates from competing with the 
parent firm in the United 
States. 
The firm had no comment on 
the FTC suit. But it had said on 
Dec. 12 that the case was “ill 
founded and without merit.” 
The FTC originally proposed 
the complaint Dec. 12 after 
negotiations to settle the matter 
through the usual consent pro­ 
cedure —where a company in­ 
volved agrees to change its 
policies without admitting guilt 
— failed. 
As a result, the FTC made 
the complaint official today and 
turned the matter over to one of 
its law judges. 
The complaint alleges Xerox 
so dominated the market it 
accounted for 86 per cent of all 
the revenues from the sale and 
lease of machines in the market 
during 1971. The corporation’s 
position was even more domi­ 
nant —95 per cent of all reve­ 


nues —in the $1 billion segment 
of the market concerned with 
copiers which use plain, un­ 
treated paper. 
The FTC said Xerox has, 
through its monopoly position, 
forced customers to lease, rath­ 
er than buy, its equipment; 
charged different customers 
different prices; monopolized 
and attempted to monopolize 
copier patents; used its patent 
position to head off potential 
competition and, with a British 
connection, “effectively divided 
up the world market for plain 
paper office copier^.” 
The FTC demanded Xerox 
offer unrestricted, royalty-free 
licensing of all existing office 
copier patents, and unrestricted 
licensing of any copier patents 
it might obtain during the next 
20 years. 
The agency also demanded 
Xerox divest its stock in Rank 
Xerox Ltd., of Great Britain, 
and drop 
any prohibition 
against that firm selling its 
products in the United States. 
In addition, it said Xerox 
should be forbidden from refus­ 
ing to sell its machines; prohib­ 
ited from acquiring the stock of 
any other copier firm; and told 
to drop any requirement that 
Xerox be the sole source for 
maintenance and repair of its 
leased copiers. 


Excessive Spending Atop 
Nixon's Economic Goals 


WASHINGTON (UPD - Infla­ 
tion and unemployment have 
taken a back seat to excessive 
federal spending at the top of 
President Nixon’s list of eco­ 
nomic problems. 
Nixon made that clear today 
in his annual economic mes­ 
sage to Congress. He said 1973 
“can be a great year” for the 
economy if only the govern­ 
ment doesn’t spend too much of 
the taxpayers money. 


It was the same theme Nixon 
stressed in his budget message 
two days ago. Congress, not the 
White House, will be the culprit 
if a new round of inflation 
forces a tax increase, he said. 


Student Offers 
To Share Award 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - A 
UCLA law student who last 
week won a $655,000 fraud judg­ 
ment from a Beverly Hills leas­ 
ing firm says he wants to share 
the money with others who 
have been victimized. 
David Sabih and his wife 
Elaine were awarded the settle­ 
ment Jan. 22 in a suit against 
Cal-Pacific Leasing Co. Inc. 
Sabih said Tuesday he wants 
others to contact him if they 
feel they have been bilked by 
the same company, but do not 
have enough money to go to 
court. 


Sheep Fleeced 
As Tax Protest 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPD - 
Sam Prather, a rancher from 
Philo in Mendocino County, 
fleeced a sheep in front of the 
Federal Building on Tuesday as 
a protest against income taxes. 
Other protestors carried signs 
saying, “Every Day is Fleece- 
in Day at the IRS” and “Warn­ 
ing—the IRS is Dangerous to 
Your Wealth.” 


Just three weeks after intro­ 
ducing a new format of volun­ 
tary wage-price guidelines, the 
President also advised the 
country to prepare for the end 
of economic controls. He did 
not mention a specific date for 
the total phase out of controls, 
however. 
In a lengthy report that ac­ 
companied Nixon’s message, 
the Council of Economic Advi­ 
sors forecast another healthy 
year of economic growth with a 
modest decline in employment 
but little change in the overall 
rate of inflation. Food prices 
should decline in the months 
ahead, however, the Council 
said. 
The current “vigorous expan­ 
sion” that is boosting the econo­ 
my closer to capacity and low­ 
ering unemployment could 
become too much of a good 
thing, according to Nixon. 
“The problem, as far as can 
now be foreseen, will be to 
prevent this expansion from be­ 
coming an inflationary boom. 
That is why I put restraining 
federal expenditures at the top 
of the list of economic policies 
for 1973,” Nixon said. 
“Nothing is easier or more 
pleasant, at least for a bureauc­ 
racy, than to spend money... 
only by holding the line on 
federal spending will we be 


able to reduce the inflation rate 
further in 1973.” 
Nixon already has asked Con­ 
gress for mandatory spending 
ceiling of $269 billion, the same 
as his budget request, for the 
fiscal year beginning July 1. 


Noting the nation’s continuing 
foreign trade deficit, Nixon 
said, “This is not a situation 
that can go on indefinitely.” He 
indicated that trade and other 
international economic matters 
would get lots of attention in 
1973. 
Last year, the United States 
imported $6 billion more than it 
exported, a record trade deficit. 
The administration hoped the 
dollar devaluation would im­ 
prove the competitive position 
of the United States with its 
trading partners but Nixon’s 
economic counselors predicted 
the trade balan.ee would im­ 
prove by only $2.5 billion in 
1973, still leaving the nation $3.5 
billion in the red. 
The council also listed these 
figures in its 1973 forecast: 
A 10 per cent or $115 billion 
increase in gross national prod­ 
uct to $1,267 billion ($1.3 tril­ 
lion). 
“Real” or non-inflated eco­ 
nomic growth of 6 % per cent 
compared to an estimated 6.5 
per cent in 1972. 
Annual price increases aver­ 
aging 3 per cent, about the 
same as last year. 
A decline in the unemploy­ 
ment rate from the current 5.2 
per cent to “the neighborhood 
of 4.5 per cent by the end of the 
year.”

A Chilling 
Picture Of 
Next Quake 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - A 
major earthquake 
will some 
day strike San Francisco again, 
causing “ one of the greatest 
disasters ever experienced in 
the United States,” a state offi­ 
cial said yesterday. 


Residents should prepare to 
fake care of themselves during 
the hours after the quake, he 
said. 


“ Only God can help you, oth­ 
er than yourself during the first 
few m inutes afte r a quake 
strikes." said Herbert R. Tem­ 
ple. director of the governor’s 
Office of Emergency Services 
i OES>. 


"A m ajor earthquake occur­ 
ring in the San Francisco Bay 
Area will result in one of the 
greatest disasters ever experi­ 
enced in the United States, 
thereby requiring massive as­ 
sistance be provided to affected 
communities,” Temple predict­ 
ed. 


An earthquake with a Richter 
Scale reading over 6.0 will be 
devastating, he said. The San 
Francisco quake of 1906 was 
8.25 and killed over 400 persons. 


The state agency is preparing 
an earthquake response plan 
for the nine-county San Fran­ 
cisco Bay Area encompassing 
92 cities. The final blueprint 
will be a pilot project from 
which California officials hope 
to build a model for application 
cities throughout the rest of the 
state.

“ lies at the local level ” Tem ­ 
ple 
said 
his 
ag en cy 
has 
launched a series of animated 
shorts for use on television and 
in schools, giving instruction to 
residents on how to prepare for 
an earthquake and what to do 
when it occurs. 


“ Since

tra v e rs e d by se v eral active 
faults, any community may suf­ 
fer serious d am ag e s in the 
event of a major earthquake. 
At the sam e time, others will be 
less damaged and some may be 
unaffected.” 


Hard hit areas will get help 
from less affected cities. “ This 
prompt initial response would 
be followed by help from more 
distant parts of the state and 
from outside the state." Temple 
said. 


The agency will organize re­ 
lief efforts, tabulate location of 
emergency rations and equip­ 
ment 
and funnel information 
regarding communications, re­ 
sources, maps, em ergency pro­ 
cedures, location of key facili­ 
ties.

transportation routes to victims 
through use of the news media. 
In addition, OES plans work­ 
shops in each county “ to enable 
the local .jurisdictions to tailor 
the operations guide to their 
community.”

REDWOOD CITY — Only minutes after finding 
out he was San Francisco’s number one pick in 
the NFL player draft yesterday, Mike Holmes was 
learning the 49ers’ defensive system. His teacher? 
Ralph McGill, 49er defensive back who was a 
second round draft choice last year. 
Holmes, a defensive back voted most valuable 
player on the Texas Southern University football 
team, and McGill, from the University of Tulsa, 
are close friends. They were at the Houston 
Oilers’ offices yesterday observing the draft pro­ 
ceedings. That was where Holmes was reached by 
the Bay Area press, which conducted a “squawk 
box” interview shortly after the 49ers had an­ 
nounced him as their top pick in the college grab 
bag. 


THE 21-YEAR-OLD Holmes, 6-foot-l and 190 
pounds, admitted he was surprised to be a No. 1 
pick, but added, “I knew I would go somewhere in 
the area between rounds one and four.” 
He had seen the 49er play a number of times on 
television because “ I was tight with Ralph 
McGill” whom he had met one night at a party. 
Holmes, an honor student at TSU, will be no 
dummy when it comes time to talk contract and 
he already has engaged Clifford Paul of National 
Sports in Houston, the same agent who handled 
McGill’s negotiations. But the two buddies might 
find themselves fighting for the same position 
later this year at the 49ers’ training camp. 
Holmes said his goal is to break into the 49ers’ 
lineup. “My main objective is to play as a rookie. 
I don’t like to sit on the bench.” Since the 49ers 
have five veteran defensive backs and two who 
will be in their second years, the competition in 
the defensive secondary will be fierce. 


HOLMES, WHO CALLED defensive signals at 
Texas Southern, said he was looking forward to a 
trip to the West in about three weeks. “Ralph told 
me how beautiful San Francisco is.” 
• San Francisco head coach Dick Nolan was very 
high on Holmes, as he should be since he was the 
team’s top choice at No. 18 in the first round. “He ' 
is quick, has good speed and good range,” said 
Nolan. 
By the time it was San Francisco’s turn to pick 
in the first round, the major running back 
candidates had already been picked. Otis Arm­ 
strong of Purdue was grabbed by Denver, Sam 
Cunningham of USC was taken by New England, 
Chuck Foreman of Miami went to Minnesota and 
George Amundson of Iowa State to Houston, all in 
the space of six selections. Two wide receivers 
and a lineman later it was San Francisco’s turn. 
So they went with Holmes. The only running back 
who went later in the first round was Heisman 
Trophy winner Johnny Rodgers, but surely San 
Diego plans to make a wide receiver out of him. 
At 173 pounds he can’t be expected to bowl over 
any 260-pound linemen. 


IN ADDITION to running back, another 49er 
deficiency this past season was at middle line­ 
backer, where six-year veteran Frank Nunley had 
an unimpressive season. Although the Niners 
didn't get a middle linebacker, they got a really 
fine outside linebacker candidate in Willie Harper 
of Nebraska, a two-year All-American. He played 
defensive end for the Cornhuskers but in their 
system it was the same as linebacker, with 
Harper responsible for pass coverage as well as 
line play. 
It prompted the question yesterday: Would Skip 
Vanderbundt be switched to middle linebacker to 
make room for Harper? “I don’t think we’re 
considering moving Skip inside,” was the answer 
from 49er linebacker coach Mike Giddings and 
later echoed by Nolan. Instead, Giddings is hoping 
the team will carry six linebackers next season 
instead of five. 
The Nebraska press book listed Harper at 6-foot- 
2 and 207 pounds but Nolan said his weight now 
was closer to 215 and he would probably “be 
around 220” when he reports to camp. 
Giddings watched Nebraska play on television 
and said he was very impressed by the play of 
Harper. “He seems to have a nose for the football. 
I sure remember seeing that No. 81 all over the 
field.” 
Nolan said he watched Harper in the Senior 
Bowl and “he is very hard to knock off his feet. 
He has good balance.” And he’s coming from a 
winning team, which Nolan admits, “means a 
great deal.”

Cronin: Hitter Rule 
Will Attract Talent 


NEW YORK (UPD - Old 
baseball players no longer need 
fade away. 


They can alw ays join an 
American League club as the 
designated hitter for the pitch­ 
er. 


Admitting the league is trying 
to “get a little more offense in 
the game” and at the same 
time “encourage young talent 
to go into baseball,” American 
League President Joe Cronin 
met with the circuit’s umpires 
Tuesday to familiarize them 
with the new rule. 
One half of the “national pas­ 
tim e” (the American League), 
trying to keep in step with the 
growing popularity of football 
and basketball, adopted earlier 
this month what one official 
term ed the sport’s “ biggest 
change in 81 years” when it 
passed the “designated hitter 
for the pitcher” rule. 
The AL adopted the rule 
change on a three year trial 
basis. The National League will 
retain the status'quo and, as a 
resu lt, the designated h itte r 


rule will not be in effect for the 
All-Star Game and World Series 
competition. 
“ We feel the rule is the best 
method to encourage young tal­ 
ent into baseball,” said Cronin. 
“ There are big strong fellows 
who can hit but not much of 
anything else. We hope they 
will look to baseball as an 
occupation. 
“ We realize the great inroads 
made by basketball and football 
into our sport. Basketball and 
football have built-in farm sys­ 
tems. It costs us $900,000 to $1.3 
million to develop a player.” 
“ The biggest change in base­ 
ball in 81 years,” w’as the de­ 
scription given to the new rule 
by Bob Holbrook, the executive 
assistant to Cronin. “This is the 
biggest change since baseball 
eliminated the rule which said 
a player couldn’t leave the 
game unless he was injured.” 
Both the International League 
and the Texas League will also 
have the designated hitter rule 
in effect this season and the 
other 13 minor leagues may yet 
decide to adopt it.

Puzzling Terminology 
Of Seaman's Compass 


The salty language of the sea — much of which 
has crept into the terminology and lexicon of 
modern day boating — has resisted change 
probably more than any other part of the lan­ 
guage. But with every generation the ancient 
expressions of the sea-farers have less and less 
meaning and significance. 
However, there’s one antiquated and out-dated 
bit of terminology which, though it baffles many 
boatmen, stays with us as strong as ever. It’s the 
system of describing the angles or arcs of a circle 
through which navigation lights are visible. 


In every system of measure­ 
ment used in day-to-day living, 
a circle is broken up into 360 
degrees. Everybody must have 
learned in school that a right 
angle, a quarter of a circle, is 
90 degrees. 
However, when it comes to 
describing navigation lights, we 
have to revert to an archaic 
system, several hundred years 
old, in which the 360-degree 
circle of the compass is broken 
up into 32 “points.” 
Most boatm en com prehend 
that the four main points of the 
compass are north, south, east 
and west. In between these are 
other points, northeast, south­ 
east, etc. And between these 
are still others, such as north 
by northeast, north northeast, 
northeast by north etc., and 
they make up 32 points in all. 
It’s a complicated system and 
although still used or accepted 
by many ocean-going seamen, 
m ost m odern boatmen have 
never even heard the names for 
all 32 points of the compass. 
But it naturally follows that if 
the 360-degree circle is divided 
into 32 parts, each part must be 
11% degrees. So one “point” of 
the compass 
represents 
11% 
degrees. 
All this was brought up by a 
couple of questions I’ve been 
asked which can’t be answered 
without explaining the “point” 
system : 
Q. The red and green lights 
on a boat are described as 10- 
point lights. What does that 
mean? 
A. The lights must be visible 
from a line dead ahead of the 
boar through an angle of 10 
points. Ten points represents 
112% degrees (10x10%) — just a 
little more than a quarter of a 
circle. 
Q. What is the purpose of a 
white bow light of 20 points 
and a stern light of 12 points? 


A. The 20 and 12 add up to 32 
points, a full circle. If you draw 
a diagram of navigation lights 
arranged this way, it is appar­ 
ent that on a full broadside 
view, only while the bow light 
and a colored side light are 
visible. As the boat passes, the 
bow light disappears, and the 
stem light becomes visible. It is 
to show the relative bearing or 
position of a passing boat. 


Q. I see sailing craft with 
red ang green lights on the 
mast. What do they signify? 


A. This is a relatively new 
idea of carrying two colored 
lights at the masthead and is 
good. It makes a sailing craft 
instantly identifiable at night. 
The colored lights — red over 
green — are 20 points lights (225 
degrees). 


Q. Where can I learn all 
about (navigation) lights? I’m 
taking a cruise to the Baha­ 
mas and Puerto Rico. 
A. The text I like best is 
Chapman's Piloting, Seaman­ 
ship and Small Boat Handling. 
Other good ones are B asic 
Boating by Andrews and Rus­ 
sell, or Basic Seamanship by 
Walliser. 
Q. In a column last year 
you said the compass is divid­ 
ed into 32 points. My under­ 
standing is that it is 96 points 
n 


A. This was done to “ sim pli­ 
fy ” the com pass and allow 
ships to steer more accurate 
courses. Each of the 32 points 
w as divided into halves and 
quarters. The naming of the 
new division became a night­ 
mare. For instance they cam e 
up with names like this: “south 
easy by east a quarter east.” 
All the world’s navies and most 
merchant marine services have 
dropped all this nonsense and 
use degrees.

Their new “ partisan look,’’ 
moreover, is a healthy sign 
that, despite party storms and 
stern speeches, Yugoslavs are 
resilient and not taking the new

“ gear” that trendy Yugoslav 
designers have come up with. 
It’s their “ with it” response to 
President Tito’s gripes about 
Yugoslav youth’s lack of “ so­ 
cialist consciousness.” 


Besides his recent dismissals 
of too-easy-going Communist 
Party "liberals,” the President 
is campaigning also against 
"bourgeois influence” among 
the country’s young people. 


These influences until recent­ 
ly included the seamier kinds of 
Western television offerings, 
mainly American, which are 
now being kept off Yugoslav 
screens. 
They arc being replaced by 
films of the partisan struggle 
against the Nazis —part of the 
new look now being applied in 
cultural programs to remind 
young Yugoslavs of the ideals 
for which President Tito and 
their fathers fought 30 years 
ago. 
Other targets of presidential 
;ie were the "American Army” 
uniforms and insignia which 
Belgrade’s teen-agers have af­ 
fected this past year as sponta­ 
neously as their age group in 
London and other West Europe­ 
an capitals. 
Following his strictures, the 
great-coats, the combat jack­ 
ets, and Marine and Air Force 
badges quietly disappeared 
from the stores, overnight. 
Yugoslavia's trend-setters for 
modem youth fashions, howev­ 
er, were very quick to catch on. 
"Partisan is beautiful” has 
become the theme. It is ex­ 
pressed in a wide range of 
partisan uniforms in “ real

He said the price was 14.4 cents 
on Jan. 12, and 16.5 cents on 
Jan. 19. 


As a result, he said the lum­ 
ber cost for a four-bedroom 
house shot up $1,500 since Jan. 
1, 1972— and $210 in the last 
week. 


The rising cost of lumber, he 
said, will knock hundreds of 
thousands of California families 
out of the market—"just about 
all who are not already stopped

Tax 
Advice, Form Preparation 
Costs Deductible From Return 


You can deduct the cost of tax advice or 
return preparation. 
The sum you spend to have your tax return 
prepared or for advice in connection with any 
tax, or sums you spend to maintain records or 
for books on taxes is deductible. It doesn’t 
matter if the taxes are in connection with 
your business life or yoyr private life. 
Section 212 says, “ In the case of an 
individual, there shall be allowed as a deduc­ 
tion all the ordinary and necessary expenses 
paid or incurred during the 
--------- 
taxable year — (1) for the 
production or collection of in­ 
come; (2) for the management, 
conservation or maintenance of 
property held for the production 
of income; or (3) in connection 
with the determination, collec­ 
tion or refund of any tax.” 
Perhaps the best source of 
information readily available to 
the average taxpayer is the 
Internal Revenue Service publi- 
tion“ Your Federal Income 
Tax 1973 Edition” . This book is 
well indexed and written in 
understandable English. It is 
the biggest bargain in taxation 
today and it is sold by the 
Internal Revenue Service. In it 
you will find the answers to 
most of your questions. 
If this book does not answer 
your questions, then you should 
consult your attorney or ac­ 
countant. 
Regulations require the sig­

income tax return at the placa 
designated on the return. 


Swift Due A New Name 


Southern Pacific 
Earnings Top 
$108 Million 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 
Southern Pacific Co. today re­ 
ported record earnings in 1972 
of $108.2 million, or $4.06 per 
share — a gain of 8 per cent 
over 1971 when net income to­ 
taled $100.5 million, or $3.77 per 
share. 
Operating revenues also were 
listed at a record level of $1.4 
billion, compared with $1.3 bil­ 
lion in 1971. 
"Even with earnings of this 
kind, we are still falling short 
of the return on our investment 
that is required to generate 
funds needed to provide new 
equipment and plant expansion 
for the increased transportation 
demand predicted for the next 
decade,” said Benjamin F. 
Biaggini, president. 
In 1972, Biaggini said the 
railway spent a record $300 
million on capital improve­ 
ments, with almost two-thirds 
of it going for railroad equip­ 
ment. 


The preparer of a return is 
the person responsible for the 
information appearing thereon 
and not one performing merely 
clerical functions.

Public Accountants, a Certified 
Pu b lic Accountant must 
promptly notify a client if he 
turns up a material understate­ 
ment. The Certified Public Ac­ 
countant isn't ethically bound to 
tell the Internal Revenue Serv­ 
ice, however, or even allowed 
to do so without his client’s 
permission. 
How can you be sure that you 
will not be penalized for neglig­ 
ence in preparing your tax re­ 
turn? 
Perhaps the best way to be 
sure is to have the tax return 
actually prepared by the ac­ 
countant or attorney of your 
choice and to keep in your 
possession documentary evi­ 
dence that you gave him full 
information and keep your copy 
of the tax return together with 
proof of every item appearing 
thereon. 
You should also be prepared 
to show that you had every 
reason to believe that the ac­ 
countant or attorney was one 
who was competent in tax mat­ 
ters.

Exemptions 


To Impact 


Rules Asked 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — The 
California Builders Council to­ 
day asked the state Resources 
Agency to expand the list of 
private construction projects 
which would be exempted from 
environmental impact report 
requirements. 


The CBC, legislative arm of 
California’s home building and 
light construction industry, sub­ 
mitted the suggestion at an 
agency public hearing on pro­ 
posed state guidelines for the 
impact reports. 


James Acret, CBC special 
counsel, said the “ author of the 
1970 Environmental Quality Act 
has said publicly that the intent 
of the law was to exempt 95 per 
cent of the building projects, 
and the California Supreme 
Court 
Friends of Mammoth’ 
ruling said the vast majority of 
projects would not have a sig­ 
nificant effect on the environ­ 
ment, and therefore should be 
exempt. 


“ But the tentative guidelines 
currently under consideration 
by the state Office of Planning 
would do just the opposite. In 
their present form, the guide­ 
lines require 95 per cent of all 
projects to have environmental 
impact reports.” 
The CBC’s list of exemptions 
includes single-family resi­ 
dence, planned unit develop­ 
ments, condominiums, urban 
apartment buildings of 50 or 
fewer units, and industrial, 
warehouse and commercial 
buildings of less than 30,000 
square feet in urban areas. 
The state’s proposed guide­ 
lines would exempt single-fami­ 
ly homes and duplexes, and 
patio, swimming pool, fence 
and garage construction. 
Acret said the court decision 
requiring the impact reports 
has created “chaos in the build­ 
ing industry,” with local gov­ 
ernments to hold “ thousands of 
projects in abeyance.” He not­ 
ed the legislature’s 120-day 
moratorium on the court ruling 
ends in April. 


Reagan Asks 


Disaster 


Designation 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Gov. 
Ronald Reagan today urged 
President Nixon to declare San 
Luis Obispo and Marin counties 
and the City of South San Fran­ 
cisco as disaster areas because 
of heavy flood damage. 
Reagan, in a prepared state­ 
ment, said the designation will 
clear the way for the allocation 
of more than $1.6 million in 
federal disaster relief to the 
stricken areas. 
He said total damage to both 
public and private property 
from heavy rains, wind and 
flooding reached $7.1 million in 
San Luis Obispo County, $2.9 
million in Marin County and 
$2.2 million in the City of South 
San Francisco. 
Reagan said state and local 
funds available for restoration 
of the disaster areas have been 
obligated or spent. 
The governor also proclaimed 
a state of emergency in the City 
of South San Francisco because 
of the flood damage which oc­ 
curred during the week of Jan. 
14.
